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When  I  first  heard  the  news  of  the  Competi- 
tion for  pushing  the  sales  of  Sanatogen, 
Formamint  and  Genasprin  with  the  magnifi- 
cent and  colossal  prizes,  I  immediately  set 
to  work  to  consider  various  schemes  to  in  - 
crease  my  turnover  and  co-operate  with  the 
Genatosan  Company  in  their  Press  campaign . 

Past  experience  proves  the  fact  that  it  is 
easier  to  sell  the  products  of  the  Genatosan 
Company  than  any  others  of  the  so  called 
similar  preparations  which  are  put  before 
the  buying  public .

A  window  display  does  a  power  of  good  in 
many  ways,  apart  from  the  immediate  sales 
which  come  through  this  medium  there  are 
always  congratulatory  remarks  and  ex- 
pression of  praise  from  non-buyers  who  are 
apt  to  remember  the  goods  long  after  the 
display  has  been  made  and  which  brings 
forth  business  at  a  later  date.  Often  a 
good  display  opens  up  a  conversation  in 
which  the  observer  asks : — 
Ts  this  your  own  idea  ? ' 
'Do  the  Sanatogen  people  help  you  at 
all?' 

'How  enterprising. ' 

Next  to  window  displays  I  think  the 
personal  letter   is  a  very  good  medium 
indeed.    I   drafted   out   an   original  and 
breezy  letter  conveying  to  the  recipient  in 
an  easy  manner  the  wonderful  qualities  of 
he  three  products  and  which,  no  doubt, 
esulted  in  numerous  sales .    A  letter  drafted 
ut  in  such  manner  and  delivered  by  hand 
reaches   its   many  potential   buyers  who 
ould  probably,  through  unforeseen  cir- 
umstances,  never  see  the  display  or  hear 
he  news  of  the  campaign.    I  also  noticed 
uite  an  addition  to  my  mail  order  business 
the  result  of  personal  letter  scheme . 


After  this  scheme  I  then  followed  my 
advertising  up  with  an  original  leaflet 
entitled:  '  Bulletin  of  Health,'  which  put 
forward  the  claims  of  the  Genatosan  trio  in 
a  crisp  and  most  convincing  manner . 

During  my  business  career  I  have  made  a 
feature  of  competitions,  which  I  think  are 
always  a  source  of  fascination  inducing  the 
public  to  become  more  interested  in  the 
articles  advertised. 

Consequently  I  arranged  a  novel  com- 
petition in  which  only  purchasers  could 
take  part  and  which  resulted  in  an  immediate 
success — sales  increasing  considerably.  I 
also  arranged  a  prize  scheme  or  competition 
with  my  assistants,  to  induce  them  to  take 
more  interest  and  increase  sales.  I  offered 
a  substantial  prize  to  the  one  selling  the 
most  during  the  campaign . 

I  find  that  little  novelties  are  always 
attractive  and  accordingly  I  distributed  a 
good  number  of  balloons  with  specially 
worded  advertisement  on  each.  These  get 
in  the  homes  of  my  customers  and  the  names 
of  the  products  are  brought  more  prominently 
before  the  family  circle. 

I  also  had  a  series  of  insertions  of  special 
advertisements  in  the  agony  column  and 
other  important  positions  of  the  local 
newspapers,  which  brought  in  many  replies 
and*  also  other  business  to  chemists  in 
different  parts  of  the  city. 

All  the  above  schemes  were  very  useful 
and  contributed  towards  the  success  of  the 
campaign ,  but  without  my  own  personal  and 
intense  enthusiasm  and  whole-hearted 
interest,  I  should  not  have  brought  the 
campaign  to  a  successful  issue . 

I  made  a  very  careful  study  of  the  nature 
and  properties  of  Sanatogen,  Genasprin  and 
Formamint  and  compared  them  with  other 
products  which  are  sold  for  the  same  purpose, 
and  I  can  honestly  say,  from  personal  use, 
that  the  Genatosan  products  are  distinctly 
superior . 

I  never  failed  to  make  use  of  this 
experience  when  talking  to  my  customers  and 
which  has  often  helped  me  to  make  a  sale, 
when  other  methods  would  have  failed.

C  &  D.  Retail  Price  List 

The  Drug  Index  for  the  month  of  February  was  153.7 
against  152.2,  while  the  Surgical  Dressings  Index  did  not 
change  and  stands  at  205.4.  There  is  no  question  of  appre- 
ciation in  the  drugs  on  account  of  this  rise,  it  being  depen- 
dent on  one  line  only,  and  the  amount  is  inappreciable. 
The  most  notable  advances  in  prices  are  in  carbolic  acid, 
which  is  approaching  a  higher  price  still,  and  in  sugar. 
Among  the  higher  prices  are :  Salicylates,  benzoates,  amyli 
pulv.  (maize),  anisi  fruct.,  areca,  aqua  carui  cone,  barbi- 
tonum,  Canada  balsam,  carui  fruct.,  coriand.  fruct.,  crocus 
Valent.,  sarsaparilla  and  decoctions,  fosniculi  fruct.,  iehthy- 
ocoll.,  inf.  caryoph.  cone,  insect  powder,  liq.  formaldehydi, 
methyl  salicyl,,  ol.  coriandri,  sulphur,  sugar  and  several 
syrups,  tinct.  aurantii,  ung.  capsici,  and  zingib.  Afric.  These 
aie  several  drugs  which  count  in  changes  of  value  in  stock- 
taking. Among  those  which  are  lower  are:  Acid,  lactic,  dil., 
aqua  rosse  cone,  asthma  powder,  Prussian  blue,  cataplasma 
kaolini,  creme  d'  amandes,  ess.  pulegii,  ergot  and  prepara- 
tions, gelatin.,  guaiacol  cinnamas,  lin.  A.B.C.  meth.,  lin. 
aconit.  meth.,  lin.  methyl  sal.  eo„  liq.  adrenin.  hyd.,  manna, 
ol.  menth.  dementh.  Jap.,  several  potassium  salts,  pulv. 
scammon.  co.,  sodii  citras,  tinct.  cannab.  ind.  and  two  or 
three  other  tinctures,  pulv.  tragacanth,  and  spt.  vini  meth. 
The  above  tends  to  show  that  prices  are  hardening,  and 
that  there  is  likely  to  be  a  further  rise  in  prices,  especially 
ro  synthetics.  The  increase  in  the  price  of  sugar  and  the 
fall  in  methylated  spirit  are  also  likely  to  cause  further 
changes.

Animal  Medicine  Makers  and  Allied  Traders' 
Association 

The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Animal  Medicine 
Makers'  and  Allied  Traders'  Association  was  held  in  the 
Agricultural  Hall,  Islington,  London,  N.,  on  February  21, 
Mr.  Lawrence  C.  Tipper  (B.  C.  Tipper  &  Son)  in  the 
chair.  Mr.  Tipper  and  Mr.  Southby  Hewitt  (Day,  Son 
&  Hewitt)  were  re-elected  as  chairman  and  vice-chairman 
respectively.  Following  the  approval  of  the  annual 
report  and  balance-sheet,  a  discussion  arose  over  the 
charges  at  shows  and  position  of  stands,  the  secretary 
being  intructed  to  write  to  local  secretaries  on  the 
matter.  It  was  agreed  that  societies  should  be  asked 
to  'Supply  all  tickets  required  for  assistants  without 
regard  to  the  actual  amount  of  space,  on  the  undertaking 
that  such  tickets  would  be  used  for  no  other  purpose 
than  for  assistants.  Reference  was  made  to  the  secre- 
tary's letter  to  members,  saying  that  one  or  two  firms 
in  the  trade  had  been  making  reductions  in  prices  which, 
it  is  suggested,  are  disproportionate  to  the  actual  reduced 
costs.  A  discussion  took  place  on  the  subject,  and  the 
cutting  of  prices  was  strongly  condemned. 

Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  report  : — 

An  inquest  was  held  on  March  3  on  Catherine  Maud 
Wise,  47  Ivy  Road,  Northampton,  who  was  found  dead 
near  a  lime-kiln  at  Moulton.  Police  evidence  stated  that 
there  was  a  lysol  bottle  beside  the  body.  It  was  labelled 
"  Poison,"  but  did  not  bear  the  name  of  any  retailer. 
Lysol  wrappers  were  in  the  deceased's  pocket,  and  prac- 
tically all  the  contents  of  the  bottle  had  been  taken.  A 
verdict  of  "  Suicide  by  taking  lysol  "  was  returned. 

An  inquest  was  concluded  at  Stamford,  on  March  3, 
on  the  body  of  Sarah  A.  Muggleton.  aged  eight,  whose 
death,  after  eating  some  sweets,, jvas  certified  at  the  pre- 
vious sitting  of  the  coroner  (C.  &•  D.,  February  3,  p.  141) 
as  due  to  gastric,  and  intestinal  inflammation.  The 
report  of  Dr.  Bernard  Dyer,  F.I.C.,  London,  was  to  the 
effect  that  the  sweets,  which  were  jujubes,  contained 
anise  and  chloroform.  They  were  free  from  morphine, 
but  each  contained  approximately  ^  gr.  of  chloroform. 
He  had  not  been  able  to  trace  chloroform  in  any  of  the 
organs.  The  maximum  dose  of  chloroform  per  os  was 
mv.  for  an  adult  and  not  more  than  mij.>  for  a  child  of 
eight.  If,  as  he  understood,  the  child  had  eaten  sixteen 
of  the  lozenges,  the  amount  of  chloroform  consumed 
would  be  equivalent  to  nearly  three  full  internal  doses. 
It  required  a  great  deal  of  chloroform  taken  internally 
to  act  as  a  direct  cause  of  death.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  to  the  effect  that  death  was  due  to  gastro-enteritis, 
the  initial  cause  being  chloroform  in  the  sweets.  They 
added  a  rider  that  such  sweets  should  not  be  sold 
indiscriminately  to  young  children. 

Other  cases  included  a  suicide  (Staffordshire)  by  means 
of  vermin-killer  containing  strychnine,  one  by  ammonia, 
and  a  poisoning  (Liverpool)  by  carbolic  acid.  In  the 
last  instance  an  open  verdict  was  returned. 

Birmingham 

The  teaching  of  Latin  in  Birmingham  secondary  schools 
is  being  strongly  advocated. 

Wolverhampton  Education  Committee  has  increased  the 
grant  to  Birmingham  University  to  £500  per  annum. 

An  inspection  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Birmingham 
Insurance  Committee  with  regard  to  the  appearance, 
cleanliness  and  accommodation  at  local  surgeries. 

Mr.  R.  Cadbury  has  offered  to  the  Worcester  Education 
Committee  2^  acres  of  land  in  Wyld's  Lane  for  an  open- 
air  school,  and  has  promised  £250  towards  the  first  shelter. 
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Hull 

A  Hull  pharmacy  lias  instituted  "  bargain  week-ends," 
beginning  with  brain  and  nerve  tablets. 

Arrangements  are  now  well  in  hand  for  the  Congress  of 
the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  which  will  be  held  from 
July  30  to  August  4. 

Liverpool 

The  first  wing  of  the  new  chemical  laboratories  of  the 
University  of  Liverpool 'was  opened  by  Lord  Haldane  on 
March  3. 

Mr.  John  H.  Robinson,  Tithebarn  Street,  is  taking  a 
short  rest,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  effect  the  desired 
restoration  to  .complete  health. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Pickersgill  has  had  to  invite  the  public  into 
his  pharmacy  to  see  the  "  Masked  Lady,"  whose  appear- 
ances in  the  window  caused  crowds  to  block  Dale  Street 
in  order  to  witness  the  practical  effects  of  a  hair  shampoo. 

In  the-"  Liverpool  Daily  Post  "  of  March  3,  Mr.  A.  W. 
Ashcroft,  the  newly  elected  President,  of  the  Liverpool 
Chemists'  Association,  gives  striking  instances  of  the  care 
of  pharmacists  in  correcting  the  slips  of  medical  men  and 
th-3  public.  Quite  recently,  he  says,  a,  gentleman  asked  a 
local  pharmacist  for  2  oz.  of  salts  of  lemon.  "  What 
for?  "  "  To  put  a  teaspoonful  in  my  cup  of  coffee."  In 
this  case,  Epsom  salts  became  the  accepted  alternative. 
Quite  recently  a  prescription  of  an  unknown  origin,  which 
contained  twelve  fatal  doses  of  strychnine,  was  destroyed 
by  a  Liverpool  chemist. 

Speaking  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Liverpool  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  on  March  5,  Mr.  Stanley  Baldwin,  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  stated  that  by  far  the  most  im- 
portant thing  for  the  country  to-day  was  to  have  stable 
prices,  not  rising  and  not  falling.  Because,  in  the  first 
place,  dependent  as  we  were  on  our  export  trade,  we 
must  sell  as  cheaply  as  we  could.  We  wanted  stable 
prices  because  if  people  could  afford  to  pay  our  prices 
they  would  really  do  so  when  they  realised  that  prices 
were  not  going  to  fall  lower.  It  was  the  feeling  that 
prices  were  at  bottom  and"  were  stable  that  made 
customers  come  in  and  buy. 

Manchester 

Addressing  a  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Technical 
Institutions  in  London,  on  March  3,  Dr.  Levinstein, 
M.Sc,  said  that  there  would  be  no  operatives  here 
thrown  out  of  employment  if  Germany  failed  to  main- 
tain her  production  of  chemicals.  The  dyestuff  and 
fine-chemical  industries  in  this  country  were  by  no  means 
assured  of  a  prosperous  development ;  but  at  the  moment 
the  factories  and  organisations  created  during  the  war 
years  were  a  source  of  strength. 

Consequent  upon  some  recent  events,  Manchester  and 
Salford  chemists,  and  those  who  have  anything  to  do 
with  chemists,  have  been  interviewed  by  newspaper 
men  on  the  subject  of  accurate  dispensing  and  the  risks 
which  the  public  run  by  possible  errors.  Manchester 
has  such  faith  in  the  accuracy  of  city  chemists  that, 
beyond  the  ordinary  precautions  taken  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  no  special  provision  is  made 
for  testing.  The  Manchester  Insurance  Committee  deal 
with  1,250,000  prescriptions  annually.  In  ten  years 
there  have  not  been  more  than  twelve  mistakes,  and 
only  three  of  these  were  serious.  The  chairman  of  the 
Committee  (Mr.  Walter  Davies)  thinks  it  would  be  a 
mistake  for  panel  doctors  to  dispense  their  own  medi- 
cines instead  of  the  chemists.  Some  time  ago  the  Salford 
authorities  came  to  an  arrangement  with  the  local  Phar- 
maceutical Committee,  under  which  it  was  decided  that, 
if  there  was  a  variation  of  10  per  cent,  or  more,  it 
should  be  a  case  for  inquiry.  The  Salford  public  analyst 
thinks  that  within  the  margin  of  10  per  cent,  it  is  not 
reasonable  to  expect  scientific  accuracy  in  dispensing, 
and  this  view  was  put  forward  by  him  in  a  paper  that 
he  contributed  (jointly  with  Mr.  F.  A.  Anderson)  to 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  of  1920  (C.  £  D., 
II.,  1920,  p.  1041). 


Sheffield 

The  first  visit  has  been  paid  to  a  suburban  chemist  by 
the  inspector  under  the.  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  but  quite 
in  a  cursory  manner. 

Dr.  Wynne,  the  local  secretary,  informed  the  members 
of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  who  have  been  visiting 
Sheffield  that  Mr.  J.  Evans,  Ph.C,  through  being  out  of 
the  city,,  would  be  unable  to  give  his  paper. 

The  local  agreement  with  the  Insurance  Committee  to 
supply  w.o.w.  bandages  as  a  rule  comes  to  an 
end,  and  grey  must  be  supplied,  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health's  circular,  unless  specially  ordered 
as  "  white." 

Dr.  Turner,  head  of  the  University  Department  of 
Glass  Technology,  has  visited  the  factory  in  Czecho- 
slovakia where  the  reported  unbreakable  glass  is  manu- 
factured. The  manufacturers  only  claim  it  to  be  very 
tough  and  highly  resistant. 

Chemists  are  being  placed  somewhat  at  a  disadvantage 
through  some  drug-stores  supplying  what  the  public 
assumes  to  „be  laudanum,  after  being  refused  by  the 
qualified  men.  The  printed  label  states  "  Laudanum 
(Substitute),"  also  "  Paregoric  (Free  from  Opium)." 

Miscellaneous 

Window-smash.— The  bolting  of "  a  frightened  horse 
attached  to  a  dray  caused  the  destruction  of  a  large  plate- 
glass  window  in  Arnold  &  Sons'  pharmacy,  King's  Road, 
South-sea. 

Fire. — An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred,  March  6,  on  the 
premises  of  Mr.  W.  Shield,  chemist  and  druggist,  Front 
Street,  Stanley,  Durham.  Although  the  police  and 
civilians  rendered  prompt  assistance,  and  extinguished 
the  flames  before  the  arrival  of  the  fire  brigade,  a 
considerable  amount  of  damage  was  caused. 

Wine-licence  applications. — The  applications  of  Mr.  J. 
Foster,  chemist  and  druggist,  Poulton-le-Fylde,  and  Mr. 
F.  S.  Cullen,  chemist  and  druggist,  Norwich,  for  wine 
off-licences  have  been  granted.  Similar  applications  by 
Mr.  W.  D.  Smart,  chemist  and  druggist,  Apsley  End,  and 
Timothy  White  Co.,  Ltd.,  Taunton,  have  been  refused. 

Poster  competition  case. — At  Bow  Street  Police 
Court,  London,  on  March  6,  Mr.  J.  Weiner  (J.  Weiner, 
Ltd.,  printers,  Long  Acre,  W.C.),  was  fined  £52  10s., 
including  costs,  for  contravening  the  Lotteries  Act  by 
publishing  a  scheme  for  the  sale  of  tickets  in  "  The 
Great  Poster  Competition,"  and  by  selling  a  ticket  for 
it  (O.  £.  D.,  February  3,  p.  180).  Notice  of  appeal 
was  given. 

Death  in  a  shop. — Complaining  of  indigestion,  Alfred 
Munns  (67),  a  resident  of  Wellingborough,  walked  into 
the  shop  of  Simco  &  Co.,  chemists,  Market  Street,  and 
asked  for  a  remedy.  The  principal,  Mr.  R.  H.  Robin- 
son, gave  him  a  draught,  and  the  man  had  hardly  drunk 
it  when  he  collapsed  and  died.  A  doctor  stated  that 
death  was  due  to  natural  causes,  and  the  coroner  did 
not  consider  an  inquest  necessary. 

Pharmacy  hockey  cup. — Teams  representing  Allen  & 
Hanburys,  Ltd.,  and  the  London  College  of  Pharmacy 
met  on  March  3  at  Walthamstow,  where,  in  spite  ol 
much  grovelling  in  the  mud,  a  keen  game  ensued. 
Allenburys  opened  the  scoring,  putting  on  two  goal! 
through  Miss  Barrow  and  Evers,  but  the  London  later 
gained  the  upper  hand,  and  were  finally  victorious  by 
3 — 2,  Curtis  and  Jones  scoring  for  the  victors. 

In  the  courts. — At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London, 
on  March  1,  John  McPherson,  described  as  an  agent,  of 
no  fixed  address,  was  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprison- 
ment in  the  second  division  for  being  in  unauthorised 
possession  of  cocaine,  4  oz.  or  more  of  which,  according 
to  his  statement,  he  brought  over  from  the  Continent 
in  the  heels  of  his  shoes. — At  the  recent  Stafford  assizes, 
George  Herbert  Barklam  (21),  described  as  a  chemist, 
was  bound  over  on  a  charge  of  damaging  a  cricket  pavi- 
lion at  West  Bromwich. — In  Kidderminster  County 
Court,  on  March  6,  Mr.  W.  C.  Roberts,  chemist  and 
druggist,  was  granted  possession  of  a  coffee  tavern 
(C.  &  D.,  II.,  1922,  p.  842)  from  April  23.

Diseases  Hospital  for  the  ensuing  six  or  twelve  months.

Captain  J.  K.  Lyons,  M.P.S.I.,  Carriekfergus,  has  pre- 
sented a  silver  medal  for  soprano  solo  singing  to  the 
local  Feis  Committee. 

Captain  C.  G.  Moore,  CM. A.,  who  has  recently  been 
appointed  "  Command  Accountant,"  Singapore,  is  the 
youngest  son  of  Mr.  T.  Moore,  Irish  representative  for 
Arthur  H.  Cox  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
Brighton. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Belfast  Wholesale  Mer- 
chants' and  Manufacturers'  Association,  on  March  2, 
Mr.  Fred  Storey,  President  of  the  Chemists'  and  Drug- 
gists' Society  of  Ireland,  inquired  if  anything  had  been 
done  in  regard  to  the  Corporation  Bill,  one  of  the  clauses 
of  which  was  to  enable  the  municipal  authority  to  estab- 
lish chemists'  shops.  The  President  said  they  intended 
to  oppose  the  Bill  when  it  came  before  the  House  of 
Commons.  The  following  representatives  of  the  whole- 
sale drug-trade  were  appointed  on  the  Committee  : — 
Messrs.  William  Doig,  Frank  McMullan  (Thos.  McMullan 
&  Co.),  William  Shaw,  J. P.  (Shaw  &  Jamison),  and  James 
A.  McCormac  (Elliott,  Thompson  &  Blair).  A 
.  At  Belfast  Police  Court,  on  March  5,  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  prosecuted  Albert  J.  Adams, 
Sandy  Row,  that  he,  not  being  qualified,  did,  on  Decem- 
ber 5,  1922,  keep  open  shop  for  dispensing  and  compound- 
ing medical  prescriptions  contrary  to  Section  30  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1875.  The  summons  was  brought  in  the 
name  of  John  McKenna.  Mr.  John  Graham,  who  prose- 
cuted for  the  Society,  said  that  the  defendant  was  not  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist.  He  understood  a  plea  of  guilty 
was  being  entered.  The  facts  were  admitted.  On  the 
date  mentioned  Mr.  McKenna  took  the  prescription  pro- 
duced from  a  doctor  in  University  Road  to  the  defendant's 
shop,  the  prescription  was  filled,  and  the  defendant  gave 
him  the  bottle  produced  when  he  called  back.  Mr. 
McKenna  having  borne  out  these  facts,  Mr.  W.  G. 
Wilson,  on  behalf  of  the  defendant,  expressed  regret. 
The  defendant,  he  said,  had  in  his  employment  at  the 
kime,  and    still  had,  a    duly    qualified  pharmaceutical 


chemist.  He  did  not  recollect  this  particular  prescrip- 
tion, and  it  was  possible  he  handed  it  to  the  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  and  asked  him  to  fill  it.  He  was  form- 
ing a  limited  company,  and  a  memorandum  of  the  articles 
of  association  had  been  signed,  and  he  hoped  to  have  it 
registered  this  week.  He  was  sorry  if  he  had  in  any  way 
infringed  the  law,  and  he  thought  when  he  had  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  in  his  employment  it  was  sufficient.  The 
Stipendiary  imposed  a  fine  of  £5  and  costs.

Brevities

Edinburgh 

Mr.  G.  H.  C.  Rowland,  chemist  and  druggist  (Wright, 
Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.),  has  been  elected  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  local  branch  of  the  Scottish  Commercial 
Travellers'  Friendly  Society. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  X-rays  is  being  given  before 
the  Royal  Scottish  Society  of  Arts  by  Dr.  W.  Hope 
Fowler.  At  the  first  of  the  series,  on  February  26,  the 
technique  of  early  apparatus,  electrons,  and  the  history 
and  development  of  x-ray  tubes  were  the  main  points 
dealt  with. 

Glasgow 

Several  dogs  which  have  died  in  the  Hillhead  district 
lately  have  shown  symptoms  of  strychnine  poisoning. 

Glasgow  Corporation  has  authorised  the  local  medical 
officer  of  health  to  grant  certificates  for  the  supply  of 
dangerous  drugs  to  foreign  ships  when  satisfied  that  they 
are  required  to  complete  the  necessary  equipment  of  the 
ship,  and  that  such  quantity  should  not  be  more  than 
is  needed  for  the  voyage  to  the  home  port  (see  C.  &  D., 
II.,  1922.  p.  814). 

Dr.  Inglis  Clark,  Ph.C.  (Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.), 
has  been  lecturing  in  Glasgow  on  "  Bonnie  Scotland," 
with  lantern  slides  illustrating  typical  beauty  spots.  A 
correspondent  (6/3)  sends  us  the  following  impression  : — 

It  is.  I  should  think,  seldom  that  even  Glasgow  enjoys 
such  a  treat  as  that  recently  given  to  us  by  Dr.  Inglis  Clark 
(of  Edinburgh).  .  .  .  His  wonderful  photographs  of  the 
beautiful  scenery  of  our  land,  in  natural  colours,  enchanted 
and  amazed  his  audience,  as  the  spontaneous,  rapturous,  and 
almost  continuous  applause  amply  testified.  Like  life,  how- 
ever, applause  and  words  are  "  inadequate  to  joy,"  and 
neither  express  the  deep  delight  with  which  these  master- 
pieces of  illusion  were  received.  Scotland  was  embodied 
before  our  very  eyes,  in  all  her  beauty  of  form,  colour,  and 
"  atmosphere,"  which,  as  Dr.  Inglis  Clark  suggested,  is 
probably  "  unique."  Sunrises  and  sunsets,  varying  colours 
of  water,  sea-shores  and  surf,  purple  heather  on  magnificent 
moors,  blue-bell  woods  laced  with  sunshine,  fairy  dells  .  .  . 
all  incredibly  lovely,  were  an  artistic  revelation  of  the 
beauty  that,  beginning  at  our  doors,  lies  all  about  us, 
increasing  in  grandeur  to  the  northward.  We  have  read 
that  Dr.  Clark's  photographs  were  "  unsurpassed  for  com- 
position, clearness,  and  truth  of  colour  "  ;  but  added  to  these 
■were  the  enthusiasm  and  wizardry  of  the  artist  himself,  and 
so,  as  picture  followed  picture  on  the  screen,  poets  and 
artists  crowded  in  the  brain,  and  the  heart  filled  with 
rapture.  .  .  .  Let  any  one  among  us  who  has  not  yet  fallen 
under  Dr.  Clark's  spell  eagerly  seize  the  very  next  oppor- 
tunity and 

"  He  shall  find  the  stubborn  thistle  bursting 
Into  glossy  purples,  which  out  redden 
All  voluptuous  garden  roses." 
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Inquests 

At  Woking,  on  March  3,  an  inquest  on ,  the  body  of 
Emily  James,  wife  of  a  retired  farmer,  was  adjourned 
for  an  analysis  to  be  made.  Dr.  R.  Stafford  Foss  said 
the  ■post-mortem  examination  showed  that  the  internal 
organs  were  healthy.  He  took  possession  of  some  of  the 
pills  and  rat-poison  found  in  the  house.  The  rat-poison 
contained  arsenic,  or  more  probably  strychnine,  either  of 
which  could  be  responsible  for'  the  woman's  condition. 
Had  the  deceased  taken  a  large  quantity  of  the  pills 
they  would  have  had  the  same  effect. 

After  having  been  adjourned,  the  inquest  was  con- 
cluded at  Sutton,  on  March  5,  on  the  body  of  a  baby  who 
died  after  being  given  a  mixture  of  oil  of  almond  and 
syrup  of  violet  (6\  X-  D .,  February  17,  p.  214).  The 
mixture  had  been  bought  at  a  local  branch  of  Boots, 
Ltd.,  and  at  the  previous  hearing  Dr.  Dainty  had  said 
that  the  condition  of  the  child  was  consistent  with  hydro- 
cyanic-acid poisoning.  At  the  resumed  inquest,  replying 
to  Mr.  Marshal]  Freeman,  barrister  (representing  Messrs. 
Boots),  who  suggested  that  hydrocyanic  acid  would  act 
immediately,  Dr.  Dainty  said  it  all  depended  on  the  size 
of  the  dose.  A  small  dose  would  gradually  kill  by  pro- 
ducing asphyxia.  Direct  testimony  was  given  by  Mr. 
Edward  Hinks,  F.I.C.,  the  Surrey  county  analyst,  and 
Dr.  S.  R.  Trotman,  county  analyst  for  Nottingham,  as 
to  having  analysed  the  mixture  in  question,  and  finding 
no  trace  of  hydrocyanic  acid  or  of  any  poison.  Dr. 
Trotman  said  he  could  not  imagine  the  possibility  cf 
hydrocyanic  acid  being  in  oil  of  almond  without  its 
being  detected.  Mr.  E.  S.  Waring,- a  director  of  Boots 
(Eastern),  Ltd.,  detailed  the  precautions  taken  against 
poison  getting  into  any  of  the  company's  mixtures  ;  and 
Mr.  Freeman  added  that  Messrs.  Boots  welcomed  this 
publicity,  which  they  hoped  would  dissipate  not  only  all 
suggestion  or  suspicion  that  they  might  have  been  care- 
less, but  also  any  fear  as  to  the  value  of  this  simple 
mixture.  The  coroner  said  that  it  had  been  definitely 
proved  that  the  mixture  contained  nothing  in  the  nature 
of  hydrocyanic  acid,  and  the  evidence  was  corroborative 
of  the  care  exercised  by  the  company.  He  accordingly 
returned  a  verdict  of  "  Death  from  asphyxia." 

At  Newport  (Mon.),  on  February  27  and  subsequent 
days,  an  inquest  on  Jennie  Morgan,  wife  of  a  local 
butcher,  was  resumed  after  a  lengthy  adjournment.  A 
sister-in-law  deposed  to  noticing  "  specks  of  dust  "  on 
arrowroot  that  she  had  mixed  for  the  late  Mrs.  Morgan, 
who  died  on  January  22.  Dr.  Alfred  Arthur,  the 
deceased's  medical  attendant,  produced  a  list  of  medicines 
which  he  had  prescribed,  and  said  none  contained 
arsenic,  although  bismuth  salts  might  contain  2  parts 
of  arsenic  per  million.  Witness  made  the  medicines  up 
himself,  and  delivered  them  personally  to  Mrs.  Morgan. 
The  first  four  or  five  bottles  contained  bismuth.  Mr. 
George  Rudd  Thompson,  F.I.C.,  county  analyst,  said  that 
he  and  his  assistant  made  separate  analyses  of  the 
organs  submitted  to  him.  The  contents  of  each  of  four 
jars  and  one  bottle  contained  arsenic.  The  total  weight 
of  arsenic  recovered  was  1.4  milligrams.  He  said  un- 
hesitatingly that  the  cause  of  death  was  arsenical  poison- 
ing. He  estimated  that  the  total  quantity  of  arsenic  in 
the  jars  was  gr.,  which  was  not  a  lethal  dose.  He 
thought  that  a  sub-lethal  or  lethal  dose  of  arsenic  had 
been  taken  by  Mrs.  Morgan  within  seven  .or  eight  days 
of  death.  Arsenic  was  present  in  the  hair  in  very 
marked  quantities,  and  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  arsenic 
had  been  takeji  in  comparatively  large  doses,  and  not  in 
medicinal  doses,  for  any  period  up  to  two  months  before 
death.  In  cross-examination  by  Mi'.  Dauncey,  for  the 
relatives,  the  witness  said  that  in  the  condition  of  Mrs. 
Morgan  probably  1  gr.  of  arsenic  would  have  proved  a 
fatal  dose.  Replying  to  the  coroner,  he  said  there  was 
no  trace  of  arsenic  in  any  of  the  bottles  of  medieine  sup- 
plied by  Dr.  Arthur.  He  had  examined  samples  of  food, 
and  they  were  free  from  arsenic.  There  was  a  slight 
trace  of  arsenic  in  some  beetle,  powder.  He  had  been 
handed  by  the  police  a  small  packet  of  Optimus  weed- 
killer. It  contained  76  per  cent,  of  arsenic.  Dr.  Henry 
Cox,  assistant    to   Mr.   Thompson,    gave  corroborative 


evidence.  Dr  Crinks,  consulting  surgeon,  said  that  from' 
the  ■post-mortem  appearance  he  did  not  think  it  probable 
that  Mrs.  Morgan  had  ever  had  salvarsan  treatment.  He 
was  of  opinion  that  Mrs.  Morgan  died  from  arsenical 
poisoning  in  several  doses.  Mr,  G.  R.  Thompson, 
recalled,  said  he  could  not  say  what  quantity  of  weed 
killer  would  be  required  to  give  a  taste  to  a  breakfast 
cup  of  arrowroot.  He  was,  however,  willing  to  experi- 
ment on  the  matter.  Mr.  Thompson  did  not  agree  that 
weed-killer  was  tasteless.  Arsenic  or  oxide  of  arsenic 
was  tasteless,  but  weed-killer  was  arsenite  of  soda,  which 
had  a  very  distinct  taste — like  Epsom  salts  at  first  and 
then  a  disagreeable  taste  of  caustic  soda.  He  was  not 
able  to  say  how  much  weed-killer  it  would  be  necessary 
to  mix  with  arrowroot  to  make  a  drink  taste  salty,  but 
in  a  large  glass  of  milk  only  1  gr.  of  caustic  soda  was 
necessary  in  order  -to  detect  the  salty  and  burning  taste. 
If  3  gr.  of  weed-killer  was  given  in  a  cup  of  arrowroot 
he  should  expect  it  to  cause  death  within  twenty-four 
hours  if  the  person  retained  it,  but  such  a  dose  would 
cause-  violent  vomiting.  Mr.  Thompson  dissolved  some 
weed-killer  in  water,  and  also  mixed  some  with  arrowroot. 
The  inquest  had  not  concluded  at  the  time  of  going  to 
press.

During  the  past  few  weeks  many  Press  references  have 
been  made  concerning  the  varied  and  extensive  collec- 
tions of  the  late  Mr.  Frederick  Arthur  Crisp,  F.S.A.,  of 
the  Manor  House,  Godalming,  known  to  our  readers  as  a 
partner  in  the  firm  of  John  Steedman  &  Co.  The  dis- 
persal of  his  treasures  has  been  entrusted  to  .more  than 
one  firm  'of  West-End  auctioneers.  The  sale  advertised 
for  March  8  and  9  is  solely  devoted  to  the  very  fine  col- 
lection of  armorial  porcelain  of  Chinese  origin.  There 
are  more  than  1,000  specimens,  catalogued  in  350  lots. 
The  characteristic  features  of  this  beautiful  ware  of  the 
late  seventeenth  and  earlv  eighteenth  centuries  is  the 
delicate  decoration  in  gold  and  colours  of  the  heraldic 
arms  and  crests  of  famous  families  and  a  few  City  com- 
panies. Some  estimate  of  the  importance  of  this  collec- 
tion may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  a  few  privately- 
printed  catalogues,  compiled  by  Mr.  Crisp,  are  priced  at 
£4  4s.  each.  Mr.  Crisp's  versatility  is  well  exemplified 
in  a  recent  sale  at  Sotheby's,  which  proved  tnat  he  was 
prompted  by  true  antiquarian  instincts,  many  lots  on 
that  occasion  having  more  historical  importance  than 
money  value.  Of  the  more  curious  lots  then  sold  we  may 
mention  : — Paper  and  silk  advertisement  discs  from  the 
backs  of  old  watches ;  decorated  enamel  watch  dials ; 
pairs  of  antique  spectacles ;  samplers ;  very  fine  gold  fob 
seals ;  snuff  boxes ;  bead-work  stocking  purses ;  as  well 
as  a  quantity  of  carved  ivory  plaques  with  Cupid  as  a 
character.  _

The  Kolin  chemical  factory  is  extending  its  plant  fo 
include  the  manufacture  of  salicylic  acid,  acetylsalicylic 
acid  and  salol.  which  up  to  now  have  not  been  produced! 
in  Czechoslovakia. 
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Legal  Reports 

Trade-mark  Rights. — In  the  Chancery  Division  of 
the  High.  Court,  on  March  2,  Mr.  Justice  Romer  heard 
a  motion  by  the  Charles  H.  Phillips  Chemical  Co., 
London,  W.C-  2,  against  E.  Bing  &  Sons  to  restrain  an 
infringement  of  plaintiffs'  registered  trade-mark 
"  Milk  of  Magnesia."  Mr.  Sebastian  stated  that  the 
plaintiffs  were  manufacturers  in  a  big  way  of  goods  used 
by  chemists.  About  fifty  years  ago  they  gave  the  name 
of  "  Milk  of  Magnesia  "  to  a  preparation  of  theirs,  and 
it  had  been  their  registered  trade-mark  for  nearly  as 
long.  The  defendants  were  found  to  be  using  this  mark 
on  goods  which  were  not  the  goods  of  the  plaintiffs. 
The  defendants  were  prepared  to  submit  and  make  an 
end  of  the  matter.  The  motion  would  therefore  be 
treated  as  the  trial  of  the  action,  the  defendants  sub- 
mitting to  a  perpetual  injunction,  delivering  up  the 
infringing  goods  and  paying  the  ccsts.  The  plaintiffs 
did  not  ask  for  damages. 

Unqualified  Trader  Fined. — At  Belfast,  on  March  5, 
Albert  J.  Adams,  58  Sandy  Row,  was  summoned  for 
having,  on  December  5,  1922,  kept  open  shop  for  dis- 
pensing and  compounding,  contrary  to  the  terms  of 
Section  30  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875.  Mr. 
John  Graham  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Ireland,  and  the  defendant  was  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  W.  G.  Wilson.  Formal  evidence  of  the 
dispensing  of  a  prescription  having  been  given,  Mr. 
Graham  said  he  did  not  know  a  more  serious  offence 
than  one  of  that  nature,  because  a  life  might  depend 
mi  the  medicine  taken  by  the  patient.  Defendant  was 
not  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Mr.  Wilson,  for  the 
defence,  expressed  regret,  and  said  that  his  client  had 
at  the  time,  and  since,  a  duly-qualified  pharmaceutical 
chemist  in  the  shop.  He  was  sorry  if  he  infringed 
the  law,  because-  he  thought  he  was  protected  by  having 
a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  his  employment.  A  fine 
of  £5,  with  costs,  was  imposed. 

Alleged  False  Description. — At  Mortlake,  on  Feb- 
ruary 28,  Benjamin  Gold  and  Harry  Walklings.  High 
Street,  Barnes,  were  called  upon  to  answer  22  summonses 
for  exposing  for  sale,  having  in  their  possession,  apply- 
ing a  certain  false  trade  description,  and  selling  "  Tarra- 
gona port,"  contrary  to  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act, 
1887.  Mr.  Monier  Williams  prosecuted  on  behalf  of 
Sandeman,  Ltd.,  port  wine  shippers,  London.  It  was 
decided  to  deal  first  with  the  alleged  offence  of  selling 
"  Tarragona  port,"  under  Section  2  (2)  of  the  Act.  Mr. 
Monier  Williams  said  that  the  definition  of  port  laid  it 
down,  and  it  was  understood  in  the  trade,  as  "  a  fortified 
wine  which  has  been  strengthened  by  brandy,  and  with 
ingredients  of  a  certain  strength  and  of  a  particular  and 
distinctive  type,  having  particular  characteristics,  made 
from  grapes  grown  in  Portugal  and  shipped  from  Oporto 
with  a  certificate  of  origin  of  the  Portuguese  authority." 
A  Magistrate:  Is  that  a  statutory  definition?  Mr. 
Monier  Williams  replied  that  it  was  partly  statutory. 
No  one  selling  port  would  label  it  "■  Tarragona."  The 
treaty  between  this  country  and  the  Portuguese  Govern- 
ment secured  considerable  advantages  to  British  com- 
mercial men  in  common  with  their  trade  in  Portugal,  and 
this  case  was  therefore  a  matter  of  international  im- 
portance. Mr.  R.  O.  B.  Lane,  defending,  urged  that  the 
offence  alleged  was  an  exceedingly  artificial  one.  The 
term  "  Tarragona  port  "  was  well  known  to  everybody, 
and  was  in  common  use  before  1914.  This  wine  came 
from  Tarragona.  It  was  not  an  offence  to  call  certain 
ciders  champagne  cider.  No  attempt  had  been  made  to 
sell  these  bottles  at  the  price  of  port.  The  Chairman  : 
The  fact  that  the  window  label  had  port  in  very  large 
letters  and  Tarragona  in  small  letters  shows  intent.  Mr. 
Walter  E.  Sandeman  said  it  was  his  experience  that  the 
whitewash  splash  was  rubbed  across  the  bottles  of  port 
when  they  were  binned,  the  object  being  to  show  on 
which  side  the  crust  bad  formed.  It  was  not  necessary 
to  show  that  in  the  case  of  Tarragona  wines,  the  object 
being  to  bottle  and  sell  Tarragona  as  quickly  as  possible, 
because  it  went  off  A  wine  merchant's  traveller,  how- 
ever, gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that  it  was  quite  usual 
to  place  a  whitewash  smudge  across  Tarragona  bottles 


as  well  as  port  bottles.  D  cross-examination,  the  witness 
said  that,  knowing  the  law,  he  would  not  have  advertised 
"  Tarragona  port."  By  a  majority  the  Bench  dismissed 
the  two  summonses  for  selling,  and,  notice  of  appeal 
having  been  given,  the  other  summonses  were  adjourned 
sine,  die. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Case. — As  briefly  reported  ia 
our  issue  of  March  3  (p.  293),  the  hearing  of  the  case 
in  which  Mr.  Angus  Garden,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Aberdeen,  was  charged  with  having  contravened  certain 
Regulations  made  under  Section  7  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act,  1920  (C.  «£•  D.,  February  24,  p.  254),  was  continued 
in  Aberdeen  Sheriff  Court  on  February  28.  Sheriff 
Laing,  in  delivering  judgment  on  the  objection  raised 
for  the  defence,  said  that  under  Articles  4  and  5  of 
the  Regulations  of  1921  there  were  only  two  ways  in 
which  dangerous  drugs  might  be  lawfully  supplied  by  a 
chemist.  He  might  supply  such  drugs  to  persons 
authorised  to  be  in  possession  of  them,  among  whom 
were  included  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners,  and  he 
might  dispense  such  drugs  in  pursuance  of  a  prescription 
given  by,  among  others,  a  duly  qualified  medical  prac- 
titioner. In  the  latter  case  it  was  clear  from  the  terms 
of  Regulation  5  that  the  giving  and  dispensing  of  pre- 
scriptions involving  the  use  of  dangerous  drugs  must 
comply  with  the  conditions  laid  down.  As  expressed  in 
Articles  4  and  5  of  the  Regulations,  it  seemed  to  him 
that  there  was  a  very  clear  distinction  between  the 
supplying  of  dangerous  drugs  by  a  chemist  to  a  duly- 
qualified  medical  practitioner  for  the  purpose  of  his 
profession,  and  the  dispensing  by  a  chemist  of  prescrip- 
tions containing  dangerous  drugs,  and  that  distinction 
was  clearly  emphasised  by  the  opening  words  of  Article  5, 
namely,  "  A  prescription  for  the  supply  of  drugs  must 
comply  with  the  following  conditions."  Now  in  the 
first  and  second  charges  the  offence  with  which  the 
accused  was  charged  was  that  he  dispensed  prescriptions 
containing  dangerous  drugs  which  did  not  comply  with 
two  of  the  conditions  imposed  by  Article  5  of  the  Regu- 
lations ;  and  in  view  of  the  requirements  of  that  Article 
and  of  the  provisions  of  Section  13  of  the  Act,  it 
seemed  to  him  that  the  charges  were  relevantly  laid. 
It,  of  course,  lay  with  the  Crown  to  prove  that  the 
drugs  in  question  were  supplied  under  a  prescription 
within  the  meaning  of  Article  5  of  the  Regulations,  and 
it  was  really  there  that  the  defence  seemed  to  him  to 
join  issue  with  the  Crown,  for  the  'objection  stated  was 
in  substance  not  so  much  an  objection  to  the  relevancy 
of  the  first  and  second  charges  as  a  denial  that  the 
drugs  in  question  were  supplied  under  prescription.  As 
stated,  the  defence  really  was  that  the  drugs  referred  to 
were  supplied,  not  under  prescription,  but  for  the  use 
of  the  medical  practitioner  within  the  meaning  of 
Articles  4  and  5  of  the  Regulations.  In  short,  the  issue 
was  really  one  of  fact.  The  accused  was  then  asked 
to  plead,  and  tendered  a  plea  of  "  Not  guilty  "  to  all 
the  charges.     Proof  was  fixed  for  March  14. 

Salicylic  Acid  in  "  Fruit  Cordial." — At  Bishop  Auck- 
land Police  Court,  on  March  1,  the  Bishop  Auckland 
Progressive  Co-operative  Society  was  summoned,  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  for  having  sold  "  fruit 
cordial  "  which  was  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser, 
injurious  to  health,  and  not  of  the  nature,  substance 
and  quality  demanded.  Mr.  H.  King,  deputy-clerk  of 
the  County  Council,  prosecuting,  said  that  a  bottle  con- 
taining "  Fruit  Cordial,  port  flavour,"  manufactured  by 
Rowett  &  Co.,  Glasgow,  was  bought  for  Is.  3d.,  and 
when  examined  was  found  to  contain  9.87  gr.  of  sali- 
cylic acid  to  the  pint.  Mr.  C.  J.  Stock,  B.Sc,  the 
county  analyst,  said  that  the  highest  proportion  of  this 
preservative  he  bad  hitherto  found  in  samples  submitted 
to  him  during  the  last  eighteen  years  was  1.5  gr.  per 
pint.  He  thought  the  amount  found  in  this  case  was 
excessive.  Dr.  Beatty,  professor  of  therapeutics  at 
Durham  University  College  of  Medicine,  said  the 
presence  of  such  a  large  quantity  of  salicylic  acid  was 
certainly  likely  to  prove  injurious  to  health.  It  would 
have  a  particularly  detrimental  effect  upon  people  subject 
to  affections  of  the  heart  or  kidneys.  uDr.  T.  Eustace 
Hill,  county  medical  officer  for  Durham,  said  his  experi- 
ence of  people  who  took  salicylic  acid  in  food  was  that 
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such  administration  was  highly  injurious.     The  constant 
addition  of  preservatives  to  foods,  many  of  which  might 
be  taken  in  a  day,  was  probably  the  cause  of  much  of 
the  digestive  disturbances  which  had  increased  in  recent 
years.     Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Layne,  solicitor,  for  the 
defence,  the  witness  said  he  agreed  that  aspirin  was 
closely  allied  to  salicylic  acid,  but  he  could  not  agree 
that  it  was  harmless,  because  the  use  of  it  had  nearly 
proved  fatal  in  the  case  of  his  own  wife.  Professor 
Kerr,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,   corroborated,    and    said  the 
cumulative  effect  of  the  wholesale  use  of  preservatives  was 
a  very  grave   danger  to  the  whole  of  the  race,  and 
salicylic  acid  was  one  of  the    factors  of  such  a  state. 
The  fruit  wines,  as  they  were  called,  were  largely  used 
for  children's  parties.     He  did  not  think  adtilts  would 
drink  them  in  any  quantities,  but  it  was  undesirable 
that  they  should  be  handed  round  to  children,  who  were 
encouraged  to  drink  the  sweet  stuff  and  told  that  it 
could  do  them  no  harm  because  it  was  a  teetotal  pre- 
paration.     For  the  defence,  Mr.  Xiayne  said  that  the 
manufacturers  accepted  full  responsibility.     He  argued 
that  the  addition  of  salicylic  acid  as  a  preservative  was 
not  injurious  to  the  consumer,  and  that  no  case  could 
be  proved  to  show  that  it  was  deleterious.     The  firm 
had  had  to  answer  only  one  charge  in  thirty-four  years. 
Mr.  John  Fuller  ton,  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Rowett  & 
Co.,  said  the  use  of  salicylic  acid  as  a  preservative  was 
recommended  to  them  medically.      The  firm  had  only 
been  prosecuted  once,  and  that  was  in  1894,  when  11  gr. 
per  pint  was  found  in  the  liquid,  but  the  case  was  dis- 
missed.     Their   formula   at    present   provided    for  the 
use -of  9.9  gr.  per  pint,  and  if  less  of  the  acid  were 
used   the   beverage   would    not   keep    any  appreciable 
length  of  time.     He  knew  of  no  more  suitable  preserva- 
tive.    Dr.  Wardle,  a  Bishop  Auckland  doctor,  said  he 
thought  the  liquor  was  not  harmful,  but  added  that  a 
good  sportsman  of  the  ordinary  English  type  would  not 
touch  the  stuff  to.  begin  with.     (Laughter.)    Dr.  Hamil- 
ton Bruce,  Ferryhill,  said  the  preservative  was  not  harm- 
ful.    He  agreed,  however,  that  a  person  with  kidney 
disease  who  consumed  a  whole  pint  bottle  of  the  cordial 
would  be  injuriously  affected.      Other  expert  evidence 
was   called,   and  after  a  lengthy    hearing  the  Bench 
imposed  a  fine  of  £10,  with  £15  costs. 

Insurance   Dispensing  Test. — At  Kensington  (London) 
Petty   Sessions,   on    March  6,    Boots    Cash  Chemists 
(Southern),   Ltd.,   were  summoned,   under   the   Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  in  respect  of  the  alleged  inac- 
curate dispensing  of  the  following  prescription  at  their 
branch,  92-96  King's  'Road,  Chelsea,  S.W.  :—

Seven  other  summonses  against  chemists  in  the  borough 
in  reference  to  dispensing  were  down  for  hearing.  The 
solicitor  for  the  Borough  Council,  however,  applied  for 
permission  to  withdraw  all  eight  summonses.  Mr. 
Bramall,  solicitor  for  Messrs.  Boots,  immediately  applied 
for  the  summons  against  his  clients  to  be  dismissed. 
Mr.  Bramall  said  that  the  summons  having  been  taken 
out  they  were  anxious  to  have  an  opportunity  of  pre- 
venting any  suspicion  being  cast  upon  Messrs.  Boots. 
The  prescription  was  made  up  by  a  fully  qualified  dis- 
penser. He  (Mr.  Bramall)  was  prepared  to  prove  that 
instead  of  the  sample  being  as  alleged,  26  per  cent, 
deficient  in  hydrobromic  acid,  it  contained  10.02  minims 
in  each  dose.  He  suggested  that  this  discrepancy  arose 
through  the  Ministry  of  Health  not  directing  that 
Insurance  prescriptions  should  specify  the  use  of  dis- 
tilled water,  and  as  distilled  water  was  not  specified 
in  this  case  ordinary  London  water  was  used,  and  the 
carbonates  in  the  water  partially  neutralised  the  acid. 
The  sample  was  taken  on  January  12,  and  the  certificate 
■was  made  out  on  January  18,  so  that  there  was  time 
for  the  London  water  to  have  its  effect.  The  defence 
would  have  had  a  complete  answer  to  the  summons  if 
it  had  been  proceeded  with,  and  they  were  very  sorry 
not  to  have  the  opportunity  of  giving  in  evidence  what 
he  had  stated.     He  contended  that  the  summons  should 


be  dismissed  with  twenty  guineas  costs  against  the 
Borough  Council.  The  Borough  Council's  solicitor  said 
that,  perhaps,  after  what  had  been  said,  it  was  as  well 
that  he  should  say  how  it  came  about  that  he  asked  for 
the  summonses  to  be  withdrawn.  The  samples  were 
purchased  by  a  sanitary  inspector  as  test  cases,  and 
they  were  submitted  to  the  public  analyst  and  certificates 
given.  As  a  result  of  those  certificates  summonses 
were  issued.  The  other  day  a  notice  came  to  the 
Borough  Council  of  an  informality  in  the  certificates, 
and  Messrs.  Boots  gave  the  Council  notice  that  they 
wished  the  public  analyst  to  be  present  at  the  hearing 
of  the  summons  against  them.  On  this  being  sent  on 
to  the  office,  the  medical  officer  of  health  notified  the 
solicitors  that  the  public  analyst  had  had  a  breakdown 
in  health,  and  had,  in  fact,  been  away  from  his  labora- 
tory since  Christmas,  and  was  now  abroad  in  a  sana- 
torium and  was  quite  unable  to  do  any  business.  The 
analyses  in  these  cases  had  been  made  by  his  partner 
and  son,  and  the  certificates  had  been  sent  to  the  public 
analyst  and  signed  by  him  and  not  by  them.  Not 
being  in  good  health,  the  public  analyst  did  not  know 
of  the  irregularity.  All  the  other  seven  defendants  had 
agreed  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  summonses,  and  they 
did  not  want  any  costs.  The  Clerk  :  The  only  question 
now  is  about  the  costs  to  be  allowed  in  this  case.  The 
Chairman  :  Did  the  Council  give  notice  to  Messrs.  Boots 
that  the  summons  was  to  be  withdrawn,  and  there  was 
no  necessity  of  their  being  represented  here  ?  The 
Council's  Solicitor  :  Yes.  Mr.  Bramall  :  The  Council 
offered  to  pay  our  costs,  but  we  could  not  agree  as 
to  the  amount.  If  I  had  not  given  notice  requiring 
the  public  analyst  to  attend  to-day,  and  Messrs.  Boots 
had  not  been  one  of  the  firms"  summoned,  the  Council 
would  have  gone  on  with  the  summonses  and  the  defen- 
dants might  have  been  convicted  on  these  certificates. 
The  Chairman  :  The  summons  against  Messrs.  Boots  will 
be  dismissed  and  £10  10s.  costs  allowed.  The  other 
summonses  can  be  withdrawn.

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Chemical  Society 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Chemical  Society,  held  in  Burling- 
ton House  on  March  1,  Professor  H.  B.  Dixon,  F.R.S., 
in  the  chair,  six  honorary  Fellows  were  elected,  and, 
as  an  innovation,  two  lady  Fellows  were  appointed 
scrutators.  Mr.  N.  V.  Sidgwick  read  a  paper  on  Co- 
ordination Compounds  and  the  Bohr  Atom.  The  struc- 
ture of  the  Bohr  atom  is  founded  on  the  application 
of  ordinary  dynamics  to  the  distribution  of  electrons. 
The  electrons  move  in  definite  circular  or  elliptical  orbits 
defined  by  quantum  numbers.  Two  types  of  development 
are  known,  in  one  of  which  we  have  two  orbits  of  four 
electrons,  and  in  the  other  three  groups  of  six  electrons. 
The  properties  of  the  compounds  entering  into  the  second 
group  were  discussed,  based  on  a  consideration  of 
(PtClr, )K4  as  an  example  of  a  co-ordination  compound. 
The  replacement  of  the  chlorine  atoms  by  monovalent 
atoms,  especially  by  NH3,  was  dealt  with,  and  the  rela- 
tionship of  the  electrons  in  the  resulting  compounds. 
Since  nitrogen  possesses  five  electrons,  it  can  take  three, 
but  when  it  takes  four  electrons  it  must  get  rid  of  one 
electron,  and  consequently  becomes  positive,  as  is  the 
case  ih  ammonia,  a  factor  which  explains  the  contradic- 
tion to  the  laws  of  valency.  The  author  then  proceeded 
to  discuss  the  effective  valency  of  various  elements,  based 
on  the  number  of  electron  orbits,  and  the  number  of 
available  outside  electrons,  whereby  he  demonstrated  the 
relationship  existing  between  co-ordination  compounds 
and  organic  carbon  structures,  showing  that  there  was  no 
reason  why  the  former  should  be  regarded  as  differing 
from  the  latter.  Silver  Salvarsan  formed  the  subject 
of  the  paper  presented  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Gray,  which  he 
prefaced  by  remarking  that  since  the  introduction  of 
salvarsan  numerous  attempts  had  been  made  to  discover 
a  compound  with  a  better  ratio  between  the  curative 
and  the  tolerated  dose.  Silver  salvarsan  was  the  outcome 
of  an  observation  made  by  Ehrlich  in  1913  that  salvarsan 
had  the  property  of  forming  complex  compounds  with 
salts  of  the  heavy  metals,  in  which  the  metal  no  longer 
exhibited  its  usual  ionic  reactions;  thus  the  silver  salvar- 
san complex  can  be  converted  into  a  sodium  derivative 
readily  soluble  in  water  and  suitable  for  injection,  and  it 
is  in  this  form  that  silver  salvarsan  has  come  into  use 
for  treating  highly  resistant  late  stages  of  syphilis, 
especially  in  Germany  and  the  United  States,  and  its 
use  has  lately  been  advocated  by  one  or  two  syphilologists 
in  England.  The  view  that  silver  salvarsan  and  its 
analogues  are  actual  co-ordination  compounds  in  which 
the  metals  are  held  by  residual  valencies  of  either  the 
tervalent  arsenic  or  nitrogen  atoms  in  salvarsan  has  been 
advanced  by  Ehrlich,  Karrer  and  Binz.  but  it  has  also 
been  suggested  that  the  metal  is  not  combined  with  the 
salvarsan  in  sodium  silver  salvarsan,  but  is  present  merely 
in  colloidal  form,  and  on  addition  of  the  drug  to  water 
becomes  dispersed,  forming  a  solution  of  colloidal  silver 
(or  one  of  its  salts)  in  a  solution  of  sodium  salvarsan. 
The  author's  results  show  that  this  latter  view  of  the 
constitution  of  the  drug  is  the  correct  one,  and  that  the 
same  is  true  of  silver  salvarsan  itself.  He  found  that  all 
the  silver  is  removed  from  solutions  of  silver  salvarsan 
or  sodium  silver  salvarsan  by  the  addition  of  picric  acid, 
owing  to  the  simultaneous  precipitation  of  the  salvarsan 
as  a  picrate  insoluble  in  water  but  soluble  in  acetone. 
By  extraction  of  the  precipitates  with  cold  acetone  a 
residue  of  colloidal  silver  chloride  or  oxide  insoluble  in 
water,  but  soluble  in  alkaline  liquids,  is  obtained. 
Analyses  of  commercial  sodium  silver  salvarsan  show 
that  the  amounts  of  silver  and  arsenic  present  do  not 
conform  with  those  required  for  a  well-defined  co-ordina- 
tion compound,  and  thus  lend  support  to  the  view  that 
the  composition  of  the  drug  though  constant  is  accidental. 
Professor  H.  B.  Dixon  (with  Mr.  N.  S.  Walls)  read  a 
communication  entitled  On  the  Propagation  of  the  Explo- 
sive Ware.  Part  I. — H  ydrogen  and  Carbon  Monoxide 
Mixtures,  in  which  he  discussed  historically  the  develop- 
ment of  the  investigations  on  the  rate  of  explosion  in  a 
mixture  of  carbon  monoxide,  hydrogen  and  oxygen  since 
Berthelot's  experiments,  and  the  ways  whereby  the  wave 
moves  along  in  a  mixture  of  this  description.  He  then 
proceeded  to  relate  his  own  results,  and  stated  that  in 


the  course  of  his  experiments  he  found  that  when  only 
1  to  3  per  cent,  of  hydrogen  is  present  in  the  tube  in 
which  the  experiment  is  conducted  the  explosion  wave 
is  damped  down,  and  the  same  is  the  case  if  a  small 
amount  of  steam  is  preseirt.  Professor  Dixon  thereupoa 
discussed  the  rate  of  propagation  of  the  explosion  wave 
in  mixtures  containing  varying  proportions  of  carbon 
monoxide,  oxygen  and  hydrogen,  giving  the  times  found 
in  thousandths  of  a  second,  and  the  deductions  drawn 
from  the  different  findings.  Mr.  G.  H.  Christie  (with 
Dr.  J.  Kenner)  gave  a  brief  resume  of  a  paper  on  The 
Molecular  Configuration  of  Paly  nuclear  Aromatic  Com- 
pounds. Part  II. — 4  :  6  :  4'-Trinitrodiphenic  Acid  and 
its  Resolution  into  Optically  Active  Compounds,  embody- 
ing a  study  of  the  isomerism  presented  by  di-  and 
trinitrodiphenic  acids,  which  is  actually  of  a  stereo- 
chemical nature.  The  authors  succeeded  in  adducing 
proof  of  this  assumption  by  resolving  trinitrodiphenic 
acid  into  optically  active  acids.  In  the  paper  on 
Physostigmine.  Part  I. — Allylation  Products,  of 
Eseroline,  Mr.  G.  Barger  (with  Mr.  E.  Stedman)  dis- 
cussed briefly  the  constitution  of  eseroline,  pointing  out 
that  it  contained  a  pyrrol  and  a  pyridin  group.  On 
methylation  one  ring  is  split  and  becomes  optically 
active,  and  the  similarity  with  methylated  indol  was 
demonstrated. by  a  comparison  of  the  respective  formulas.

Report  on  the  February  Analytical  Exercise 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  February  6  con- 
tained two  parts  by  weight  of  lead  nitrate,  two  parts 
of  barium  nitrate,  and  one  part  of  hydrous  calcium 
sulphate.     The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture

The  powder  also  contained,  as  impurities,  a  distinct 
trace  of  iron,  and  it  gave  -faint  reactions  for  ammonium 
and  a  chloride. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  sixty-four 
students,  and  thirty-nine  reports  were  submitted  for 
examination.  The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  main 
constituents  were  :  (a)  Metallic  radicals  :  Lead,  3 ; 
barium,  4;  calcium,  19.  (b)  Acidic  radicals  :  Nitric,  5; 
sulphuric,  5.  In  twenty-seven  cases  the  noteworthy, 
though  not  specially  abundant,  evolution  of  water  on 
gently  heating  the  powder  in  a  small,  dry  tube  was 
overlooked — a  circumstance  which  seems  to  indicate  in- 
sufficiently attentive  observation. 

The  analysis  of  this  powder  was  complicated  by  the 
insoluble  residue  which  had  to  be  examined,  and  the 
reports  showed  that,  while  a  few  of  the  writers  followed 
quite  correct  methods  and  reached  accurate  conclusions, 
the  majority  dealt  with  this  residue  in  such  a  way  as 
to  leave  its  nature  somewhat  incompletely  ascertained. 
By  exhaustive  treatment  with  hot  hydrochloric  acid  it 
was  possible  to  get  the  insoluble  residue,  which  con- 
sisted of  barium  sulphate,  entirely  separated  from  the 
lead  and  calcium,  and  these  latter  could  be  detected, 
along  with  the  e.xcess  of  barium,  in  the  systematic 
analysis  of  the  resulting  acid  solution.  Apparently  the 
lead  was  not  completely  separated  in  all  cases,  since 
several  students  reported  that  solutions  prepared  from 
the  insoluble  residue,  after  fusion,  yielded  reactions  for 
lead.  Before  proceeding  to  the  fusion  of  an  insoluble 
residue,  on  platinum,  with  sodium  carbonate,  a  prelimi- 
nary test  should  be  made  to  prove  the  absence  of  easily 
reducible  metals  such  as  lead  or  antimony  which  might 
damage  the  platinum — an  important  precaution  in  this 
analysis.  After  the  fusion  had  been  carried  out  the 
fused  mass  should  have  been  boiled  with  water  and  the 
solution  filtered  off  to  be  examined  for  acidic  radicals. 
The  portion  insoluble  should  then,  after  thorough  wash- 
ing with  water,  have  been  dissolved  in  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid  and  the  solution  tested  for  metallic  radicals. 
By  these  steps  the  sulphuric  acid  radical  and  the  barium 
would  be  obtained  in  separate  solutions  ;  whereas  if  the 
fused  mass  were  treated  at  once  with  hydrochloric  acid 
(as  it  was,  in  error,  by  a  few  students)  both— would 
be  obtained  in  the  same  solution  and  would,  of  course, 
interact  to  re-form  insoluble  barium  sulphate,  whereby 
the  whole  object  of  the  fusion  would  be  defeated. 

Faulty  treatment  of  the  solutions  derived  from  the 
insoluble  residue,  after  fusion,  or  of  the  residue  itself, 
included,  among  other  features  : — ■ 

1.  Examination  of  both  the  aqueous  extract  and  the 
hydrochloric  acid  solution  from  the  fused  mass,  for 
metallic  radicals,  with  omission  of  any  testing  for 
acidic  radicals. 

2.  Addition  of  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  to  the  fused 
mass,  without  previous  extraction  with  water,  and  sub- 
sequent addition  of  various  reagents  to  what  was  de- 
scribed as  a  solution,  although  it  must  have  contained 
suspended  barium  sulphate. 


3.  Fusion  on  porcelain,  whereby  aluminium  and  silicic 
acid  radical,  from  the  glaze  or  the  clay,  were  certain 
to  be  introduced. 

4.  Ignoring  the  fact  that  there  was  an  insoluble 
residue  and  leaving  the  latter  unexamined.  Simple,  but 
wholly  inadmissible  ! 

One  method  of  dealing  with  the  powder  which  was 
adopted  by  some  students  is  not  to  be  commended. 
Finding  that  there  was  a  residue  insoluble  in  acids, 
they  fused  the  powder,  as  a  whole,  with  sodium  car- 
bonate, without  first  extracting  as  completely  as  possible 
with  acids,  and  then  only  submitting  the  insoluble 
portion  to  fusion.  In  the  case  of  some  substances 
this  method  would  be  unobjectionable,  but  with  others  it 
would  introduce  new  complications ;  and,  as  it  would  not 
always  be  possible  to  foresee  these,  it  is  expedient  to 
avoid  them  by  applying  the  fusion  process  to  insoluble 
residues  only.  In  this  analysis,  as  in  so  many 
instances,  the  simple  preliminary  tests  furnished  a  fair 
amount  of  useful  information  regarding  more  than  one 
constituent  of  the  powder.

To  Correspondents 

Piff. — The  aqueous  extract  from  the  mass  obtained 
on  fusing  the  insoluble  portion  of  the  powder  with 
sodium  carbonate  should  have  been  tested  for  acidic 
radicals.  You  mention  this  extract  but  do  not  give  an 
account  of  its  examination. 

Caglio. — The  filtrate  from  lead  chloride  is  certain  to 
contain  some  of  this  salt  in  solution  ;  hence  it  must  yield 
some  lead  sulphide  when  treated  with  hydrogen  sul- 
phide, if  appropriate  analytical  conditions  have  been 
attended  to,  i.e.,  the  solution  must  not  be  warm  or  con- 
tain much  free  hydrochloric  acid.  Add  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid — not  the  concentrated  acid — to  a  solution  in 
which  you  intend  to  test  for  a  sulphate  by  means  of 
barium  chloride. 

G.  E.  M. — See  the  first  sentence  of  the  reply  im- 
mediately preceding. 
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Cass. — Fusion  with  sodium  carbonate  is  best  applied  to 
an  insoluble  residue  only  and  not  to  a  substance  partly 
soluble  and  partly  insoluble  in  hydrochloric,  acid.  See 
the  general  remarks.  The  aluminium  which  you  detected 
probably  came  from  the  crucible  in  which  you  carried  out 
the  fusion. 

Lady  Jones. — Details  should  have  been  given  as  to  the 
treatment  of  the  insoluble  residue.  Apparently  you  were 
satisfied  at  having  found  in  it  barium  and  the  sulphuric 
acid  radical,  and  did  not  make  any  search  for  other 
possible  constituents. 

.  Piper  Nig. — Sulphite  was  not  present.  The  reactions 
which  led  you  to  report  a  sulphite  were  probably  due 
to  sulphate  and   undecomposed  carbonate. 

Test. — The  mixture  of  gases  evolved  when  the  powder 
was  heated  contained  nitrogen  peroxide  and  oxygen,  but 
it  was  not  inflammable. 

Darwen. — Your  treatment  of  the  solutions  obtained  after 
fusing  the  insoluble  portion  with  sodium  carbonate  was 
not  quite  correct.  The  aqueous  solution  should  have  been 
tested  for  acidic  radicals. 

Thoth. — The  faint  trace  of  a  chloride  present  was  not 
recognisable  either  by  the  chromyl  chloride  test  or  by 
means  of  manganese  dioxide  and  sulphuric  acid.  The 
mass  obtained  on  fusion  should  have  been  first  extra:ted 
exhaustively  with  boiling  water  and  the  residue  then 
treated  separately  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid. 

H.  Bowness  and  Rosie. — You  were  scarcely  justified  in 
reporting  a  chlorate  present  in  view  of  the  insufficient 
and  unconvincing  evidence  you  obtained. 

Ad  lib. — Your  method  of  dealing  with  the  powder,  as 
you  describe  it,  was  quite  correct,  but  it  is  not  apparent 
how  the  barium,  which  you  had  detected  in  the  prelimin- 
ary testing,  escaped  precipitation  in  the  systematic  exam- 
ination of  the  insoluble  residue. 

Co-optimist. — It  would  appear  that  you  did  not  secure 
the  decomposition  of  the  insoluble  residue.  Mere  boiling 
with  water  and  sodium  carbonate  would  not  effect  this 
to  any  appreciable  extent.    Fusion  was  essential. 

Lignum. — The  absence  of  bismuth,  copper,  and  cadmium 
from  the  hydrogen  sulphide  precipitate  should  have  been 
established  by  systematic  examination.  It  was  not  suffi- 
cient to  prove  only  the  presence  of  lead. 

Liz. — It  is  possible  that  the  decolorisation  of  potas- 
sium permanganate  you  observed  was  due  to  hydrochloric 
acid  in  the  solution  tested,  but  as  you  omit  to  say  what 
acid  you  employed  in  acidifying  this  solution,  no  definite, 
opinion  can  be  expressed.  The  precipitate  you  obtained 
when  testing  for  strontium  was  most  likely  due  to  barium 
still  present  in  solution  owing  to  potassium  chromata 
having  been  added  in  insufficient  quantity. 

Analysis. — We  did  not  succeed  in  confirming  the 
presence  of  the  trace  of  manganese  you  report. 

Cupid  (Ulster). — The  powder  did  not  dissolve  com- 
pletely in  hot  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  and  your  report  to 
the  contrary  must  have  been  based  on  some  incorrect 
observation.  Again,  a  distinct  condensation  of  moisture 
took  place  in  the  cool  part  of  a  tube  in  which  the  powder 
was  gently  heated,  whereas  you  report  definitely  that 
water  was  not  given  off. 

Holme. — When  a  soluble  lead  salt  is  found  in  a  mixture, 
there  is  often  a  tendency  to  be  too  easily  convinced  that 
the  acetic  acid  radical  is  also  present,  but  this  tendency 
should  be  carefully  repressed. 

Defoe. — The  precipitate  which  you  supposed  might  be 
due  to  aluminium  possibly  resulted  from  lead  having 
been  incompletely  precipitated  as  sulphide  by  hydrogen 
sulphide  ;  but  see  the  last  sentence  of  the  reply  to  "  Cass." 

Barrule. — You  report  the  presence  of  lead  in  the 
aqueous  extract  after  the  fusion  with  sodium  carbonate, 
but  any  lead  present  in  the  fused  mass  should  have  re- 
mained in  the  residue  insoluble  in  water.  We  can  only 
suggest  confusion  of  the  aqueous  extract  and  the  hydro- 
chloric acid  solution  in  explanation  of  this. 

Deborah. — You  detected  lead  in  the  mass  resulting  from 
the  fusion  with  sodium  carbonate  and  were  apparently 
satisfied  with  having  done  so.  Barium,  however,  was 
also  present  in  it,  and  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  the 
lead  should  have  been  if  your  treatment  of  the  original 
powder  had  been  even  approximately  exhaustive. 

F.  0.  B. — Your  report  that  no  action  took  place  when 


the  powder  was  heated  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid 
indicates  much  too  superficial  observation.  The  reaction 
you  attributed  to  bismuth  was  due  to  lead.  In  several 
places  in  your  report  you  write  sulphide  where  you  prob- 
ably mean  sulphate. 

H.  E.  G. — Your  report  does  not  give  an  account  of  any 
systematic  examination  or  of  any  testing  of  the  insoluble 
residue.  Dashes  here  and  there  with  a  few  special  re- 
agents added  to  solutions  of  undescribed  origin  will  not 
take  the  place  of  a  systematic  analysis.  Most  of  what 
you  describe  as  "  confirmatory  tests  "  led  you  to  in- 
correct conclusions.- 

Paragenisis. — The  odour  which  you  described  as  re- 
sembling chlorine  was  due  to  nitrogen  peroxide,  or  to 
nitric  acid.  The  fact  that  a  precipitate  formed  by  the 
addition  of  silver  nitrate  was  soluble  in  ammonium 
hydroxide  could  not  prove  the  presence  of  a  sulphate. 
We  do  not  accept  responsibility  for  the  spelling  of  your 
nom  de  plume. 

Denise. — Why  did  you  leave  the  inso'uble  residue  un- 
examined ? 

Laychil. — Your  failure  to  obtain  a  solution  containing 
barium  after  the  fusion  of  the  insoluble  residue  may  have 
been  due  to  the  fusion  having  been  discontinued  too  soon 
and  before  the  decomposition  had  been  effected.  A  sum- 
mary of  the  constituents  found  should  have  been  added 
to  your  report. 

Diphenolamine. — Your  attack  upon  this  not  altogether 
easy  exercise  has  been  pretty  successful  despite  the  fact 
that  you  are  out  of  practice.  See  the  last  sentence  of  the 
reply  to  "  Paragenisis."

Qualitative  Analysis 

A  Mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The 
mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occurring 
in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted  to 
a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the 
substances  detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the 
mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
March  13,  on  which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted. 
Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday. 
March  24.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the 
constituents  detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded 
as  an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from 
the  essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the 
mixture. 

The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the  fifth  exercise 
in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  current  winter 
session.

Duty-free  imports  into  Yugoslavia. — Acting  on  a

In  exporting  pharmaceutical  products  to 
Yugoslavia  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  obtain  in  future 
a  special  licence  to  avoid  paying  duty,  as  all  the  custom 
houses  have  been  provided  with  a  list  of  the  articles 
to  be  admitted  duty-free. 
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Ideal  Home  Exhibition

and  remains  open  until  March  24.  The  exhibition  is 
planned  on  an  ambitious  scale,  and  though  perhaps 
intended  for  those  possessing,  or  in  search  of  prospective, 
homes,  it  contains  a  number  of  interesting  features  for 
others  who,  lucky  or  otherwise,  have  no  home  to  go 
to.  Apart  from  the  royal  gardens  and  the  bungalows, 
the  wireless  section  appears  to  be  the  principal  rendezvous 
of  the  visitors.  In  this  "  quarter  "  many  of  the  leading- 
manufacturers  are  showing  their  apparatus,  principally 
receivers,  which  vary  in  size  from  that  of  a'  piano  to  a 
set  which  goes  comfortably  into  the  palm  of  the  hand, 
and  which,  we  are  assured,  is  most  efficient. 

S.  G.  Brown,  Ltd.,  have  a  well-earned  reputation  for 
telephones  for  wireless  reception,  and  as  the  'phones  are 
the  last  part  of  the  apparatus  on  which  to  effect  economy, 
intending  purchasers  are  advised  to  acquire  them  from  a 
well-known  manufacturer,  even  if  at  first  they  may 
appear  somewhat  dearer.  The  latest  type  of  telephones 
introduced  by  Messrs.  Brown  (Type  P)  is  one  of  the 
lightest  head  receivers  on  the  market,  and  the  price 
is  reasonable.

Its  possibilities  are  somewhat 
of  a  mystery^,  as  it  can  be  connected  to  the  receiving  set 
in  at  least  fourteen  ways,  the  most  suitable  manner  in 
one  district  perhaps  being  of  no  use  in  another.  More 
than  one  theory  has  been  advanced  as  to  the  way  it 
works,  but  at  present  nothing  satisfactory  has  been 
evolved.  We  have  had  several  inquiries  regarding  its 
use  with  crystal  sets,  and  the  company  inform  us  that 
though  reception  of  telephony  cannot  be  guaranteed 
at  more  than  five  miles  from  a  broadcasting  station,  it 
has  work  excellently  in  many  instances  (in  at  least  one 
of  the  fourteen  ways).

Opinions  on  the  Bill 

The  madness  of  the  latest  legislation  re  drugs  puts 
Great  Britain  on  a  par  with  the  crusaders  of  Utah  in  their 
campaign  against  the  post-prandial  cigar  and  foreshadows 
a  possible  success  for  the  Bill  shortly  to  be  introduced  by 
Mr.  Scrymegour  during  the  present  session.  Ten  years 
imprisonment  and  a  fine  of  £1,000  for  being  in  possession 
of  10  gr.  of  cocaine  !  Rape,  culpable  homicide,  embezzle- 
ment—all appear  to  be  trifles  compared  with  the  new 
"'"  crime!  "  Can  we  not  know  who  the  responsible  adviser 
of  the  Home  Secretary  is?  He  bids  fair,  whoever  he  is, 
to  make  modern  legislation  a  laughing-stock. — Dr.  Frank 
Collie,  in  "  The  Medical  Press." 

The  debate  in  the  Hou6e  of  Commons  this  week  upon 
the  second  reading  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  and  Poisons 
(Amendment)  Bill,  moved  by  the  Home  Secretary,  was  a 
model  of  what  a  debate  should  be  on  a  measure  of  this 
description.  Criticism  was  on  non-party  lines  and  entirely 
constructive.  We  agree  with  Sir  John  Simon  that  instead 
of  giving  Courts  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  the  right  to 
multiply  the  size  of  the  penalty,  the  right  thing  to  do  in 
serious  cases  is  to  send  them  to  a  higher  court  for  trial. 
Again,  a  schedule  should  be  added  to  the  measure  clearly 
setting  out  the  offences,  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Maddock6, 
"and  the  speech  of  Sir  S.  Russell-Wells  points  out  amend- 
ments which  are  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  medical 
profession.  Legislation  on  this  subject  is  urgently 
required,  and  the  Bill  should  be  made  as  effective  as  pos- 
sible to  cope  with  the  illicit  traffic  in  drugs,  an  evil  that 
clearly  requires  further  and  drastic  action. — "  The  Law 
Times." 

Pharmaceutical  Society's  Report 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Law  Committee  on  Feb- 
ruary 21  it  was  recommended  that  the  following  observa- 
tions be  submitted  to  the  Home  Office,  the  Privy  Council, 
and  the  Ministry  of  Health  : — 

In  regard  to  Section  2,  whilst  it  is  not  suggested  that 
there  may  not  be  offences  connected  with  the  illicit  trad- 
ing in  the  drugs  which  would  merit  a  maximum  punish- 
ment of  a  fine  of  £1,000  or  penal  servitude  for  ten  years, 
or  both,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  under  the'Danger- 
ojs  Drugs  Act  there  may  be  technical  offences,  or  offences 
involving  carelessness  or  ignorance,  but  no  criminal  intent. 
Neither  the  Act  nor  this  Bill  appear  to  classify  offences ; 
they  are  classed  together,  and  the  maximum  punishment 
provided  appears-to  be  the  same  in  the  case  of  an  offender 
convicted  of  offence  clearly  of  a  character  which  should 
be  dealt  with  under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Act,  with 
such  maximum  penalties  as  are  found  in  such  Acts  as  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  It  is  pointed  out  that  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  Section  3,  the 
mixing  of  injurious  ingredients  with  food  or  drugs  entails 
the  maximum  penalty  for  a  first  offence  of  a  fine  not 
exceeding  £50,  but  in  the  case  of  a  second  or  subsequent 


offence  it  shall  be  a  misdemeanour  for  which  the  person 
on  conviction  is  liable  to  imprisonment.  In  the  case  of 
Section  6,  which  makes  it  an  offence  to  sell  an  article 
not  of  the  nature,  substance  and  quality  demanded,  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  purchaser,  the  maximum  penalty  is  £20 
for  a  first  offence,  the  maximum  fines  being  increased  in 
the  case  of  a  second  offence  to  £50,  and  for  a  subsequent 
offence  £100,  but  under  this  section,  as  distinct  from 
Section  3,  the  second  offence  is  not  a  misdemeanour.  In 
the  view  of  the  Committee,  whilst  it  may  be  right  that  in 
a  first  conviction  for  certain  offences  created  by  the  Act 
the  penalty  of  £1,000  fine  and /  or  penal  servitude  may  be 
justified,  it  is  clearly  wrong  that  that  maximum  penalty 
should  be  fixed  for  such  an  offence  as  carelessly  omitting 
to  make  a  proper  record.  Whilst  it  is  not  suggested  that 
a  magistrate  would  impose  the  maximum  penalty  in  such 
a  case,  courts  are  guided  in  their  judgment  as  to  the 
appropriate  penalty  to  be  imposed  for  an  offence  by  con- 
sideration of  the  maximum  which  Parliament  has  laid 
down  for  the  offence.  The  Committee  trust  that  Parlia- 
ment will  be  asked  to  differentiate  between  the  cla6Sts  of 
offences  and  to  provide  appropriate  maximum  penalties 
for  the  respective  classes. 

With  regard  to  Section  3,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion 
that  it  provides  a  useful  amendment  to  facilitate  unim- 
peachable transactions  as  between  the  medical  men, 
dentists,  veterinary  surgeons  and  pharmacists,  and  the 
Committee  are  grateful  ~  for.  the  concession  which  the 
Government  have  made  at  the  instigation  of  the  Society 
on  this  matter. 

Section  4  removes  any  ambiguity  as  to  the  correct 
method  of  calculating  percentages  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  and  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  and  as 
such  is  welcomed. 

The  foregoing  deals  with  matters  already  contained  in 
the  Bill,  but  the  Committee  feel  that  as  this  is  a  Govern- 
ment Bill  in  which  it  is  sought  to  amend  Section  17  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  is  so  drawn  as  to  entitle 
any  amendment  to  be  moved  to  the  Bill  for  the  purpose 
of  amending  that  section,  it  is  the  business  of  the  Society 
to  indicate  to  the  Government  other  amendments  which 
from  the  Society's  experience  in  administering  the  Acts 
they  consider  it  would  be  desirable  to  take  this  opportu- 
nity of  making. 

1.  In  the  first  place,  the  Select  Committee  on  Patent 
Medicines,  which"  reported  in  August,  1914,  included  the 
following  amongst  their  recommendations  : — ■ 

(11)  That  the  Department  be  empowered  to  require  the 
name  and  pi-oportion  of  any  poisonous  or  potent  drug  form- 
ing an  ingredient  of  any  remedy  to  be  exhibited  upon  the 
label. 

The  Proprietary  Medicines  Bill  introduced  by  the 
Government  in  the  House  of  Lords  in  1920  embodied  this 
recommendation  in  Clause  5,  Sub-Section  2  (g)  of  that 
Bill.  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  requires  that 
the  name  of  "  the  article  "  shall  be  placed  on  the  label, 
thus  enabling  a  fancy  name  to  be  used  giving  no  indica- 
tion of  the  particular  poison  contained  in  the  article, 
much  less  the  percentage  of  that  poison.  In  the  case  of 
accident  or  crime  it  is  important  that  the  appropriate 
antidote  should  be  administered  with  the  minimum  of 
delay,  and  labels  which  now  are  in  compliance  with 
Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  give  no  clue  of  the  poison 
in  question.  Your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  an  amend- 
ment should  be  introduced  substituting  for  the  word 
''  article  "  the  word  "  poison,"  to  be  followed  by  some 
such  words  as  "  and  in  the  case  of  a  compound  the  name 
and  amount  of  each  ingredient  which  is  a  scheduled  poison 
contained  therein." 

2.  Under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Scheme  the 
authorities,  probably  with  the  idea  of  not  adding  unduly 
to  the  labour  of  the  pharmacist,  with  consequent  expense 
to  the  service,  provide  for  the  prescription  being  taken 
to  the  chemist  in  duplicate,  it  being  thought  that  the 
retention  of  this  duplicate  would  be  a  compliance  with 
the  section,  which  requires,  in  effect,  that  the  prescription 
for  a  medicine  containing  a  poison  shall  be  copied  in  the 
prescription  book.  It  is  important  that  this  practice 
should  be  regularised.  The  Committee  suggest  that  as  an 
alternative  to  copying  the  prescription  in  the  prescription 
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book,  the  retention  and  proper  filing  of  a  duplicate  copy 
of  the  prescription  should  suffice. 

3.  The  facilities  for  persons,  however  unfitted  to  be  in 
possession  of  dangerous  poisons,  and  to  purchase  them 
without  complying  with  the  provisions  of  Section  17  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act  affecting  retail  sales,  constitute  a  very 
serious  flaw  in  Section  17.  The  flaw  has  been  realised  by 
the  Society  in  the  course  of  its  administration  of  the  Act, 
and  the  attention  of  authorities  and  of  the  public  has  been 
prominently  drawn  to  the  facilities  by  recent  notorious 
cases  of  murder,  attempted  murder,  and  suicide.  Whilst 
the  statutory  qualification  provided  by  the  Acts  is  required 
in  the  case  of  a  person  selling  in  retail  quantities,  no 
restrictions  whatsoever  other  than  the  labelling  provisions 
are  placed  upon  the  selling  by  wholesale  of  any  of  the 
most  virulent  poisons.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee 
the  least  that  should  be  required  is  that  persons,  other 
than  persons,  firms  or  bodies  corporate  legally  keeping 
open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  going  into  business  for 
th>3  purpose  of  supplying  by  u-liolesale  these  dangerous 
articles  should  be  licensed  by  the  Home  Office.  There 
appears  to  be  no  reason  why  persons  desiring  to  handle 
and  trade  by  wholesale  in  arsenic,  strychnine  or  prussic 
acid  should  not,  as  in  the  case  of  wholesalers  of  articles 
coming  within  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  satisfy  the  Home 
Office  of  their  fitness  to  be  entrusted  with  these  dangerous 
poisons  and  of  obtaining  a  licence  to  carry  on  a  wholesale 
business  in  them.  One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  in  the 
administration  of  the  present  law  affecting  the  sale  of 
poison  is  to  distinguish  between  a  wholesale  and  a  retail 
transaction.  If  the  transaction  can  be  brought  within  the 
category  of  "  wholesale,"  whatever  that  may  be,  it  is  out- 
side the  salutary  provisions  of  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868,  requiring  knowledge  by  the  seller  of  the  pur- 
chaser, records  of  the  transaction,  and  the  signature  of 
the  purchaser,  in  the  case  of  poisons  in  Part  1  of  the 
schedule.  In  the  view  of  the  Committee  the  section  should 
be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  for  the  purposes  of  the 
section  no  transaction  should  be  regarded  as  wholesale 
which  is  not  a  sale  to  a  doctor,  dentist,  or  veterinary 
practitioner,  a  person,  firm,  or  body  corporate  keeping 
open  shop  for  the  retailing  of  poisons,  or  a  person,  firm, 
or  body  corporate  authorised  by  the  Home  Office  to  be  in 
possession  of  the  poison  in  question  for  the  purposes  of 
his  trade,  business,  or  profession  ;  it  being  stipulated  that 
no  such  authorisation  should  be  granted  to  any  person, 
firm  or  body  corporate  whc  sells  drugs  or  medicines  by 
retail. 


Insulin 

At  a  meeting  open  to  the  public,  recently  held  in  New 
York,  Dr.  F.  G.  Banting,  of  Toronto  University,  the 
originator  of  insulin,  gave  a  description  of  this  much 
discussed  new  therapeutic  agent.  Insulin  is  described 
as  a  sterile  solution  of  the  active  principle  of  the 
internal  secretion  of  the  beef  pancreas,  obtained  by 
extracting  the  fresh  pancreas  with  a  mixture  of  alcohol 
and  hydrochloric  acid,  in  w-hich  it  is  soluble.  The 
external  secretion  of  the  pancreas,  in  which  trypsin  is 
the  predominant  constituent,  is  not  soluble  in  the  alcohol- 
hydrochloric  acid  mixture.  A  unit  of  insulin  is  the 
amount  required  to  reduce  the  blood  sugar  of  a  rabbit 
weighing  2  kilograms  to  the  point  of  convulsion ;  this 
is  the  method  of  standardisation  used  at  present,  although 
it  is  not  strictly  accurate.  The  amount  of  total  glucose 
in  the  diet  utilised  in  the  presence,  of  one  unit  of  insulin 
has  varied  from  1.5  to  7  grams  in  individual  patients. 
Insulin  is  given  only  by  hypodermic  injection  and  Dr. 
Banting  believes  that  its  effect  never  lasts  longer  than 
eight  or  ten  hours.  It  is  injected  three  hours  before 
taking  food,  three  or  four  times  a  day.  Insulin  has 
been  found  to  be  an  extremely  powerful  agent,  requiring 
great  caution  in  its  administration,  since  it  is  liable  to 
give  rise  to  harmful  effects  if  employed  in  conjunction 
with  a  faulty  diet.  Confusion  with  regard  to  the 
nomenclature  of  the  new  remedy  is  by  no  means  a 
remote  contingency,  and  in  proof  attention  may  be  drawn 
to  the  use,  by  "  The  Boston  Medical  and  Surgical 
Journal,"  of  the  term  "  iletin  "  as  synonymous  'with 
the  original  designation — insulin. 


Westminster  Wisdom 

By  the  "  C.  and  D."  Parliamentary  Representative 

The  Drug  Store  Bill 
Captain  0 'Grady,  on  March  7,  re-introduced  his  Bill 
"  to  regularise  the  position  of  all  persons  trading  as 
chemists  and  druggists  or  pharmacy  store  proprietors 
in  the  sale  of  drugs,  the  dispensing  of  doctors'  prescrip- 
tions, and  the  sale  of  patent  medicines." 

"  Dangerous  "  Drugs  Regulation 
Major  Molloy  has  given  notice  to  move,  on  March  15, 
that  an  address  be  presented  to  His  Majesty  praying 
him  to  annul  the  Regulation,  dated  October  2,  1922, 
amending  Regulation  5  of  the  Principal  Regulations  of 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  dated  May  20,  1921. 
This  is  the  regulation  which  deals  with  the  supply  of 
"  dangerous  "    drugs  by  prescription. 

The  Ministry  of  Health 
Sir  Arthur  Boscawen,  following  his  defeat  at  the 
Mitcham  election,  has  resigned  his  position  of  Minister  of 
Health.  The  estimates  for  1923-4  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  which  have  been  issued  this  week,  amount  to 
£19,504,210,  a  decrease  of  £3.008.362  on  the  previous  year. 
It  was  announced  on  March  7  that  the  Rt.  Hon.  Neville 
Chamberlain,  M.P.,  has  been  appointed  Minister  of 
Health. 

The  Spirit  Tax 

Major  Waring  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exhequer, 
on  March  6,  whether  relief  from  taxation  is  granted 
to  manufacturers  who  use  commercial  alcohol  for  other 
than  purely  medicinal  purposes ;  what  is  the  amount  of 
the  relief;  and'  what  loss  to  the  revenue  is  entailed? 

Mr.  Baldwin  replied  that  relief  from  taxation  is 
granted  to  manufacturers  in  respect  of  the  bulk  of  com- 
mercial alcohol  used  by  them  for  other  than  purely 
medicinal  purposes.  The  amount  of  relief,  and  conse- 
quent loss  of  revenue,  for  the  year  ended  March  31  was 
approximately  £24,000,000. 

The  Supply  of  Insulin 

Dr.  Chappie,  on  February  28,  asked  the  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Overseas  Trade  Department,  as  represent- 
ing the  Ministry  of  Health,  whether,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  cost  and  scarcity  of  insulin  are  depriving  many 
poor  sufferers  from  diabetes  of  the  measure  of  cure  which 
it  is  able  to  provide,  he  will  make  a  special  grant  in  aid 
of  its  more  rapid  and  abundant  production  ? 

Viscount  Wolmer  replied  that  it  is  not  the  case  that  the 
poor  only  are  deprived  <&i  the  advantages  of  insulin,  which 
cannot  be  made  available  until  a  supply  of  known  efficiency, 
potency  and  safety  is  attained  upon  a  manufacturing  scale. 
Considerable  progress  has  been  made  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  in  this  direction ;  and  the  Council  believe 
that  subject  to  limitation  of  raw  material  in  particular 
districts,  the  successful  manufacture  of  insulin  in  the  near 
future  is  assured.  No  special  grant-in-aid  would  accelerate 
production  at  this  stage. 

Fees  (Increase)  Bill 

The  Fees  (Increase)  Bill,  which  provides  for  the 
increase  of  certain  fees  and  the  imposition  of  certain 
new  fees  in  connection  of  services  by  Government  depart- 
ments, was  read  a  first  time  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on  March  2.    Clause  5  is  as  follows  : — 

5. — (1)  There  shall  be  payable  for  any  search  of  the  index 
kept  under  section  twelve  of  the  Registration  of  Business 
Names  Act,  1916,  such  fee  as  may  be  prescribed  not  exceed- 
ing one  shilling  for  each  name  in  respect  of  which  a 
search  is  made,  and  the  search  fee  hereby  authorised  shall 
be  payable  in  addition  to  any  fee  chargeable  under  section 
sixteen  of  that  Act  for  the  inspection  of  documents. 

(2)  Section  sixteen  of  the  said  Act  (which  prescribes 
amongst  other  things,  the  maximum  fees  payable  for  certifi- 
cates of  registration  and  certified  copies  of,  or  extracts  from, 
registered  statements)  shall  have  effect  as  though  for  the 
words  "  sixpence  for  each  folio  of  seventy -two  words,  or  in 
Scotland  for  each  sheet  of  two  hundred  words,  of  the  entry, 
copy,  or  extract,"  there  were  substituted  the  words  "  one 
shilling  for  any  other  entry,  copy,  or  extract." 

(3)  One  pound  shall  be  substituted  for  five  shillings  as 
the  maximum  fee  payable  under  section  seventeen  of  the 
said  Act  in  respect  of  the  registration  of  any  one  statement. 
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XIII.  Charging  Accumulators  from  a  Direct  Supply 

A  most  important  matter  is  the  upkeep  of  the  low-tension 
battery,  which  is  usually  a  four-volt  or  six-volt  accumu- 
lator of  considerable  capacity,  viz.,  40  to  60  ampere 
hours.  As  efficient  reception  depends  on  the  steady  flow 
of  the  full  voltage  required,  the  battery  should  never  be 
allowed  to  run  right  out,  not  only  for  this  reason,  but 
because  the  accumulator  will  be  seriously  impaired,  if  not 
actually  ruined,  by  too  complete  a  discharge.  Whenever  • 
the  battery  is  not  actually  in  use,  it  is  best  to  pass  a 
small  charging  current  through  it  to  keep  it  in  full 
activity.  This  can  be  done  in  most  cases  without 
incurring  any  extra  expense,  if  the  electric  light  supply 
is  direct  current  (D.  C),  by  simply  bridging  the  terminals 
of  the  accumulator  across  the  contacts  of  an  open  switch 
supplying  the  light  to  a  point  that  is  in  use  all  day. 
Such  an  arrangement  is  not  exactly  "  fool-proof,"  and 
damage  can  easily  be  done  to  the  battery  if  anyone 
should  operate  the  switch  when  the  accumulator  is  in  the 
circuit ;  so  if  a  regular  charging  supply  is  required,  it 
is  best  to  make  up  a  small  charging  panel,  which  can 
easily   be   erected   on   a   9-in.    by   9-in.    switch  block. 

Assuming  that  the  switch 
from  which  it  is  intended 
to  draw  the  current  is 
mounted  in  the  usual  way 
(so  that  a  downward  pres- 
sure puts  it  into  action), 
mount  a  switch  on  the 
charging  panel  in  the  re- 
verse position,  solder  a 
small  ring  on  the  top  of 
each  switch,  and  connect 
them  with  a  short,  stiff 
piece  of  wire — thus  when 
the  upper  switch  is  on  the 
lower  one  is  off,  and  vice 
versa.  The  .  terminals  of 
the  switches  are  connected 
each  to  each  by  flex  or 
ordinary  insulated  electric 
light  cable.  To  make  the 
charging  panel  complete,  a 
fuse  or  cut-out,  an  am- 
meter (A)  arid  a  voltmeter 
(V),  with  a  spring  push 
connected  across  the  last- 
mentioned,  only  to  be  used 
when  the  battery  is  con- 
nected to  the  charging  ter- 
minals, should  be  put  in 
the  circuit.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  the  positive  lead  is  connected  to  the 
positive  terminal,  which  is  invariably  marked  by  having 
a  red  washer  below  the  binding  screw,  of  the  battery. 
■It  is  easy  to  ascertain  the  respective  poles  in  the  case 
of  direct  current — pole-finding  paper,  which  is  white- 
blotting  paper  containing  any  neutral  salt  of  an  alkali 
and  a  little  phenolphthalin,  will  suffice.  The  paper 
should  be  moistened  with  water  and  two  leads  from  the 
switch  brought  into  contact  with  it  at  points  about  half 
an  inch  apart,  when  the  negative  pole,  becoming  alkaline, 
shows  a  red  stain.  Litmus  paper  can  also  be  used  when 
,the  alkaline  blue  reaction  indicates  the  negative  and  the 
Ted  or  acid  reaction  the  positive  pole.  With  the  arrange- 
ment shown  in  the  diagram  the  battery  can  be  connected 
•to  the  appropriate  terminals  and  its  voltage  tested  with 
the  voltineter.  Then  by  switching  off  the  upper  switch 
the  charging  board  is  automatically  made  alive,  without 
'even  a  momentary  flicker  of  the  lamp  in  the  circuit, 
and  charging  can  proceed  at  leisure.  The  battery  does 
•not  draw  any  current  from  the  main.  The  lamp  which 
'is  being  used  for  the  light  regulates  the  amount  of 
'current  used,  and  the  only  indication  that  the  battery 
ds  getting  something  is  the  slight  loss .  of  light  in  the 
Qamp,  due  to  the  volts  absorbed  by  the  internal  resistance 
lof  the  battery.  If  the  D.C.  is  at  110  volts  and  the 
■battery  is  taking  six  volts,  the  5  per  cent,  or  so  taken 
up  barely  affects  the  light ;  but  if  two  or  three  such

batteries  are  put  in  series,  the  luminosity  will  suffer. 
A  thirty-candle  power  vacuum  lamp  ordinarily  uses  about 
i  ampere  per  hour,  and  that  will  be  the  measure  of 
the  charge  to  apply ;  if,  however,  a  higher  charging  rate 
is  required,  a  lamp  of  higher  lighting  efficiency  may  be 
substituted  and  the  time  of  charging  be  proportionately 
shortened.  The  condition  of  a  battery  may  in  general 
be  recognised  by  the  appearance  of  the  plates.  The 
negative  plates  should  be  a  uniform  dark  grey  colour, 
and  the  positive  plates  a  dark  chocolate  brown.  If  there 
are  white  patches,  it  is  an  indication  of  sulphating,  and 
rigorous  methods  of  continuous  chargings  must  be  imme- 
diately adopted  to  reduce  this  sulphate  to  the  oxide 
condition,  or  the  battery  will  fail  to  function  correctly. 
A  drop  in  voltage  is  a  sure  indication  that  the  battery 
is  becoming  exhausted ;  but  the  most  important  indica- 
tion is  the  specific  gravity  of  the  electrolyte.  For  testing 
this  in  the  case  of  open  top  glass  cells,  such  as  are  used 
for  house  lighting  sets,  a  flat  floating  hydrometer  is 
used,  but  for  the  portable  celluloid  cases,  such  as  ara 
generally  employed  for  wireless  work,  it  is  difficult  to 
get  at  the  liquid,  and  a  special  type  of  hydrometer  is 
needed.  This  takes  the  form  of  a  glass  syringe  with  a 
rubber  ball  and  a  flexible  rubber  tube  nozzle.  It  is 
inserted  through  the  ventilating  orifice,  and  some  of  the 
fluid  is  drawn  up  into  the  barrel,  where  there  are  three 
floating  beads  having  specific  gravities,  1,170,  1,200,  and 
1,220  respectively,  in  order  from  above  downward.  If 
all  three  float,  the  liquid  is  of  full  gravity ;  if  the  top 
two  float,  the  battery  can  still  be  used,  though  it  is 
certainly  nearly  half  discharged ;  but  if  only  the  top  one 
floats,  or,  worse  still,  should  it  sink,  then  haste  to  the 
charging  panel.

Carkuratbn  of  Alcohol. — A  process  designed  to  increase 
the  calorific  power  %f  alcohol  by  the  addition  of  volatile 
product's  rich  in  carbon,  such  as  resin  spirit  and  light 
acetone  oil.  (J.  M.  A.  Chevalier,  P.  Bourcet  and  H. 
Eegnault,    No.  168,308.)

Polyvalent  Alcohols. — Process  for  preparing  polyvalent 
alcohols  from  the  corresponding  halogen  compounds  by 
heating  the  latter  in  a  closed  vessel  with  a  mixture 
of  water  and  sodium  bicarbonate  at  130°  C.  for  several 
hours,  in  the  presence  of  metallic  copper  as  a  catalyst. 
The  liquid  is  then  neutralised  and  the  alcohol  separated 
by  distillation.    (O.  Matter.    D.R.P.  369,502.)

Vegetable  Milk. — A  process  for  preparing  vegetable 
milk  consisting  in  soaking  soya  beans  in  water  at  50°  C, 
drawing  off  the  water,  grinding  the  beans  and  mixing 
the  same  with  water  at  70°  C,  then  filtering  or  centri- 
fuging  the  resulting  mixture.

Canada  leading  market  foe.  U.S.  crude  petroleum. — 
U.S.  exports  of  crude  petroleum  during  1922  increased  by 
more  than  1,000,000  barrels  over  1921,  following  the  large 
increase  in  production,  while  the  average  export  value 
declined  about  45  cents  per  barrel.  Exports  of  crude  to 
Spain  entirely  ceased,  while  shipments  to  Germany, 
Canada  and  Argentina  appreciably  increased.  By  far  the 
largest  portion  of  crude  petroleum  exported  goes  to 
Canada,  shipments  to  that  country  in  1922  amounting  to 
344  ,151,775  gallons,  or  82  per  cent,  of  the  total.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 
Mr.  Neathercoat's  Reply 

to  Dr.  Trotter  is  admirable,  and 
beside  it  Mr.  Mallinson's  looks  feeble,  though  it  might 
perhaps  be  held  that  so  general  and  vague  a  charge  merits 
only  a  general  and  vague  denial,  if  any.  It  is  almost  in- 
conceivable that  a  man  holding  such  a  responsible  office 
as  Dr.  Trotter's  should  go  to  all  the  trouble  he  must 
have  been  at  to  collect  the  facts  he  alleges,  and  should 
have  found  them  so  serious,  and  then  have  done  nothing 
but  write  a  letter  to  a  newspaper.  The  animus  which 
moved  him  to  the  "  investigation  "  is  made  sufficiently  ap- 
parent by  the  course  he  took  to  make  its  results  known, 
and  goes  far  to  invalidate  his  accusation.  It  is  further 
shown  by  the  terms  of  his  letter.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
though  he  begins  it  by  referring  to  "  substitutes  or 
equivalents,"  and  "  such  matters  as  adulterations,  etc.," 
the  most  he  alleges  against  the  accused  is  a  certain,  or 
rather  an  uncertain,  want  of  accuracy  ;  he  first  creates  a 
prejudice  and  then  makes  his  charge.  These  are  the 
methods  of  a  special  pleader  addressing  an  ignorant  jury. 
And  what  does  the  charge  amount  to?  We  have  no  in- 
dication of  the  amount  of  inaccuracy  in  any  of  the  six 
cases,  except  that  no  notice  has  been  taken  of  "  slight 
discrepancies,"  a  statement  apparently  intended  to  mag- 
nify the  importance  of  those  of  which  notice  has .  been 
taken.  Possibly  they  were  serious  enough  to  call  for 
notice,  but  we  have  only  Dr.  Trotter's  word  for  it,  and 
he  is  clearly  not  a  good  witness  or  one  whose  motives 
are  above  suspicion.  It  is  well  that  he  should  have  been 
effectively  answered  in  the  paper  in  which  his  charge  was 
made,  but  I  venture  to  think  that  he  has  done  us  no 
real  harm  in  the  minds  of  reasonable  people.  The 
"  Westminster  Gazette  "  of  February  27  spoke  of  the 
matter  as  "  a  storm  in  a  medicine  bottle,"  a  mere  wrangle 
between  doctors  and  chemists,  of  whom  it  might  probably 
be  said  that  there  are  "  six  of  one  and  half-a-dozen  of 
the  other,"  and  this  is  likely  enough  to  be  the  popular 
opinion.  Even  this,  judged  by  some  prescriptions  recently 
submitted  to  me,  is  hardly  fair  to  the  chemist,  if  I  may 
say  so  without  being  suspected  of  a  tu  quoque.  Dr. 
Trotter  disavows  some  of  the  inferences  drawn  from  his 
letter,  but  he  is  himself  to  blame  for  them. 

"  Naretev's  "  Letter 

on  dispensing  errors  is  somewhat  of  a  reve- 
lation to  me.  He  speaks  of  the  "  rule  of  thumb  "  in 
dispensing  as  by  no  means  uncommon,  especially  in  Insur- 
ance work.  I  can  say  nothing  on  the  latter  point,  but 
I  never  knew  the  rule  of  thumb  followed  in  any  dis- 
pensing, except  occasionally  in  dividing  comparatively 
mild  powders,  and  then  very  rarely,  under  unusual  pres- 
sure of  business.  I  think,  too,  that  "  N arete v  "  ex- 
aggerates the  legitimate  causes  of  variation  in  dispensing. 
All  the  causes  of  error  that  he  mentions  put  together 
■would  have  little  or  no  effect  upon  the  result  unless  there 
was  gross  carelessness  on  the  dispenser's  part.  In  my 
long  experience  in  pharmacies  of  all  kinds  the  number  of 
errors  that  have  been  detected  is  exceedingly  small  and 
in  effect  quite  negligible,  which  would  hardly  be  the  case 
if  many  of  any  serious  import  had  been  made.  Probably 
I  have  made  my  share,  but  I  have  never  had  one 
charged  against  me,  and  remember  only  one  that  I 
detected  myself  when  too  late  to  correct  it.  Fortunately 
for  me,  nobody  else  detected  it.  I  quite  agree  with  your 
correspondent  that  checking,  as  it  is  usually  understood, 
is  a  farce  in  most  cases  ;  only  the  very  grossest  and  most 
improbable  errors  are  detected  in  this  way.  May  I  add 
without  being  thought  hypercritical  that  we  ought  not  to 
be  "meticulously"  careful  in  dispensing?  Meticulously 
means  timidly,  over-  scrupulously,  and  a  timid  dispenser  is 
perhaps  the  most  dangerous  of  all. 

Your  Article 

on  the  eternal  vigilance  required  in  Insurance 
dispensing — many  of  the  points  you  discuss  never  arose  in 
pre-Insurance  days,  and  never  would  have  arisen  but  for 
the  Insurance  Act — gives  one  furiously  to  think.  Inci- 


dentally, one  may  say  that  it  is  absurd  to  require  in 
Insurance  dispensing  a  degree  of  accuracy  never  demanded 
in  ordinary  dispensing,  but  let  that  pass.  The  crucial 
fact  is  that  the  amount  of  accuracy  now  demanded — 
absolute  accuracy — is  in  many  cases  impossible.  You 
recommend,  with  a  view  to  attaining  it,  the  making  up 
of  mixtures  in  a  measure.  But  to  say  nothing  of  its 
greater  inconvenience,  amounting  in  some  cases  almost 
to  impossibility,  there  is  the  case  to  be  considered  (as  you 
note)  of  mixtures  containing  insoluble  ingredients.  Add 
to  these  mixtures  containing  highly  volatile  ingredients, 
and  this  method  might  easily  prove  the  cause  of  as  many 
errors  as  it  prevented.  And  if,  as  might  easily  happen, 
the  container  sent  would  not  hold  all  the  mixture  made, 
we  should  still  be  defaulters  both  in  quantity  and  in  the 
cost  of  the  mixture  supplied.  Add  again  analytical  errors 
and  the  fact  that  we  do  not  retain  part  of  the  mixture 
analysed,  and  it  will  be  admitted  that  the  lot  of  the 
"  dispensing  chemist  "  is  not  a  bed  of  roses.

makes  a  suggestion  with  regard  to 
the  Benevolent  Fund  which  should  meet  with  general 
approval.  It  may  be  supplemented  by  another  which 
would  increase  its  value.  Now  that  branches  of  the 
Society  are  being  established  all  over  the  country,  why 
should  not  the  Society  adopt  the  method  followed  in  what 
is  known  as  the  Bishop  of  London's  Fund  for  the  increase 
of  the  stipends  of  the  poorer  clergy,  by  which  every  parish 
in  the  diocese  is  pledged  to  raise  a  certain  amount  annually 
in  proportion  to  its  means?  I  do  not  know  how  the 
amounts  expected  from  each  parish  are  arrived  at,  but  I 
suppose  local  opinion  has  some  say  in  the  matter,  and  it 
should  not  be  difficult  to  apportion  the  different  amounts 
equitably,  if  a  similar  method  were  followed  by  the 
Society  and  its  branches.  Individual  pharmacists  would 
then  be  put  upon  their  mettle  to  see  that  th6  quota  of 
their  branch  was  forthcoming.  The  spirit  of  emulation 
would  be  roused  between  member  and  member,  and 
between  branch  and  branch,  local  associations  would 
doubtless  follow  suit,  and  the  necessity  of  the  very 
uneconomical  and  sometimes  doubtfully  legal  devices  by 
which  we  have  now  to  raise  the  wind  should  be  done  away 
with.  I  don't  say  that  it  would  be  entirely  done  away 
with,  human  nature  being  what  it  is,  but  it  would  be 
greatly  diminished.  The  fund  would  at  all  events  be 
established  upon  a  firm  and  reliable  basis,  and  every 
member  of  the  Society  would  have  his  duty  with  respect 
to  it  brought  home  to  him  as  it  never  yet  has  been.  I 
commend  this  suggestion  to  the  Conference,  when  it 
meets  ;  it  is  one  eminently  suitable  for  a  meeting  of  dele- 
gates f,rom  the  various  branches. 

Festivities 

are  still  the  order  of  the  day,  and  your  two  pages 
of  reports  of  them  make  one's  mouth  water,  both  literally 
and  metaphorically.

man,  and  probably  prejudiced.  Burns  said  some  unkind 
things  of  some  of  his  countrymen,  but  he  was  a  poet,  and 
what  a  poet  says  does  not  count.  I  have  one  complaint 
to  make  of  your  representatives.  Naturally  they  cannot 
convey  to  us  the  gush  of  the  viands  at  these  banquets,  but 
why  do  they  always  withhold  the  "  inevitable  story  "  by 
which  Mr.  Keith  and  his  brother  humorists  seek  to 
alleviate  the  oratory  usual  on  such  occasions  ?  I  am  glad 
to  find  the  ladies  taking  their  share  in  these  after-dinner 
speeches.  What  a  farce  for  men  to  speak  for  them  when 
they  can  do  it  so  much  better  for  themselves !  I  am  not 
quite  so  sure  of  their  quality  as  jokers,  which  makes  me 
regret  the  more  the  suppression  of  Miss  Buchanan's  story.

Editorial  Articles 

The  Proposed  New  Dock  Rates 

According  to  a  Bill  which  is  to  be  introduced  during 
the  present  Parliamentary  session,  the  Port  of  London 
Authority  is  seeking  power  to  levy  charges  which  exceed, 
by  150  per  cent,  and  even  more,  those  of  the  pre-war 
maximum  schedules.  On  another  page  in  this  issue  we 
give  the  proposed  new  landing  charges  together  with 
the  previous  rates,  to  which,  of  course,  the  temporary 
additional  62^  per  cent,  must  be  added,  so  that  this 
very  large  difference  in  the  rates  may  readily  be  appre- 
ciated. Reference  has  already  been  made  in  these 
columns  to  the  burden  that  high  dock  rates  impose  on 
industry  and  the  community  generally  (C.  <L-  D.,  Decem- 
ber 2,  p.  777).  At  that  time  the  additional  percentage 
allowable  was  72^  per  cent,  on  all  -charges,  and  the 
10  per  cent,  reduction  shown  above  was  conceded  on 
January  1  (C.  J-  D.,  December  30,  p.  949).  The  Port 
Authorities,  it  is  understood,  lay  considerable  stress  on 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  intention,  at  present,  to  levy 
these  high  rates  in  February  1924,  when  the  present  scale 
expires.-  It  is  only  if  unforeseen  circumstances  should 
arise  that  the  P.L.A.  wish  to  be  in  a  position  to  levy 
the  rates  according  to  statute  instead  of  making  applica- 
tion for  temporary  powers  to  the  Ministry  of  Transport, 
as  had  to  be  done  during  the  war  and  since.  Just  what 
circumstances  are  likely  to  arise  to  warrant  such  increases 
are  not  readily,  apparent.  In  any  case,"  this  explanation 
does  not  appear  to  be  acceptable  to  the  trading  com- 
munity, who  do  not  understand  why "  those  temporary 
powers  should  not  still  be  invoked  so  long  as  the  necessity 
arises.  There  would  be  some  prospect  of  reverting  to 
lower  charges  if  the  basic  rates  were  still  on  the  pre-war 
scale.  But,  with  so  high  a  schedule  of  statutory  charges  as 
is  now  proposed  the  hope  of  reaching  the  low  level  that 
would  encourage  trading  recedes  into  the  background. 
It  is  common  knowledge  that  during  the  war  maximum 
prices  had  a  disagreeable  habit  of  becoming  minimum 
prices.  It  is  conceivable  also  that  with  the  old  rates 
buried  with  other  pre-war  ideas  the  P.L.A.  would  be 
tempted  to  meet  subsequent  protests  against  high  charges 
thus  :  "  We  have  statutory  powers  to  charge 
so  much,  while  we  are  only  charging  so  much," 
all  the  while  turning  a  convenient  blind  eye  to  the  fact 
that  the  maximum  rates  are  enormously  above  those 
which  for  many  articles,  even  before  the  war,  were 
considered  to  be  excessive.  Meanwhile  protests  are 
being  organised,  and  the  P.L.A.  will  no  doubt  find  that 
the  Bill  will  meet  with  strong  opposition  in  Parliament. 
The  main  transport  committee  of  the  Federation  of 
British  Industries  have  recommended  that  the  Bill  be 
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opposed  unless  the  Authority  are  willing  to  reduce  their 
claim  to  75  per  cent,  above  pre-war  charges  (the  present 
rates  are  62|  per  cent.),  and  also  to  include  in  the  Bill 
a  provision  enabling  an  independent  authority  such  as 
the  Ministry  of  Transport  to  direct  the  reduction  of 
charges  on  the  application  of  any  suitable  organisation 
representing  trading  or  shipping  interests  or  on  the  appli- 
cation of  any  individual  firm  in  regard  to  any  particular 
rate  or  rates  in  which  the  firm  is  interested.  Negotia- 
tions with  the  P.L.A.  are  still  proceeding.  Another 
important  protest  will  be  made  from  the  City  of  London. 
In  the  Court  of  Common  Council  recently  a  resolution 
was  moved  : —  . 

That  this  Court  views  with  alarm  the  proposed  increased 
charges  upon  goods,  import  and  export,  by  the  Port  of 
London  Authority,  and  urges  upon  that  body  the  necessity  of 
postponement  of  any  such  increase,  especially  in  the  present 
state  of  trade  in  London  and  the  kingdom  generally. 

The  Bill  was  referred  to  the  Special  Committee  with 
power  to  act.  There  is,  however,  no  indications  that  the 
P.L.A.  are  likely  to  modify  their  proposals.  Lord 
Devonport,  chairman  of  the  Authority,  claims  that  they 
are  not  money-making  authorities,  and  that  reductions 
in  rates  and  dues  are  dependent  upon  the  state  of 
their  revenue.  "  So  far,"  he  added,  "  we  have  been 
fortunate  enough  to  give  three  remissions,  and  I  do  not 
know  that  we  shall  be  able  to  go  on  giving  remissions." 
The  fact  that  the  Mersey  Docks  and  Harbour  Board 
has^just  announced  concessions  amounting  to  £200,000  a 
year  seems  to  suggest  that  the  P.L.A.  should  take  a  hint 
from  Liverpool.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  besides 
the  P.L.A.  there  is  a  host  of  smaller  bodies  who  may 
also  introduce  Bills  seeking  widely  different  powers,  and 
it  is  unfortunate  that  some  co-ordinating  influence  cannot 
be  brought  to  bear  on  the  whole  question  of  dock  charges, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that,  as  we  have  shown 
on  several  occasions,  a  considerable  proportion  of  trade 
has  been  driven  to  Continental  ports. 


The  Arsenic  Market 

Dealing  with  the  market  position  of  arsenic  and  its 
growing  scarcity  in  our  issue  of  January  6  last  (p.  20), 
when  the  price  of  white  Cornish  powder  had  already 
reached  fully  £70  per  ton  delivered  London,  we  alluded 
to  the  marked  shortage  in  American  resources  and  the 
insistent  demand  on  this  side  for  any  quantities  obtain- 
able. We  also  stated  that  the  belief  had  been  gaining 
ground  in  some  quarters  that  the  market  had  about  seen 
its  best,  but  European  sources  of  supply,  and  also  Japan, 
were  in  recent  months  so  persistently  drawn  upon  in 
order  to  remedy  the  American  shortage  as  to  create  an 
acute  scarcity.  In  our  usual  weekly  market  notes  of  late 
we  frequently  emphasised  this,  and,  in  fact,  suggested 
that  American  encroachments  were  likely  to  go  on  until 
towards  the  spring.  This  has  certainly  been  the  main 
factor  in  the  accentuation  of  stringency  experienced  in 
the  last  two  months,  with  the  terms  for  the  Cornish  pro- 
duct fluctuating  for  first-hand  parcels  up  to  about 
£72  10s.  delivered  free  on  rail,  while  figures  well  above 
this  have  been  realised  by  dealers  for  small  lots  in  the 
northern  markets.  The  price  of  Cornish  is  now  just 
about  double  what  it  was  in  the  spring  of  last  year,  thus 
showing  an  appreciation  of  100  per  cent.  The  lowest 
taken  by  Grecian  producers  at  that  time  was  £32  c.i.f. 
U.K.  ports,  and  the  nearest  figure  at  which  Grecian  pro- 
ducers might  now  feel  tempted  to  accept  one  or  two  more 
orders  for  limited  quantities  for  shipment  in  June  next 
is,  we  are  given  to  understand,  £65  per  ton  c.i.f.  home 
ports.  It  seems  to  be  assumed  in  some  quarters — rather 
prematurely,  perhaps — that  American  buying  has  prac- 


tically ceased,  on  the  idea  that  seasonal  needs  have  been 
met,  and  that  therefore  reactionary  conditions  should 
ensue  in  the  near  future.  From  a  careful  fresh  survey  of 
possibilities  as  to  the  future  outlet  for  arsenic,  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  United  States  will  continue  one  of  the 
main  sustaining  factors.  As  indicated  by  reports  from 
America,  the  market  there  is  still  dominated  by  short  sup- 
plies under  a  continuous  well-sustained  industrial  demand, 
and  the  price  of  white  arsenic  was  quite  recently  raised 
further  to  fully  16c.  per  lb.,  which  figure  at  the  cur- 
rent rate  of  exchange  would  represent  well  over  £76  per 
ton.  The  latest  .advices  to  hand  state  that  American  im- 
ports have  fallen  off  somewhat,  although  it  is  expected 
that  considerable  quantities  will  be  reaching  American 
ports  this  and  next  month,  in  fulfilment  of  the  contracts 
placed  chiefly  for  Grecian  arsenic  over  that  period. 
America  is  not  only  the  largest  producer,  but  also  by  far 
the  largest  consume*  of  arsenic,  while  'her  output  has 
been  at  no  time  in  history  large  enough  to  cope  with 
domestic  needs.  With  the  output  cut  in  half  in  1921,  due 
to  the  slump  in  the  smelting  of  metals,  chiefly  copper 
and  lead,  it  is  obvious  that  a  serious  shortage  became 
inevitable.  Should  there  be  some  reaction  forthwith 
from  the  present  high  level  of  prices,  this  will  depend  on 
whether  and  when,  freer  offers  will  be  attracted.  Of  this 
there  is  as  yet  no  sign,  the  market  being,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  still  very  bare  of  supplies  with  producers  well  sold 
forward.  The  development  of  American  consumption  in 
a  comparatively  new  field  in  the  last  year  or  two  deserves 
the  closest  attention.  This  refers  to  the  unlimited  possi- 
bilities as  regards  the  extension  of  the  use  of  calcium 
arsenate  in  order  to  combat  the  boll  weevil  in  the 
American  cotton  belt.  This  use  was  initiated  on  an 
experimental  basis  about  two  years  ago,  and  has  proved 
very  successful.  It  is  now  estimated  that  already  about 
one-tenth  of  the  total  American  cotton  area  is  being 
treated  by  the  application  of  calcium  arsenate,  and  this 
treatment  is  apparently  to  be  carried  out  on  a  much 
larger  scale  for  this  year's  cotton  crop.  A  confirmation 
of  this  is  apparent  from  an  important  inquiry  just  issued 
to  the  Press  by  the  Commercial  Counsellor  at  Washing- 
ton in  respect  of  an  urgent  call  for  quotations  for  the 
supply  of  five  to  ten  millions  pounds  of  calcium  arsenate 
with  not  less  than  40  per  cent,  of  pentoxide,  deliveries 
being  required  between  new  and  August  1  next.  The 
import  duty  is  25  per  cent..  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
quantities  required  represent,  roughly,  between  2,200 
tons  and  4,450  tons  of  calcium  arsenate,  which  contain, 
say,  between  880  to  1,780  tons  of  white  arsenic.  At 
the  same  time,  however,  a  high  price  for  arsenic  may 
tend  to  restrict  the  use  of  calcium  arsenate  in  the  cottoii 
fields,  but,  unless  the  output  can  be  sufficiently  increasedj 
there  will  probably  be  continuous  keen  competition  to 
secure  the  available  resources.  It  is  reported  that  the 
greater  part  of  the  Canadian  output  for  this  and  next 
year  has  already  been  contracted  for  in  Australia  to 
supplement  domestic  output,-  which  is  used  largely  to 
destroy  the  prickly  pear,  an  extremely  troublesome  pest. 


Medical  and  Dental  Registers 

The  General  Medical  Council  has  just  issued  the  Medical 
Register  for  the  year  1923  (21s.,  Constable  &  Co.,  Ltd.). 
The  names  of  46,477  persons  are  included — an  increase 
of  1,069  on  the  number  at  the  end  of  1921,  and  of  1,461 
on  the  average  of  the  last  five  years.  The  number  of 
registrations  in  the  past  year  is  1,984  :  this  is  224  more 
than  in  1920  and  695  more  than  the  average  for  the 
past  twenty-four  years.  The  names  of  1,054  medical  men 
have  disappeared  during  -1922  from  the  Register — twelve 
less  than  the  last  five  years'  average.  The  cusJiomary 
legal  and  statistical  information  is  included  in  the 
volume.    The  Dentists   Register  for  1923,  also  issued  by 
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the  General  Medical  Council  (10s.  6d.,  Constable  &  Co., 
Ltd.),  tills  lxii.  +  310  pages  (with  a  twelve-page  inset), 
as  compared  with  the  xxxvi.  +  142  pages  of  last  year's 
register,  and  contains  12,762  names,  against  5,831. 
During  the  past  twelve  months  334  persons  have  been 
registered  "  with  qualifications,"  and  7,269  under  the 
Dentists  Act,  1921  :  those  of  the  latter  class  are  indi- 
cated in  the  Register  by  the  words  "  Dentist,  1921," 
opposite  their  names.  In  addition,  10  Colonial  and  6 
foreign  names  have  beeu  added.  Owing  chiefly  to  the 
accession  of  dentists  under  the  new  Act.  the  percentage 
of  United  Kingdom  graduates  and  licentiates  in  dental 
surgery  has  dropped  from  81.76  to  39.06.  and  that  of 
persons  in  dental  practice  prior  to  the  Act  of  1878  from 
16.71  to  7.47.  The.  Lists  of  Medical  and  Dental  Students, 
published  under  the  same  auspices  (7s.  6d.),  show  that 
the  number  of  medical  students  registered  during  1922 
is  1,833  (in  1921,  1,808),  and  of  dental  students,  424  (in 
1921,  371). 


Containers  in  Belgium 

A  distinctive  style'  of  package  is  acknowledged  to  be  an 
important  attribute  in  the  case  of  proprietary  articles, 
and  the  success  of  many  extensively  used — and  adver- 
tised— commodities  is  undoubtedly  due  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  association  in  the  public  mind  of  the 
external  form  with  the  contents.  In  Belgium  this  asset, 
in  so  far  as  it  is  applicable  to  medicinal  preparations,  will 
suffer  considerable  depreciation,  if,  indeed,  it  is  not 
entirely  extinguished,  as  a  result  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Belgian  Royal  decree  regulating  the  form  of  containers  in 
which  medicines  are  to  be  supplied.  These  regulations, 
which  will  be  enforced  from  September  20  (C.  <_£■  D..  II., 
1922.  p.  588),  stipulate  that  all  medicines  (a  term  which 
includes  specialities)  for  external  use  shall  be  delivered 
in  amber-tinted  bottles  having  eight  panels  of  equal  size, 
with  the  words  "  Usage  Externe — Uitwendig  Gebruik  " 
blown  in  the  glass,  in  relief.  On  the  other  hand,  it  will 
be  forbidden  to  supply  medicines  for  internal  use  in  other 
than  round  or  oval  bottles,  since  the  use  of  "  poly- 
gonal "  bottles  for  this  purpose  is  expressly  prohibited. 
Several  foreign  manufacturers  of  proprietary  prepara- 
tions recently  approached  the  Belgian  Government  in  con- 
nection with  these  provisions,  requesting  that  an  excep- 
tion might  be  made  in  favour  of  the  sale  in  Belgium  of 
foreign  specialities  put  up  in  square  or  fiat  bottles,  and 
since  their  introduction  known  all  the  world  over  in  this 
stereotype  form  of  container.  It  is  now  reported  that  the 
Government  has  refused  to  consider  these  representations, 
and  the.  Department  of  Health  has  intimated  that  it  is 
prepared  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  prohibit  the  im- 
portation into  Belgium  of  specialities  not  complying  with 
the  provisions  of  the  decree  in  question.  Manufacturers 
and  exporters  of  medicinal  preparations  would  be  well 
advised  to  take  note  of  this  decision  and  make  their 
arrangements  accordingly.  Since  the  Nation  ale  Pharma- 
ceutique,  the  official  organisation  of  the  profession  in 
Belgium,  has  endorsed  the  new  regulations,  the  likelihood 
of  any  alterations  or  relaxations  is  extremely  remote, 
especially  in  view  of  the  somewhat  hostile  attitude 
recently  adopted  by  that  body  to  foreign  specialities, 
actuated  by  considerations  of  the  adverse  rate  of 
exchange. 


Customs  Duties  on  Compound  Articles 

In  the  C.  &  D.,  February  24,  p.  249,  we  published  two 
notices  issued  by  the  Customs  and  Excise  to  im- 
porters, referring  to  the  importation  of  compound 
articles  containing  a  small  percentage  of  dutiable 
product  or  products.  These  notices  appear  to  be 
the  outcome  of  repeated  references  made  in  the 
House  of  Commons  to  instances  where  the  few  shil- 
lings, and  sometimes  pence,  collected  as  duty  has  been 
accompanied  by  a  loss  to  the  importer  of  many  times  the 
amount'  of  duty  and  in  loss  of  material  taken  by  Customs 
as  samples  for  the  purpose  of  laboratory  test.  A  classic 
instance  is  the  well-known  case  of  synthetic  per- 
fume, when  Customs  used,  or  wasted.  £11  worth 
of     the    material,     took     five    weeks     to    make  the 


analyses,  and  then  levied  duty  to  the  amount  of 
3s.  8d.  Instances  have  occurred  almost  daily  where 
the  duty  was  just  as  trivial,  although  the  value  of 
samples  taken  may  not  have  involved  the  importer  in  such 
heavy  financial  loss.  However,  they  have  served  the  use- 
ful purpose  of  producing  from  the  Customs  two  notices, 
which,  although  they  do  not  in  practice  alleviate  the 
position  very  much,  are  certainly  open  confession  that  if 
the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act  (Part  I.)  is  carried 
out  to  the  letter  there  is  bound  to  be  heavy  delay  and 
wastage  of  material.  The  first  notice  suggests  that 
importers  should,  when  entering  compound  articles  at 
Customs  not  chargeable  with  duty  as  a  whole,  but  merely 
in  respect  of  one  or  more  dutiable  ingredients,  "  arrange 
for  the  value  of  the  dutiable  ingredients  to  be  shown  on 
the  invoice  in  addition  to  the  total  value,"  and  thus,  say 
Customs,  "  the  assessment  of  duty  would  be  materially 
facilitated,  and  delay  consequently  avoided."  Theoreti- 
cally, this  procedure  might  be  likely  to  speed  matters  up 
a  little,  but  one  can  hardly  imagine  the  foreign  makers  of 
compound  articles  of  a  chemical  nature,  which  are  more 
often  than  not  proprietary  lines,  giving  away  their  trade 
secrets  by  stating  on  their  invoices  what  the  articles  are 
mads  of  and  how  much  they  actually  cost.  Further,  how 
is  the  foreign  producer  to  know  what  products  are,  or  are 
not,  liable  to  duty?  Is  he  exp.xrted  to  be  acquainted  with 
the  famous  list  of  6,000  odd  scheduled  products?  It 
seems  that  the  notice  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  feeble 
excuse  for  the  past  and  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  authori- 
ties to  put  the  onus  on  the  importer  to  furnish  information 
it  is  practically  impossible  to  obtain,  and  in  the  event  of 
it  not  being  available  we  can  well  imagine  the  Customs 
referring  the  unfortunate  importer  who  complains  of  the 
delay  and  other  inconveniences  tc  this  order  and  telling 
him  the  fault  is  his  for  not  conforming  to  regulations. 
The  second  notice  is  in  the  form  of  a  Treasury  Order, 
and  was  issued  last  week.  It  has  been  decided  that  key 
industry  duty  shall  not  be  levied  on  "  compound  articles 
which  do  not  contain  more  than  10  per  cent,  of  dutiable 
ingredients."  This  second  order  certainly  seems  to  be 
an  effort  to  conform  to  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries 
Act.  Part  I.  (4),  providing  for  the  free  entry  of  such 
dutiable  ingredients  of  compound  articles  where  the  former 
have  lost  their  identity,  but  it  does  not  do  away  with  the 
old  objection  ot  delay  and  wastage  due  to  sampling  and 
testing,  which,  in  the  past,  has  been  the  strong  feature 
of  the  protests  levelled  against  the  maimer  in  which  the 
Act  is  being  enforced,  for  it  appears  that  sampling  and 
analysing,  as  of  old,  will  have  to  still  be  carried  out  in 
order  to  ascertain  if  such  compound  articles  do  or  do  not 
contain  "  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  of  dutiable  ingre- 
dients." The  only  change  will  be  that  in  the  majority  of 
instances  the  Treasury  will  not  receive  the  few  miserable 
shillings  or  pence  of  duty  :  the  delay,  chaos  and  wastage 
of  material,  as'admitted  in  these  departmental  orders,  will 
continue.  Importers  have  never  protested  against  paying 
the  duty  in  these  cases ;  their  complaint  has  been  against 
the  waste  of  public  money  by  taking  up  the  time  of  many 
highly-paid  officials  for  weeks  on  end  and  wasting  pounds 
worth  of  material  in  order  to  collect  a  few  paltry 
shillings, 


Medical  and  dental  saints. — In  view  of  the  discussions 
that  arise  from  time  to  time  concerning  the  adoption 
of  a  patron  saint  or  saints  for  pharmacy  (e.g.,  in  the 
C.  ■  &■  D.,  II.,  1920,  p.  1112),  it  is  of  interest  to  note 
that  "  The  Catholic  Medical  Guardian,"  No.  1  of  which 
quarterly  magazine  has  iust  reached  us  (Burns,  Oates  & 
Washbounie.  Ltd.,  28  Orchard  Street,  London,  W.I— 
Is.  4d.  post  free),  is  the  organ  of  the  Guild  of  St. 
Luke,  St.  Cosmas  and  St.  Damian.  The  issue  contains 
a  brief  account  of  St.  Apollonia  (or  Apolline),  the  patron 
eaint  of  dentistry,  .  whose  feast  is  celebrated  on 
February  9.  It  is  suggested  in  the  same  note  that 
English  dentists  may  have  a  national  patron  in  William 
Button  or  Bytton,  Bishop  of  Wells  from  1267  to  1274. 
After  his  death  thousands  of  people,  and  in  particular 
those  afflicted  with  dental  maladies,  flocked  to  his  tomb. 
"Perhaps,"  the  note  concludes,  "one  may  look  upon 
St.  Apollonia  as  the  patients'  patron,  and  the  saintly 
West  Countrv  bishop  as_  the  dental  surgeon's."-

of  Great  Britain 

Council  Meeting 

'A  meeting-  of  the  Council  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  March  6  and  7,  Mr.  E.  T. 
Neathercoat  (President)  in  the  chair. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act. 
The  following  statement  by  the  President,  made  at 
the  private  meeting  on  March  6,  was  handed  to  the 
Press  : — 

On  February  16  we  learnt  from  the  Press  that  the 
Home  Secretary  had  introduced  a  Bill  amending  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  and  also  amending  Section  XVII. 
oi  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  I  called  an  emergency  meet- 
ing of,  the  Law  Committee  for  February  21,  when  the 
whole  question  was  thoroughly  considered.  In  the  result 
a  report  was  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Council. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that-  we  understood  that  the  second 
reading  might  be  proceeded  with  almost  at  once,  and 
that  there  was  no  guarantee  that  the  Committee  stage 
with  its  opportunties  for  amendment  would  not  be  taken 
before  a  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  Law  Committee 
decided  that  the  report  should  be  sent  to  the.  Home 
Office,  Privy  Council  and  Ministry  of  Health,  and 
requested  me  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  Home  Office. 
The  Report  was  also  sent  to  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation, and  interviews  and  correspondence  have  taken 
place  with  them. 

I  have  had  several  interviews  with  the  Home  Office 
authorities  on  the  subject,  and  it  is  clear  from  the  pro- 
ceedings on  the  second  reading  that  the  Secretary  of 
State  was  impressed  with  some  of  our  points  which 
were  emphasised  by  various  members,  particularly  repre- 
sentatives of  the  medical  profession.  I  am  hopeful  that 
several  of  our  amendments  will  be  adopted  by  the 
Government,  and  the  Council  will  probably  decide,  if 
they  approve  of  the  amendments,  to  take  steps  to  get 
those  which  are  not  accepted  by  the  Government  put 
down  by  private  members,  so  that  they  may  be 
thoroughly  discussed  in  the  Committee  stage. 

We  have  also  been  in  communication  with  Mr.  C.  A. 
Hill  and  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd,  chairman  and  secretary 
respectively  of  the  Drug  Club,  and  I  am  glad  to  report 
that,  whilst  the  Drug  Club  would  view  with  appre- 
hension the  necessity  for  licences  involving  further  con- 
trol, and  therefore  are  against  the  proposal  that  whole- 
salers should  be  licensed,  they  have  assured  me  that 
they  are  quite  in  accord  with  us  as  to  the  importance 
of "  preventing  the  sale  of  poisons  to  persons,  not  fitted 
to  be  entrusted  with  them,  and,  in  particular,  of  pro- 
hibiting pseudo-wholesale  transactions  of  an  improper  or 
undesirable  nature.  They  agree  that  persons,  other 
than  pharmacists,  medical  men,  dentists,  veterinary 
surgeons,  analytical  chemists,  professors  of  chemistry  and 
university  laboratories  should  not  be  able  to  buy 
scheduled  poisons  except  from  a  person,  firm,  or  body 
corporate  keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing  of  poisons, 
unless  they  are  authorised  by  the  Police  Authorities  to 
buy  by  wholesale  a  particular  poison  for  the  purpose 
of  their  trade,  business~or  profession. 

In  these  circumstances  the  Council  might  consider  the 
advisability  of  modifying  their  proposed  amendment  by 
abandoning  the  suggestion  for  licensing  the  wholesalers, 
confining  the  proposal  to  the  requirement  of  an  authorisa- 
tion for  persons  other  than  doctors,  dentists,  veterinary 
surgeons  and  pharmacists,  to  purchase  scheduled  poisons 
by  wholesale. 

The  Council  will  be  pleased  to  hear  that  a  letter  has 
been  received  from  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union,  in 
which  Mr.  Mallinson  says  : — 

"On  behalf  of  the  Chairman  and  Executive  of  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union,  I  wish  to  .assure  the  Presi- 
dent and  Council  that  they  may  rely  upon  our  support, 
either  to  fight  any  of  the  provisions  in  the  Bill  contrary 
to  our  interests,  or  to  obtain  amendments  of  advantage 
to  pharmacy." 

I  am  sure  the  Council  will  be  gratified  by  the  receipt 
Df  that  assurance. 


After  discussion  the  Council  decided  that  the  objec- 
tions of  the  wholesalers  to  irksome  licensing  conditions 
(vere  not  unreasonable,  and  in  view  of  this  fact  and  of 
the  assurance  of  support  by  the  chairman  and  secretary 
of  the  Drug  Club  to  the  remaining  proposals  for  regulat- 
ing wholesale  sales,  it  was  decided  to  modify  the  amend- 
ment by  leaving  out  the  provision  for  licensing  for 
wholesalers.  With  this  modification  the  report  (see  p.  332) 
and  the  suggestions  for  amendment  were  adopted,  and  the 
President  was  empowered  to  take  such  steps  as  were 
necessary  to  secure  the  consideration  of^the  Society's 
amendments  during  the  Committee  stage  of  the  Bill. 

Question 

The  President  intimated  he  had  received  a  qnestion 
from  a  member  as  follows  : — "  When  is  it  the  Council's 
intention  to  give  a  more  elaborate  certificate  to  those 
who  pass  the  qualifying  examination?  "  The  answer  to 
that  was  that  there  was  no  proposal  before  the  Council 
on  the  subject,  and  iv  was  open  to  members  to  make 
such  if  they  thought  fit. 

Elections  and  Restorations 
Thirty-eight  persons  were  elected  members,  and  sixty- 
six  were  elected  student-associates  of  the  Society ; 
thirteen  were  restored  to  the  Register ;  and  there  had 
been  one  hundred  and  forty-five  registrations  of  appren- 
tices as  students  since  the  last  meeting. 

Army  Pharmacists 
The  President  read  a  letter  which  had  been  received 
from    the    War    Office,    dated    February    7,    1923,  as 
follows  : — 

I  am  commanded  by  the  Army  Council  to  refer  to  your 
letter  of  December  21,  1922,  in  which  you  express  the  hope 
that  the  Ar-my  Council  may  now  be  in  a  position  to  adopt 
the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  the  Employment 
of  Pharmacist  in  the  Army.  I  am  to  inform  you,  in  reply, 
that  the  financial  conditions  now  prevailing  are  no  less 
stringent  than  those  which  existed  at  the  date  of  the  Com- 
mittee's Report ;  in  the  meantime  all  departments  of  the 
Army  have  been  subjected  to  the  most  drastic  reductions, 
and  only  the  most  essential  services  have  been  retained. 

I  am  to  point  out  that  the  School  of  Pharmacy  is  now 
in  being  at  Crookham,  and  that  its  staff  includes  a  non- 
commissioned officer  who  is  a  qualified  pharmacist,  though 
the  great  reductions  in  officer  personnel  caused  by  the 
necessity  for  economy  have  precluded  the  appointment  of 
a  commissioned  pharmacist  as  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mittee. The  Council  are  confident  that  the  establishment 
of  this  School,  and  the  introduction  of  an  improved  syllabus 
of  training  for  Army  Dispensers,  will  lead  to  a  greatly 
increased  standard  of  efficiency.  They  feel  satisfied  that 
the  measures  already  taken  in  this  direction,  and  the 
inclusion  of  a  limited  number  of  pharmacists  in  the.  Royal 
Army  Medical  Corps,  will  meet  all  their  essential  require- 
ments, having  in  mind  the  reduced  size  of  the  Army  and 
the  urgent  demand  for  the  most  rigid  economy. 

The  Council  greatly  regret,  therefore,  that  they  can  hold 
out  no  prospect  of  being  able  to  proceed  further  with  the 
Committee's  recommendations  in  the  near  future,  but  they 
hope  you  will  agree  that  they  have  done  their  utmost,  undei 
present  conditions,  to  secure  that  improvement  in  Armj 
Pharmaceutical  Services,  which  they  and  your  Society  had 
in  mind  when  the  Committee  was  appointed. 

(Sgd:)  H.  J.  Creedy. 
He  was  sure  the  Council  would  receive  that  communi- 
cation with  great  regret  and  surprise,  seeing  that  it 
dealt  with  a  matter  which  had  been  so  long  subject,  to 
negotiation  between  the  War  Office  and  the  Society.  In 
the  letter  sent  to  them  a  year  ago,  in  which  it  was 
suggested  the  matter  should  stand  over  for  twelve 
months,  they  little  thought  that  at  the  end  of  that  time 
the  whole  matter  would  be  turned  down  in  the  way 
they  had  heard  that  morning.  The  Council  had  given 
for  many  years  a  great  deal  of  attention  and  time  to 
the  matter,  and  the  negotiations  between  themselves  and 
the  War  Office  had  been  protracted.  They  certainly 
thought,  however,  that  at  the  end  of  it  all  they  would 
see  at  any  rate  some  of  their  proposals  adopted*  by  the 
War  Office.  The  experience  of  the  country  during  the 
war  were  terrible,  and  their  proposals  were  largely  based 
on  the  experiences  in  other  countries. 

The  adoption  of  the  terms  of  this  report  would  have 
been  of  great  service  to  the  .  country  and  of  considerable 
improvement  to  the  medical  service  of  the  Army.  The 
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Society  held  the  view  that  all  the  lessons  of  the  war 
would  not  have  been  learned  by  this  country  until  the 
Supply  of  medicines  and  surgical  dressings  was  placed 
upon  a  proper  basis  and  was  in  the  charge  of  trained 
men.  They  received  that  reply  from  the  War  Office 
with  very  great  regret,  and  particularly  when  they  noted 
that  a  School  of  Pharmacy  had  been  set  up  in  the  Army, 
and  that  that  school  was  directed  by  a  pharmacist  as 
a  teacher  who  only  held  a  non-commissioned  rank.  It  was 
most  unfortunate,  and  he  suggested  that  the  Council 
should  not  allow  the  matter  to  remain  there.  Negotia- 
tions had  gone  on  for  so  long  it  was  impossible  for  the 
Council  to  let  the  decision  remain  unchallenged.  He 
thought  the  matter  should  be  once  more  taken  up  through 
the  Director-General  and  the  Army  Council,  or  it  might 
be  that  the  Council  should  go  to  Parliament  to  see  that 
their  case  was  properly  presented.  He  formally  sug- 
gested that  the  Council,  having  adopted  the  report, 
should  send  a  deputation  to  the  Director-General,  in 
which  the  position  of  pharmacists  could  be  put  before 
him.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Hines  pointed  out  they  had  got  no  further  with 
the  question.  Their  President  had  used  very  moderate 
language  in  regard  to  the  matter.  The  Army  Council 
apparently  always  had  a  good  reason  for  delay,  and 
nothing  had  been  done.  He  would  like  to  recall  that 
that  matter  was  discussed  at  the  last  annual  meeting. 
The  economy  question  was  absurd,  as  their  proposals 
were  based  on  true  economy,  as  the  Army  would  un- 
doubtedly get  a  very  good  return  for  the  little  money 
spent.  Here  the  Army  Council  had  had  the  benefit  of 
the  Society's  efforts  during  and  since  the  war,  and  the 
eventual  report  was  adopted  jointly  by  their  members 
and  the  members  of  the  committee  nominated  by  the 
Army  itself.  In  his  view  it  was  high  time  that  report 
was  published,  in  order  their  members  could  know  some- 
thing of  the  recommendation  and  work  of  the  committee, 
and  of  the  conditions  which  obtained  during  the  course 
of  the  war  and  since,  as  well  as  the  result  of  the  visit 
of  their  secretary  to  the  war  front.  Some  of  the  con- 
ditions under  which  pharmacy  work  was  done  were 
nothing  short  of  terrible.  He  remembered  a  letter  being 
received  from  one  of'  their  members  who  volunteered 
to  go  to  "  Mespot,"  where  there  was  a  great  shortage 
of  pharmacists.  Instead,  he  was  sent  to  India,  and  he 
wrote  home  to  state  he  was  generally  employed  in  tend- 
ing the  turkeys  destined  for  the  dinners  of  the  troops. 
He  felt  very  strongly  that  the  Council  should  press  that 
matter  to  the  utmost,  and  he  would  like  to  move  that 
the  Director-General  be  asked  to  receive  a  deputation 
on  the  matter  at  once. 

Mr.  Rowsell  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  an 
appointment  had  been  made  by  the  Council  of  a  director 
of  an  Army  School  of  Pharmacy,  and  on  the  grounds  of 
econc-iny  it  was  said  this  man  cannot  be  given  the  rank 
■of  an  officer.  There  was  no  economy  in  that.  It  was 
a  direct  affront  to  the  pharmacists  of  the  whole  country. 
(Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Peck  stated  that  the  letter  from  the  War  Office 
came  to  him  as  a  surprise  and  a  grievous  disappointment. 
The  matter  of  the  status  of  pharmacists  in  the  Army 
had  interested  him  since  1915.  when  he  read  a  paper 
on  the  subject  before  the  Conference.  He  did  not  under- 
stand "what  the  Army  could  be  about.  It  was  more  or 
less,  established  that  before  any  Army  school  of  pharmacy 
was  set  up,  that  the  Society  would  be  consulted.  Now 
they  had  heard  a  man  had  been  appointed  who  apparently 
the  Army  authorities  did  not  think  was  fit  to  hold  com- 
missioned rank.  He  thought  the  least  they  could  do  was 
to  interview  the  Director-General  and  to  ask  for  per- 
mission to  publish  their  report.  Every  word  in  that 
report  was  threshed  out, — and  it  was  arrived  at  unani- 
mously by  all  members  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
deal  with  the  matter.  It  was  agreed  to  by  the  distin- 
guished members  of  the  R.A.M.C.,  and  it  was  distinctly 
unfortunate  that  it  should  now  be  said  they  did  not 
want  the'jr  recommendations,  and  the  only  thing  they 
could  do  was  to  appoint  a  non-commissioned  officer  to 
take  charge  of  the  school.  Both  that  report  and  the 
report  of  their  secretary  should  be  published.  He  was 
tremendously  disappointed. 


Mr.  Skinner  intimated  he  was  not  quite  in  favour  of 
another  deputation  to  the  Army  Council.  He  personally 
had  had  enough  of  that  sort  of  thing.  They  went  there 
and  got  a  lot  of  promises  and  sympathy,  and  that  was 
the  end  of  the  matter.  He  thought  it  was  up  to  the 
Council,  in  the  interest  of  its  members,  to  take  action 
with  the  powers  that  be.  Let  them  know  in  effect  that 
they  as  a  Society  were  not  going  to  be  pushed  off  their 
objective  any  longer.  They  agreed  to  that  sort  of  thing 
during  the  war  for  patriotic  reasons.  Now  the  Amy 
talked  of  economy,  and  he  only  wished  they  had  prac- 
tised it.  Wasto  was  still  very  apparent.  If  they 
depended  upon  another  deputation,  he  thought  the  matter 
would  be  postponed  for  another  year  or  more.  He  sug- 
gested direct  action  upon  the  whole  matter. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Lloyd  thought  the  Army  Council  should 
be  approached  first.  Failing  consideration,  they  could 
then  go  to  the  House  of  Commons.  They  had  the  report, 
which  could  be  produced,  showing  that  in  the  past  the 
best  had  not  been  done  for  the  soldier  or  the  civilian. 

Mr.  Guthrie  stated  his  belief  that  the  President  had 
everybody  behind  him  in  the  stand  taken  on  the  matter. 
He  had  restrainedly  stated  their  case,  and  it  was  only 
due  to  them  to  back  him  up.  He  thought  the  strongest 
action  that  could  be  taken  was  on  the  lines  suggested 
by  the  President.  One  speaker  had  used  the  words 
"  direct  action,"  but  if  the  Army  Council  heard  that, 
he  was  sure  it  would  "quiver."  (Laughter.)  Un- 
doubtedly the  most  direct  course  was  the  one  suggested 
by  the  President,  and  by  that  they  could  reach  their 
ultimate  goal.  He,  however,  did  not  think  they  should 
entirely  rest  their  case  on  the  benefit  the  recommenda- 
tions in  the  report  would  be  for  the  Army.  He  would 
urge  the  point  of  view  of  the  standing  of  their  own 
men  in  the  matter. 

The  Vice-President  said  it  appeared  that  the  Army 
Council  took  the  view  that  any  sort  of  education  was 
good  enough  for  their  dispensers,  and  any  sort  of  dis- 
penser was  good  enough  for  their  troops.  The  Army 
School  at  Crookham  was  not  one  of  which  they  would 
as  professional  men  approve  of.  He  thought  everybody 
would  be  agreeable  if  the  Society  could  point  out  that 
what  was  not  good  enough  for  civilians  was  not  good 
enough  for  the  troops.  That  would  bring  about  a 
different  attitude  towards  them,  especially  in  the  House 
of  Commons. 

Mr.  White  said  he*  differed  from  everybody  else,  as 
he  was  not  surprised  at  the  tone  of  the  letter*  they  had 
received.  They  had  done  their  best,  and  he  did  not 
think  they  could  do  any  more  by  meetings.  The  report, 
therefore,  ought  to  be  published,  and  nobody  outside  the 
Council  could  judge  the  correctness  of  their  attitude 
until  they  had  seen  the  report.  Their  members  went  to 
'the  many  meetings  on  the  matter,  knowing  it  was  not 
necessary  to  advertise  pharmacy,  but  merely  to  do  their 
duty.  Further,  it  was  not  an  attempt  to  create  jobs 
for  pharmacists,  as  they  all  realised  it  was  no  good 
adopting  that  attitude.  If,  however,  they  could  get 
out  a  modest  plan  which  would  not  cost  the  country 
much  in  administration,  something  better  would  come 
of  their  efforts.  He  did  not  think  the  report  would  be 
accepted,  although  it  was  an  agreed  report  by  both 
parties.  He  was  therefore  disappointed,  but  not 
surprised,  they  had  turned  it  down.  The  school  was 
not  one  that  they  could  accept.  The  least  they  could 
have  done  was  to  come  to  the  Society  frankly  and  say, 
"  We  cannot  carry  out  the  whole  of  the  scheme,  but 
if  you  can  show  us  how  to  make  the  best  of  the  money 
we  have  got,  it  will  be  useful." 

Mr.  Campkin  thought  further  representations  should 
be  made. 

The  Secretary  took  the  view  that,  although  the  report 
was  a  private  one,  he  was  justified  in  saying  certain 
things  in  public.  They  commenced  on  December  16, 
1920,  and  sat  until  December  30.  1921,  at  various  times, 
and  there  were  fourteen  meetings  of  the  committee. 
There  were  not  only  their  members,  but  officers  of  the 
R.A.M.C.  who  were  appointed  in  consequence  of  their 
fitness.  With  one  exception  they  were  all  members 
of  the  medical  profession.  ~He  was  not  in  a  position  to 
give  them  the  recommendations  that  were  unanimously 
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arrived  at,  but  the  Council  was  entitled  to  ask  the  War 
Office  to  make  that  report  public.  There  was  nothing 
in  it  that  anybody  could  be  ashamed  of.  There  were 
jnany  valuable  recommendations  which,  in  time  of  war, 
would  not  be  of  any  advantage  to  enemy  nations.  The 
Council  was  inundated  during  the  war  with  hundreds 
of  letters  from  members  engaged  in  the  Service  disclosing 
a  deplorable  condition  of  affairs.  Those  letters  mot  only 
showed  that  the  pharmacists  in  the  Army  were  not  being 
given  a  proper  status,  but  showed  that,  in  addition,  an 
almost  chaotic  state  of  things  prevailed  in  regard  to 
the  treatment  of  the  millions  of  troops  in  the  wan. 
They  might  have  published  the  report  and  created  a 
sensation,  but  as  pharmacists  they  were  not  among  those 
who  wanted  to  rush  into  print,  and  instead  preferred  to 
make  representations  to  the  proper  authorities.  It  would 
have  been  a  breach  of  trust  if  he  had  given  publicity 
to  his  report  on  affairs  at  the  front,  as  the  authorities 
gave  him  every  possible  help  and  facility  to  let  him  get 
at  the  facts.  Likewise,  the  men  then  serving  had  given 
their  word  "not  to  publish  information.  Now,  however, 
those  men  were  released  from  service,  and  their  mouths 
were  no  longer  sealed.  Those  men  would  not  be  satisfied 
with  things  as  they  were  before,  and  the  Society  would 
be  doing  well  in  doing  its  utmost  to  bring  about  a 
change  in  pharmacy  conditions  in  the  Army.  The  Presi- 
dent had  suggested  going  to  the  Director-General,  and 
he  himself  thought  that  was  the  best  and  wisest  course. 
Expenditure  was  urged  against  the  adoption  of  the 
report.  He  was  therefore  prepared  to  say  in  public  that 
among  their  recommendations  which  were  made  was  one 
that  an  officer  with  the  necessary  qualification?  should 
be  appointed  to  give  advice  in  regard  to  pharmacy  and 
medical  services  generally.  He  would  be  given  a  certain 
number  of  subordinates,  one  officer  for  each  area.  At 
the  outside  that  would  be  six.  The  second  recommenda- 
tion was  the  establishment  of  a  volunteer  force  for  train- 
ing on  a  voluntary  basis  for  supplementing  the  Army 
when  the  occasion  arose.  In  other  words,  they  would 
pledge  the  Society  to  be  partners  with  the  Government 
in  peace  time  in  constituting  a  volunteer  force  of  phar- 
macists. To  urge  that  that  was  a  costly  matter  was  too 
absurd  for  words.  The  next  recommendation  was  the 
appointment  of  a  small  committee  to  be  nominated  by 
the  Society  to  advise  the  department  in  regard  to  educa- 
tion and  training  of  pharmacists  in  the  Army  and  the 
proposed  volunteer  force.  That  was  the  beginning  and 
end  of  their  recommendations,  and  it  was  ridiculous  to 
suppose  the  country  could  not  afford  the  little  expense. 
That  difficulty  of  expense,  he  thought,  they  ought  to 
get  rid  of  easily.  They  ought  to  insist  on  a  public 
investigation,  unless  the  Government  had  a  better  answer 
to  their  demand.  If  the  Government  said  definitely  it 
could  not  do  anything,  they  should  point  out  they  were 
quite  willing  to  go  to  the  authorities  and  putting  before 
Parliament  the  state  of  affairs  in  regard  to  pharmacy. 
(Hear,  hear.) 

The  President  then  put  his  motion  to  the  meeting, 
that  a  deputation  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Army 
Council,  and  it  was  carried  unanimously. 

Education  Committee 
The  Committee  agreed  to  the  recognition  of  the  follow- 
ing institutions  in  respect  of  the  subjects  indicated  : — 
Armstrong  College,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  Chemistry, 
Botany  and  Physics ;  High  School  for  Girls,  Ipswich, 
Chemistry,  Botany  and  Physics;  Aston  Technical  School, 
Birmingham,  Chemistry  and  Physics ;  York  Technical 
School,  Chemistry,  Physics  and  Botany. 
.  The  report  was  adopted. 

Finance  Committee 
The  financial  statement  showed  that  receipts  since  the 
last  meeting,  including  a  balance  of  £62  19s.  3d., 
amounted  to  £8,335  12s.  6d.,  comprising  the  following 
items  : — Balance  as  at  the  last  meeting,  £62  19s.  3d.  ; 
subscriptions,  £5,475  15s.  ;  examination-fees,  £528  5s.  ; 
registration-fees,  £291  18s.  ;  restoration-fee's  and  certifi- 
cates of  qualification,  £6  16s.  ;  penalties,  £54  3s.  ;  "  Phar- 
maceutical Journal"  advertisements.  £1,000;  "Pharma- 
ceutical Journal"  subscriptions,  £46  14s.  6d.  ;  pharma- 


ceutical press  publications,  £2  9s.  lOd. ;  "  Pharmaceutical 
Pocket  Book,"  £8  7s.  5d. ;  Register  of  Chemists  and 
Druggists,  £26  5s.  ;  B.P.  Codex  Supplement,  £8  19s.  Id. ; 
interest  on  investments,  £31  3s.  5d.  ;  School  of  Pharmacy, 
£25  5s.  ;  School  of  Pharmacy  Board  of  Education  grant, 
£766  12s.,  making  a  total  of  £8,335  12s.  6d.  From  this 
was  deducted  payments  ordered  at  the  last  meeting 
(£4,881  5s.  4d.),  and  transfer  to  deposit  account  (£3,450), 
leaving  a  balance  of  £4  7s.  2d.  The  other  balances 
were  i—  Benevolent  Fund  (current  account),  £110  5s.  lid. ; 
Benevolent  Fund  (donation  account),  £18  3s.  2d.  ;  special 
Benevolent  Fund,  £13  15s.  6d. ;  War  Auxiliary  Benevo- 
lent Fund,  £154  13s.  7d.  ;  Orphan  Fund,  £141  10s. 
Payments  amounting  to  £4,341  16s.  3d.  were  authorised, 
and  previous  payments  of  £606  10s.  2d.  were  approved. 

The  Treasurer  drew  attention  to  the  satisfactory 
report  of  the  Committee,  and  commented  on  the  fact 
that  the  grant  from  the  Board  of  Education  had  been 
doubled.  Subscriptions  had  not  come  in  quite  so  well 
as  last  year.  This  year  there  were  553  less  subscriptions 
paid.  The  registration-  and  examination-fees  were,  how- 
ever, a  little  better.

She  thought  it  was  very  gratifying  to  receive  the 
50  dollars  from  Mr.  Upsher  Smith,  who  was  a  Bell 
Scholar,  and  still  continued  his  interest  in  pharmacy 
matters  in  the  old  country.  Another  very  satisfactory 
feature  was  the  donation  of  £20  from  Mr.  Quarrell, 
who  had  written  to  say  it  was  just  twenty  years  since 
he  had  been  connected  with  the  Society,  and  he  sent 
£20  in  commemoration,  as  he  believed  the  Benevolent 
Fund  did  the  greatest  amount  of  good  in  the  best  possible 
way. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund 
A  letter  from  the  Charity  Commissioners  was  read, 
stating  that  approval  would  be  given  to  an  application 
in  due  form  for  extending  the  fund  to  the  new  objects 
proposed  in  the  official  letter,  of  January  9,  1923 
(reported  to  January  Council).  The  Committtee  recom- 
mended ; — 

That  the  Council  authorise  the  Committee  to  apply 
for  sanction  by  the  Charity  Commissioners  to  appro- 
priate the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund  to  the  follow- 
ing new'  objects  (in  so  far  as  the  fund  is  not  required 
for  purposes  within  the  present  registered  objects;  ;— 

1.  To  provide  assistance  where  needed  for  the  Phar- 
maceutical education  and  training  of  persons  who  comply 
with  the  following  conditions 

(a)  Are  the  sons  or  daughters  or  are  dependants  of 
persons  who  served  during  the  war  in  the  Navy,  Army, 
or  Air  Force,  and  were  at  the  time  of  enlistment  engaged 
in  pharmacy. 

(b)  Are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  suitable  persons 
to  receive  such  education  and  training. 

2.  To  provide  assistance  in  necessitous  cases  for  those 
who  so  served  or  for  their  dependants,  notwithstanding 
that  their  need  for  such  assistance  is  not  directly  attri- 
butable to  the  war. 

Mr.  Peck  heartily  agreed  in  the  widening  of  the  scope 
of  the  fund,  but  hoped  that  the  Committee  would  con- 
tinue to  deal  generously  with  those  cases  brought  about 
by  the  war. 

This  was  all  the  public  business. 
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Associations'  Winter  Session 

Eastbourne. — The  Eastbourne  Pharmacists'  Association 
held  a  meeting  recently,  when  a  discussion  on 
apprenticeship  took  place,  and  the  following  points  agreed 
upon  :  Indentures  should  not  be  entered  into  until  the 
apprentice  is  sixteen  years  old,  and  should  last  three  to 
four  years ;  the  educational  standard  should  be  Oxford  or 
Cambridge  Senior  Examination  ;  apprentices  should  not 
be  employed  after  7  p.m.  ;  apprentices  should  receive 
10s.  per  week  the  first  year,  15s.  per  week  the  second 
year.  £1  per  week  the  third  year,  and  £1  10s.  the 
fourth  year.  Mr.  F.  J.  Crisford  read  a  paper  on  the 
keeping  of  accounts.  He  advocated  simplicity  and  keep- 
ing' as  small  a  number  of  books  as  possible,  strongly 
urging  a  duplicate  pass  book  and  Castledene's  compre- 
hensive cash  book.    An  interesting  discussion  ensued. 

Edinburgh. — A  well-attended  mass  meeting  of 
chemists  in  business  in  the  area  of  Greater  Edinburgh, 
called  at  the  instigation  of  a  few  representative  members 
of  the  retail  trad  to  consider  the  desirability  of  inaugu- 
rating an  Association  to  function  as  did  the  late  Edin- 
burgh and  District  Chemists'  Trade  Association,  was 
held  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  house,  36  York 
Place,  Edinburgh,  on  March  1.  Mr.  Boa  was  voted  to 
the  chair,  and  Mr.  Muir  was  appointed  clerk  to  the  meet- 
ing. After  discussion,  Mr.  Kelly  moved  that  an  Asso- 
ciation be  formed  forthwith.  Mr.  K.  J.  C.  MaeLennan 
seconded,  and  the  motion  was  carried  unanimously.  The 
following  office-bearers  were  elected  : — Chairman,  Mr. 
J.  B.  Mitchell;  Vice -Chairman,  Mr.  Kelly;  Hon.  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  John  Muir;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Heddle :  Com- 
mittee, Miss  Boag  and  Messrs.  Andrew,  Boa,  Glass, 
Tainsh,  and  G.  "D.  Thomson.  It  was  remitted  to  the 
Committee  to  draw  up  a  constitution,  fix  the  amount  of 
the  annual  subscription,  and  report  to  the  next  meeting. 

Exeter. — A  meeting  of  the  South-Western  Federa- 
tion of  Pharmaceutical  Associations  was  held  on  Feb- 
ruary 28,  the  President  (Mr.  H.  E.  Matthews,  Clifton) 
in  the  chair.  In  view  of  the  general  rearrangement  in 
local  organisations  it  was  agreed  that  the  Federation 
now  served  no  useful  purpose,  and  it  was  dissolved. 

Liverpool. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association,  on  Februray  28,  Mr.  A.  W.  Ashcroft  pre- 
siding, some'  attractive  arrangements  for  the  annual  dinner, 
to  be  revived  on  March  14,  were  announced  by  the  secre- 
tary (Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst).  Mr.  Frank  Wokes,  Ph.C,  B.Sc, 
gave  a  lantern  lecture  on  The  Biological  Significance  of 
Enzymes  In  an  elaborate  paper,  illustrated  by  complex 
diagrams,  he  expounded  the  results  of  years  of  research 
by  Professor  Baily  and  others  at  Liverpool  University. 
Mr.  Prosper  Marsden  and  others  commended  the  com- 
prehensive nature  of  the  lecture.  Among  the'  audience 
were  the  lecturer's  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  S.  Wokes, 
of  the  Grassendale  Pharmacy. 

London  (S.W.). — The  South-West  London  Chemists' 
Association  held  a  meeting  at  Westminster  College, 
Clapham  Road,  on  February  20,  at  "which  a  cinema 
lecture  was  given  illustrating  the  manufacture  and 
disTribution  of  "Glaxo."  A  discussion  followed  on 
restricting  the  sale  of  "  Glaxo  "  to  chemists. 

Newcastle-on-Tyne. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne  Pharmacists'  Association  and  the  newly  formed 
branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  held  at  the  County 
Hotel  on  February  22,  the' President  (Mr.  H.  C.  Roper) 
in  the  chair,  a  lecture  was  delivered  by  Dr.  William 
Martin,  of  Brady  &  Martin,  on  The  Ductless  Glands  and 
Their  Belation  to  Medicine.  The  lecture  was  illustrated 
by  lantern  slides  showing  the  various  glands  in  the 
human  body,  and  dissected  specimens  of  these  glands 
were  also  exhibited.  Introducing  his  subject  by  giving 
the  definition  and  derivations  of  terms  employed,  he 
explained  the  difference  between  glands  with  a  duct  and 
those  which  have  no  external  ducts  at  all,  with  particular 
reference  to  the  thyroid  and  parathyroid  glands,  supra- 
renal, capsules  and  pituitary  body.  He  dealt  generally, 
giving  pictorial  examples,  with  the  history  of  the 
subject  and  the  diseases  that  arise  as  a  result  of 
deficiency  and  excess  of  such  internal  secretions,  and 
pointed  out  how  knowledge  of  this  important  subject 


had  grown  through  scientific  work  in  many  countries. 
Speaking  of  myxcedema,  he  showed  how  physicians  had 
discerned  that  the  disease  was  associated  with  wasting 
of  the  thyroid  gland,  and  eventually  Dr.  W.  Murray,  a 
Newcastle  physician,  conceived  the  idea  of  injecting  into 
the  tissues  of  a  myxoedematous  patient  the  juice  ex- 
tracted from  a  healthy  sheep's  gland  and  later  found  that 
the  same  effect  could  be  obtained  by  giving  him  the  dried 
gland  by  mouth.  Dr.  Martin  considered  it  was  hardly 
a  judicious  procedure  to  omit  the  liquor  thyroidei  from 
the  B.P.  1914,  as  he  had  found  that  many  patients 
preferred  the  fresh  liquid  to  the  dried  powder.  He 
also  thought  that  the  official  dose  of  the  powder  should 
be  dropped  to  i  to  3  grains.  He  referred  to  the  work 
of  Dr.  Reid  Hunt,  whose  researches  on  thyroid  led  hira 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  physiological  activity  runs 
parallel  with  the  iodine  content.  He  deplored  the  loose- 
ness of  nomenclature  which  resulted  in  so  much  con- 
fusion in  dosage,  and  thought  it  would  be  an  immense 
advantage  if  prescribers  would  free  their  prescriptions 
from  all  ambiguity  by  stating  their  doses  more  clearly 
in  terms  of  thvroideum  siccum.  He  showed  also  that 
in  the  case  of  some  glands — as,  for  example,  the  supra- 
renal— although  curative  effects  on  particular  diseases, 
e.g.  Addison's,  were  not  obtained,  failure  to  relieve  by 
substitution  treatment  might  be  due  to  the  fact  that 
we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  discover  the  right  method 
of  preparing  and  administering  the  gland,  yet  active 
principles  were  extracted  which  were  of  the  very  greatest 
use  in  the  practice  of  medicine.  He  was  inclined  to 
agree  with  Professor  Swale  Vincent  that  "it  is  advisable 
to  adopt  a  name  which  has  no  commercial  attachments," 
such  a  name  as  that  used  in  the  B.P.  Codex,  adrenine. 
The  kymograph  was  shown  upon  the  screen,  and  the 
method  in  use  in  the  pharmacological  laboratories  for 
making  tracings  of  blood  pressure  fully  described.  Tfi3 
pituitary  gland  was  then  dealt  with.  It  was  unfortu- 
nately the  ease,  said  Dr.  Martin,  that  much  extravagance 
of  statement  was  from  time  to  time  made,  causing  the 
unfortunate  victims  of  various  ailments  to  indulge  in 
hopes  which  with  our  present  knowledge  could  not  be 
realised.  In  concluding  his  remarks,  he  emphasised  that 
in  his  judgment  it  would  be  a  good  thing  if  everyone 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  these 
substances  would  take  for  his  motto  the  words  of 
Ruskin  :  "  Look  to  it  ,  first,  that  you  get  wholesome 
honesty,  for  the  foundation  of  all  things." 

WaltSiamstow. — A  meeting  of  the  Walthamstow  Ph?-"- 
maceutical  Association  was  held  on  February  21,  at  which 
Mr.  W.  Gray  (President)  reported  that  as  a  result  of 
the  recent  whist-drive  a  balance  of  £12  10s.  would  be 
available  for  the  Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  A  cheque  for  this  amount  has  been  handed 
to  Miss  Buchanan  by  the  treasurer.  Mr.  John  Noble 
then  gave  his  interesting  and  instructive  lecture  entitled 
The  Ancient  History  of  Some  Familiar  Drugs.  This 
was  much  appreciated  by  the  members,  who  voted  a  sum 
of  £2  2s.  to  Mr.  Noble  for  the  Benevolent  Fund. 

Wolverhampton. — The  Wolverhampton  Chemists'  Asso- 
tion  held  the  twenty-third  annual  meeting  on  February  21. 
There  was  a  good  attendance,  presided  over  by  Mr. 
Coleman.  After  the  adoption  of  the  annual  report  and 
financial  statement,  new  officers  and  committee  for  forth- 
coming session  were  elected  as  follows  :  President,  Mr. 
Hagyard ;  Vice-President,  Mr.  L.  J.  Reade ;  Hon.  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  Mr.  S.  Phillips  ;  Committee,  Messrs. 
Coleman,  Dunn,  Gibson,  Marlow.  M.  R.  Warner,  and 
C.  M.  Warner.  The  sum  of  £3  3s.  was. allocated  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Benevolent  Fund.,  also  £1  Is. 
for  prizes  in  botany  and  chemistry  at  the  local  Technical 
School. 

Wrexham. — A  meeting  of  the  Wrexham  and-  East 
Denbighshire  Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  Feb- 
ruary 28,  Mr.  C.  G.  Caldecott  in  the  chair.  The  meet- 
ing formed  a  branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union.  The  plans  for  the 
forthcoming  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  were 
read  and  discussed.  Mr.  J.  B.  Francis  (secretary)  then 
explained  the  business  services  of  the  R.P.U.  Mr.  C.  G. 
Caldecott  was  appointed  a  delegate  to  the  R.P.U. 
Conference. 
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North -Western  Federation 

A  meeting  of  the  North-Western  Fsderation  of  Local 
Associations  was  held  in  Liverpool  on  March  7.  The  Presi- 
dent (Mr.  F.  W.  Bates),  who  occupied  the  chair,  regretted 
the  attendance  was  not  larger,  and  reminded  the  delegates 
of  the  high  ideals  of  meetings  preceding  the  war.  As 
neither  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  nor  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  would  be  able  to  take  part  in  con- 
ferences of  this  Federation,  he  asked  the  delegates  to 
decide  whether  they  wished  to  dissolve,  to  reconstruct, 
or  to  carry  on  with  the  existing  machinery  which  would 
be  available  for  emergencies.  Messrs.  Clubb,  Harold 
Wyatt,  David  Evans  and  others  took  pait  in  discussions, 
and  it  was  resolved  to  carry  on  under  the  present  title, 
but  not  to  call  for  any  more  subscriptions  until  a  fighting 
fund  became  necessary,  there  being  a  balance  in  hand 
over  and  above  the  subscriptions  received  last  year. 
Mr.1  Bates,  speaking  for  the  R.P.U.,  announced  an 
immediate  circular  for-  the  education  of  the  public  on 
dispensing  and  general  services  offered  by  pharmacists.  A 
letter  was  read  from  Mr.  F.  Hindle,  representative  of 
the  Federation  on  the  R.P.U.,  announcing  his  removal 
to  Sheffield  (C.  &  D.,  March  3,  p.  290),  and  offering 
to  resign.  It  was  resolved  that  he  be  asked  to  serve 
until  next  March. 

South  Wales  Federation 

The  South  Wales  and  Monmouthshire  Federation  of 
Pharmaceutical  Associations  held  a  meeting  at  Barry 
recently,  when  the  President  (Mr.  Harry  S.  Arnold) 
occupied  the  chair.  There  was  a  full  attendance  of 
delegates.  It  was  .  reported  that,  mainly  owing  to  the 
efforts  of  the  Federation,  there  had  been  established  at 
Haverfordwest  and  Llanelly  evening  classes  in  chemistry, 
physics  and  botany  where  apprentices  could  pursue  their 
studies  during  their  leisure  time.  Discussions  were  held 
regarding  the  price-cutting  of  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  lines  by  co-operative  societies.  Mention  was 
made  that  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  are  inquiring 
into  this  question,  with  a  prospect  of  success.  The 
advisability  of  pharmacists  transferring  their  present 
insurances  of  stock  against  fire,  burglary,  etc.,  was  con- 
sidered, a  letter  being  read  from  the  R.P.U.  suggesting 
the  change.  The  Chemists'  Mutual  Insurance  Co.  offer 
to  insure  at  premiums  20  per  cent,  below  those  offered 
by  other  insurance  companies,  with  a  promise  of  bonuses 
or  reductions  if  the  members  of  the  craft  as  a  whole 
support  the  scheme.  Discussion  was  postponed  until  next 
meeting.  The  principal  business  was  to  decide  the 
future  of  the  Federation,  as,  owing  to  the  possibility 
of  much  overlapping  in  local  organisation,  due  to  the 
number  of  various  associations,  it  was  found  a  difficult 
matter  for  all  these  organisations  to  exist.  Mr.  Leo 
Joseph  (vice-chairman  of  the  R.P.U.)  explained  the 
scheme  as  suggested  by  his  Union.  It  was  proposed 
that  steps  should  be  taken  by  the  Federation  at  the 
next  annual  meeting  in  May  to  become  a  body  composed 
of  R.P.U.  branches.  The  next  meeting  will  be  held  in 
Cardiff.

A  meeting  of  the  Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom 
was  held  in  London  recently,  the  Rt.  Hon.  F.  D. 
Ackland  in  the  chair. 

Finance 

The  statement  of  accounts  showed  that  the  receipts 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1922,  amounted  to 
£63,669  19s.  8d.,  of  which  £62,260  2s.  6d.  was  in  respect 
of  registration  and  other  fees.  The  principal  items  of 
expenditure  were: — Board  fees,  etc.,  £2,775;  examiners' 
fees  and  examination  expenses  (£4,221  less  examination- 
fees,  £3,400),  £821;  grants  to  students,  £834;  printing, 
£1,071;  salaries  and  wages,  £4,442;  office  expenses  (  + 
i%  of  General  Medical  Council's  expenditure),  £2,327; 
law  expenses,  £841 ;  Hallam  Street  premises,  £15,849. 
The  surplus  of  receipts  over  expenditure  amounted  to 
£34,284  17s.  lid. 

Alcohol 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  November  22,  1922, 
attention  was  drawn  to  a  communication  from  Mr.  J.  H. 
Gough  (Reynolds  &  Branson,  Ltd.,  Leeds),  in  regard 
to  the  refusal  by  the  Excise  authorities  to  sell  alcohol 
to  dentists  on  the  ground  that  it  was  only  to  be  used 
for  strictly  medical  and  scientific  purposes,  and  the 
registrar  was  directed  to  write  to  ihe  Board  of  Customs 
drawing  attention  to  the  matter  (C.  &  D.,  II.,  1922, 
p.  858).  The  following  communication,  dated  January  16, 
had  been  received  from  the  Custom  House  : — 

Sih,— With  reference  to  your  letter  No.  16703  of  the  8th 
instant,  and  previous  correspondence,  I  am  directed  by  the 
Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  to  inform  you  that  they  have 
decided  that  for  the  present  they  will  not  object  to  duly 
qualified  chemists  and  druggists  selling  withou;  a  spirit 
licence  not  more  than  5  fluid  ounces  at  one  time  of  pure 
duty-paid  spirits  of  wine  (including  absolute  alcohol)  to 
registered  dentists  for  strictly  professional  purpo:es. 

1  am  also  to  inform  you  that  a  manufacturing  or  whole- 
sale chemist  or  druggist  who  holds  a  licence  under  Section  9 
of  the  Finance  Act,  1911,  is  entitled  to  sell  spirits  of  wine 
(including  absolute  alcohol)  to  a  registered  dentist  who 
requires  such  spirits  for  use  for  scientific  purposes  in  his 
laboratory,  and  that  where  spirits  are  so  required  this 
Department  will  raise  no  objection  on  the  ground  that  the 
spirits  purchased  are  used  by  him  partly  for  his  other  pro- 
fessional purposes. 

Discipline  Committee 

The  report  of  this  Committee  states  that  the  solicitor 
has  been  directed  to  take  proceedings  in  several  cases 
of  practice  by  persons  not  on  the  Register.  The  Com- 
mittee express  the  view  that  the  distribution  of  the 
"  Warning  Notices  "  to  all  registered  practitioners  is, 
in  their  opinion,  a  full  and  sufficient  warning  for  those 
who  desire  to  act  in  a  professional  manner.- 

Registration 

The  registrar  reported  that  since  January  27,  1922, 
when  the  office  was  opened  for  the  receipt  of  applica- 
tions for  registration,  12,305  forms  have  been  issued 
and  10,867  applications  returned.  Of  109  applicants 
whose  communications  reached  the  Board  after  tha 
interim  period,  two  were  chemists,  and  at  the  date  of  the 
report  (January  31),  the  applications  of  sixty-three 
chemists  were  still  under  consideration.  The  following 
is  an  extract  from  the  tabular  statement  appended  by

Local  Reports 
ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Devon. — A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
was  held  at  Exeter  on  'February  28,  Mr.  M.  T.  Foster 
in  the  chair.  The  Insurance  Committee  were  asked  to 
adopt  a  paper  of  better  quality  for  prescription  forms, 
and  also  to  remind  panel  -doctors  of  the  importance  of 
legibly  inserting  the  patient's  name  and  address  on 
scripts.  The  Standing  Joint  Committee  of  the  South 
Western  Panel  and  L.M.  Committees  was  asked  to  issue 
a  slip  of  errata  noted  in  the  South  Western  Formulary 
after  submitting  a  draft  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 
The  report  of  the  -Central  Checking  Bureau  for  October 
was  approved. 

Kesteven  (Lines.)  -At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee held  recently,  the  Joint  Services  Sub-Committee 
reported  the  receipt-  of  several  letters  from  a  panel 
doctor  alleging  complaints  by  insured  persons  as  to  the 
dispensing  by  a  panel  chemist ;  also  communications  from 
the  panel  chemist  denying  the  allegations  made,  but  no 
letters  of  complaint  from  insured  persons.  The  Com- 
mittee were  not  satisfied  that  the  alleged  complaints  were 
justified,  but  decided  to  call  the  attention  of  the  chemist 
to  his  obligations  as  a  panel  chemist.  The  doctor  in 
question  was  dispensing  for  insured  persons,  although 
they  were  residing  within  a  chemist's  radius,  and  it  . 
was  decided  that  his  attention  be  drawn  to  the  fact  that 
this  was  quite  inconsistent  with  the-  statutory  scheme  for 
the  administration  of  medical  benefit,  and  that  as  re- 
garded persons  residing  within  a  chemist's  radius,  he  be 
requested  in  future  to  issue  prescriptions  in  the  usual 
way.    The  report  was  adopted. 

London. — The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee was  held  on  February  22,  Mr.  F.  A.  Thomas 
(chairman)  presiding.  The  Finance  Sub-Committee  re- 
commended the  payment  of  accounts  amounting  to  £24,100 
10s.  Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  £18,297  5s.  lOd.  was 
to  chemists  for  the  medical  year  1922-23.  The  accounts 
were  passed.  The  General  Purposes  Sub-Committee  re- 
commended that  Mr.  T.  G.  Harris  be  appointed  a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub -Committee. 
The  recommendation  was  adopted.  The  following  are 
now  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub- 
Committee  : — Representatives  of  Insurance  Committee  : 
Messrs.  J.  Lesser.  G.  L.  Lingstrom,  F.  G.  Harris.  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  :  Messrs. 
G.  B.  Barnard,  J.  Keall,  and  A.  B.  Melhuish.  The 
Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  referred  to  cases  of 
certain  chemists  against  whom  proceedings  were  taken 
by  the  St.  Pancras  Borough  Council  in  respect  of  in- 
accurate dispensing.  The  cases  were  referred  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Seryice  Sub-Committee.  The  action  of 
the  sub-committee  was  approved.  The  Medical  Benefit 
Sub-Committee  reported  that  the  number  of  persons 
supplying  drugs  and  appliances  was  804.  Of  those  736 
were  chemists. 

Portsmouth. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  March  1,  the  following  statistical  data-  for  1921 
and  1922  were  submitted  : —

The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  had  pointed  out  that  it 
was  the  practice  of  chemists  whenever  a  doctor  ordered 
a  proprietary  article  to  break  the  package  and  supply 
the  exact  quantity,  with  the  result  that  the  chemist  had 
in  many  instances  been  unable  to  dispose  of  the  remainder 
of  the  package.  The  Finance  Committee  suggested  a 
conference  between  the  Panel  Committee  and  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee,  which  had  suggested  that  pro- 
prietary preparations  usually  supplied  in  sealed  packages 
be  dispensed  in  the  original  packages,  provided  that  such 
preparations  are  not  prescribed  as  ingredients  in.  a  mix- 


ture, etc.  That  the  package  supplied  be  the  next  nearest 
size  up  or  down.  That  the  chemist  note  on  the  script 
the  size  supplied.  That  the  above  arrangements  shall 
not  apply  to  proprietary  preparations  coming  within  the 
scope  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Regulations.  That  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  prepare  a  list  of  proprietary 
articles  commonly  ordered,  the  list  to  indicate  the  sizes 
and  contents  of  packages,  and  that  the  list  be  circulated 
by  the  Insurance  Committee  to  all  doctors  on  the 
panel. 

Surrey.— The  Panel  Committee  for  the  county  of 
Surrey  have  issued  another  edition  of  their  Pharmaco- 
poeia. The  number  of  formulas  tends  to  increase;  in 
the  last  edition,  published  in  1917,  there  were  sixty-two, 
in  the  present  issue  the  number  is  seventy.  There  are 
a  few  minor  alterations  in  the  ingredients  of  the  various 
preparations.  A  list  is  given  of  equivalents  of  certain 
proprietary  articles.  A  correspondent  points  out  that 
it  would  be  a  convenience  to  the  dispenser  if,  in  future 
issues,  the  quantities  for  either  a  6-oz.  or  8-oz.  size 
bottle  were  given,  as  in  some  other  insurance  Pharma- 
copoeias.

he  annual   meeting    of    the  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
ociety  of  Ireland  was  held  on  February  27  at  11  Waring 
treet,  Belfast,  Mr.  Fred  T.  Storey  .  (President)  in  the 
hair.    The  President  expressed  pleasure  at  seeing  Mr. 
.  D.  Carse  present  after  his  long  illness.     Mr.  W.  J. 
ankin  (secretary)  read  his  annual  report,  in  which  he 
tated  that  membership  has  been  largely  increased  during 
he  year.    The  committee  desire  again  to  urge  all  regis- 
ered  druggists  in  the  trade  to  become  members,  and  so 
trengthen  the  hands  of  those  carrying  on  the  work.  He 
lso  reviewed  the  outstanding  features  of  the  year.  The 
reasurer's  statement  was  read  by  Mr.  Gibson,  showing  a 
ood  balance  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  reports,  Mr.  Storey  said 
was  encouraging  to  see  so  many  new  members  joining, 
they  would  not  be  content  until  every  registered  druggist 
vas  a  member.    Since  the  All-Ireland  Registered  Druggist 
neeting  in  Belfast  a  committee  had  been  at  work  trying 
a  find  an  amicable  settlement  of  the  registered  druggist 
uestion  which  will  be  accepted  by  the  pharmaceutical 
hemists  as  well  as  the  registered  druggists.    A  deputation 
rom  their  Society  had  recently  travelled  to  Dublin  to  meet 
his  committee  and  discussed  the  position.    He  was  glad 
see  the  deputation  acknowledge  the  courtesy  and  wel- 
ome  extended  to  them  by  the  President  (Dr.  Barnes)  and 
is  Southern  friends.    There  had  been  some  correspondence 
arried  on  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  over  this  ques- 
lon.    He  did  not.  take  part,  as  he  considered  his  hands 
ied,  being  a  member  of  the  committee  dealing  with  the 
atter.    After  the  scheme,  if  they  would  hammer  one  out, 
as  placed  on  the  table  he  expected  there  would  be  a 
igorous  correspondence  in  the  trade  Press,  and,  if  so,  he 
nioerely  hoped  it  would  be  on  the  merits  of  the  case  and 
ould  not  develop  into  personalities.    They  all  regretted 
hat  parts   of    their   unfortunate  country  were  passing 
hrough  such  a  terrible  time,  and  hoped  and  prayed  that 
he  time  was  not  far  distant  when  they  would  get  back 
normal.    Mr.  Unsworth  seconded  the  adoption  of  the 
eports,  which  were  agreed  to.    The  President  then  pre- 
ssed   Mr.    John   Joseph    MoCann    with    the  Haslett 
emorial  Medal,  and  congratulated  him  on  his  success  in 
btaining  highest  marks  at  the  examination  for  registered 
ruggists  this  year. 

Election  of  Officers 

Mr.  Gibson,  in  moving  the  re-election  of  Mr.  Storey  as 
resident  for  the  fourth  year  in  succession,  said  that  in 
he  exceptional  circumstances  of  the  time,  when  they  were 
the  midst  of  the  registered  druggists'  question,  the 
ommittee  felt  it  would  be  unwise  to  make  any  change  in 
le  presidency,  although  it  was  against  the  understanding 
that  the  chair  should  go  round.     They  had  accordingly 
nominated  Mr.  Storey.    He  was  a  member  of  the  Council 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  had  made  his  mark 
ere,  and  had  made  an  impression  that  they  were  likely 
reap  the  benefit  of  in  future.    The  registered  druggists 
had  shown  to  the  committee  in  Dublin  that  it  would  be  to 
the  benefit  not  only  of  the  community,  but  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical chemists,  if  the  original  intention  of  the  Act  of 
1875  was  carried  out,  and  that  there  should  be  only  one 
grade  in  Ireland,  and  it  should  be  a  grade  entitled  to 
dispense  prescriptions.    So  far  as  the  committee  was  con- 
cerned, they  made  a  great  step  in  that  direction  the  pre- 
vious day,  and  he  would  be  very  greatly  surprised  if  the 
committee  would  not  report  to  the  Council  favourably  to 
their  interests.    He  had  great  pleasure  in  moving  that 
Mr.  Storey  be  asked  to  accept  the  presidency  for  another 
year.    Mr.  Carse    seconded    the    resolution,    which  was 
passed  by  acclamation.     Mr.  Storey,  who  was  received 
with  applause,  said  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to  him  to  know 
that  any  work  he  had  done  had  been  appreciated.    It  was, 
course,  difficult  for  him  as  President  to  steer  a  course 
agreeable  to  all,  but  he  felt  that  he  must  still  retain  their 
confidence  by  the  unanimous  way  they  had  re-elected  him 
the  chair.    He  sincerely  believed  that  the  scheme  was 
it  the  benefit  of  pharmacists  generally.    There  had  been 
great  deal  of  talk  as  to  the  status  of  the  pharmaceutical 


chemists  and  the  standard  of  the  preliminary  and  general 
education.  The  first  step  towards  improvement  in  that 
way  would  be  to  tackle  the  registered  druggist  grade.  It 
seemed  extraordinary  there  was  no  grade  similar  to  it 
anywhere  except  in  this  country.  A  point  that  seemed 
to  be  overlooked  by  a  great  many  was  that  the  druggists 
had  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  their  own  for  that  grade, 
which  they  might  call  a  vested  right  or  interest,  and 
which  no  one  could  take  from  them,  but  trouble  could  be 
surmounted  by  getting  the  druggists  to  agree  to  have  that 
grade  discontinued,  which  they- were  quite  willing  to_  do, 
provided  there  was  some  compensation  given  for  those  in 
business.  Mr.  Storey  concluded  by  expressing  his  appre- 
ciation of  the  services  rendered  him  by  the  secre- 
taries, Mr.  W.  J.  Rankin  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Wilson,  whom  he 
was  sorry  were  resigning.  Messrs.  F.  T.  .Smith,  J.P.. 
(Antrim),  T.  Sandford  (Newtownards),  J.  Moffett  (Bel- 
fast), and  J.  E.  O'Neill,  J.P.  (Magera)  were  re-elected 
Vice-Presidents,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Storey,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Guthrie.  Mr.  Samuel  Gibson,  J. P.,  was  re-elected 
treasurer,  and  Messrs.  William  Martin  and  E.  J.  Roberts 
auditors.  Mr.  Gibson  was  again  nominated  as  representa- 
tive to  the  Council  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  The 
committee  was  selected  as  follows  :  Messrs.  C.  B.  Aber- 
nethy,  J.  D.  Carse,  T.  J.  Eglinton,  W.  J.  Gibson,  W.  T. 
Gordon,  J.  F.  Grimes,-  J.P.  (Pomeroy),  J.  Guthrie,  S. 
Haydock,  H.  Holmes,  R.  Kells,  J.  Long,  R.  A.  Jamison, 
George  Johnson,  W.  Martin,  J.  Macauley,  J.  A. 
McRoberts,  S.  Nevin,  E.  J.  Roberts,  A.  W.  Stsvenson, 
J.  Walsh,  and  S.  Orr  (Lisburn),  with  Messrs.  W.  J. 
Rankin,  S.  Suffern,  and  S.  McDowell,  past-presidents,  ez- 
officio.  Mr.  Rankin  said  he  felt  the  time  had  come  when 
he  should  give  way  to  -a  younger  man  as  secretary,  and 
Mr.  Wilson  intimated  that  owing  to  pressure  of  business 
hs  could  not  act.  It  was  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Macauley,  seconded  by  Mr.  Abernethy,  and  supported  by 
Mr.  Gibson,  that  Mr.  J.  Moffett  be  appointed.  Mr. 
Moffett  agreed  to  take  up  the  position.  A  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  was  passed  to  the  outgoing  officials,  and  Mr.  Wilson 
was  unanimously  elected  a  Vice-President,  Mr.  Rankin 
being  a  past-president. 

Mr.  Storey  said  that  when  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  was 
going  through  the  House  of  Commons,  Mr.  Denis  Henry, 
K.C.,  M.P.,  and  Captain  C.  C.  Craig,  M.P.,  rendered 
good  service  to  them.  These  gentlemen  had  been  honoured 
by  the  King,  and  he  moved  that  they  send  their  con- 
gratulations.   This  was  agreed  to. 

Belfast  Corporation  Bill 

Mr.  W.  E.  Wilson,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  referred 
at  considerable  length  to  the  Belfast  Corporation  Bill, 
which  will  come  up  in  the  Session  of  the  Northern  Parlia- 
ment, now  opened,  and  one  of  the  clauses  of  which  seeks 
to  give  the  Corporation  power  to  open  municipal  pharma- 
cies. One  or  two  members  of  the  Association,  he  stated, 
had  said  that  the  bill  mattered  very  little  to  them,  and 
they  had  no  interest  in  it.  That  was  a  complete  mistake. 
It  affected  them  very  intimately.  They  already  knew  as 
the  bill  stood  that  dispensing  was  the  matter  that  was 
at  stake.  Power  was  wanted,  however,  to  open  not  only 
dispensaries,  but  chemists'  shops  all  over  the  city,  night 
or  day.  One  day  there  might  be  changes  in  the  composi- 
tion of  the  Corporation,  and  the  new  body- might  develop 
the  powers  they  had,  with  the  consequence  they  would 
open  these  chemists'  shops  in  the  various  parts  of  the  city. 
The  druggists'  interests  were  as  much  at  stake  as  th« 
pharmacists,  and  there  should  be  no  apathy.  A  great  dea^l 
depended  on  the  decisions  taken  in  the  next  six  months. 
The  bill  would  be  before  the  Northern  Parliament  very 
shortly,  and  it  behoved  them  to  fight  this  proposal  very 
strongly.  Mr.  Samuel  Gibson,  J. P.,  said  he  had  brought 
the  matter  before  the  Council  of  the  Belfast  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  which  had  passed  a  resolution  strongly  con- 
demnatory of  municipal  trading.  They  had  forwarded  it 
to  every  member  of  the  House  of  Commons  and  the  Senate. 
The  Chamber  was  dead  against  all  sorts  of  municipal 
trading. 

New  parcel-post  rates  to  Mauritius  and  to  various  parts 
of  China  are  given  in  "  The-  London  Gazette  "  of 
March  2. 
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Port  of  London  Dock  Charges 


During  the  present  session  of  Parliament  the  Port  of 
London  Authority  is  to  introduce  a  Bill  (which  has 
been  drafted  and  printed)  that  will  enable  the  Authority 
to  increase  certain  dock  rates,  rents  and  charges.  As 
we  pointed  out  recently  (C.  <£•  D.,  December  2,  p.  777), 
the  increased  charging  powers,  which  resulted  in  new 
but  only  temporary  maximum  rates,  were  due  to 
expire  on  February  15,  1923,  and  these  were  subsequently 
prolonged  by  the  Ministry  of  Transport  for  another 
twelve  months.  The  present  Bill  is,  therefore,  intended 
to  become  law  before  1924,  so  that  the  rates  that  were 
current  before  the  war  may  be  abolished  altogether. 
These  rates  are,  of  course,  still  the  official  or  basic 
rates,  and  in  addition  bear  a  percentage  increase  which 
on  landing  and  extra  charges  for  goods  imported  is 
62^  per  cent.,  and  rent  55  per  cent.  (C.  &  D.,  Decem- 


ber 30,  p.  949).  The  present  tariff  is  based  on  the 
London  and  St.  Katherine  Docks  Act  of  1864  and  the 
East  and  West  India  Dock  Company's  Extension  Act, 
1882,  which  in  view  of  present-day  conditions  the  Port 
Authorities  consider  are  obsolete.  In  the  schedule  given 
below  a  comparison  is  made  of  the  proposed  new  landing 
rates  with  the  old  rates  so  far  as  it  is  possible.  It  should 
be  noted  in  regard  to  the  old  rate  that  the  percentage 
increase  has  to  be  added  (namely,  62^  per  cent.)  in  order 
to  determine  the  exact  amount  payable.  But,  even  so,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  proposed  charges  in  some  cases  are 
greatly  in  advance  of  the  present  rates.  It  is  under- 
stood, however,  that  these  rates  are  simply  to  be  the 
new  statutory  maxima,  and  do  not  represent  the  rates 
•which  will  actually  be  levied.  The  matter  is  dealt  with 
editorially  in  this  issue.

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Trade  Report 

42,  Cannon  Street,  E.C.4,  March  8 

The  Mincing  Lane  produce  markets  have  shown  a 
general  lack  of  activity  this  week,  which,  has  been  almost 
devoid  of  interesting  features.  The  fact  that  a  crude  drug 
auction  is  to  be  held  this  day  fortnight  has  helped  to 
defer  purchases  of  drugs  until  that  event.  Cardamoms  are 
a  strong  and  dearer  market,  and  higher  prices  are  asked 
for  Cartagena  ipecacuanha.  Agar-agar  keeps  firm,  but 
shipments  are  close  at  hand,  when  prices  should  be  easier. 
Honey  also  keeps  firm,  and  Jamaica  in  some  instances  is 
held  for  higher  prices.  Menthol  is  lower,  both  on  spot 
and  forward.  Canary  seed  has  recovered  from  last 
week's  decline  and  is  now  firm.  Small  size  Japanese 
camphor  tablets  have  been  in  better  demand  on  spot  and 
to  arrive.  Ginger  has  been  active  and  much  dearer,  par- 
ticularly Cochin  and  Japanese ;  the  United  States  and 
the  Continent  have  bought  largely.  Zanzibar  cloves  have 
been  quiet  after  the  excitement  of  last  week.  Sarsa- 
parilla  remains  firm,  and  any  arrivals  of  grey  Jamaica 
are  readily  taken  up.  Hull  castor  oil  is  firmer,  and  new 
Norwegian  cod  liver  oil  is  easier.  Mercury  has  appre- 
ciated about  10s.  per  bottle,  but  mercurials  are  unaltered 
at  last  week's  decline  of  2d.  per  lb.

The  spot  market  has  not  been  in  any  way  active  during 
the  week,  but  the  tone  is  influenced  by  the  position  in 
Germany.  Owing  to  the  occupation  of  a  large  slice  of 
industrial  Germany  by  Franco-Belgian  forces,  and  the 
action  taken,  it  is  now  hopeless  to  look  for  any  furthe 
supplies  of  chemicals  coming  to  hand  from  that  area  as 
long  as  present  conditions  last.  Goods  of  all  kinds  in 
transit  have  been  seized  by  the  Franco-Belgian  Customs 
who  will  not  let  them  through  unless  an  export  or  impor 
licence,  as  tin,  case  may  be,  is  obtained  and  a  tax  of 
10  per  cent.  paid.  Should  the  British  importer  or  ex 
porter,  in  order  to  obtain  his  goods,  pay  this  10  pei 
cent,  tax  out  of  his  own  pocket  then  the  German  work 
men  will  not  handle  the  goods.  In  this  way  there 
is  a  complete  deadlock.  British-owned  goods  consigned 
from  unoccupied  Germany  passing  down  "the  Rhine  have 
been  seized  in  this  manner,  and  protests  to  our  Govern 
ment  have  been  of  no  avail.  They  seem  to  be  quite 
helpless,  and  have  so  far  refused  to  make  any  prates 
to  the  Franco-Belgian  authorities  against  this  unwarrant 
able  interference  with  British  trade.  German  goods  con 
signed  from  that  country  to  the  United  Kingdom  have 
for  some  time  been  liable  to  a  Reparation  duty  ol 
26  per  cent,  upon  importation  into  this  country  anc 
France  and  Belgium  could  have  enforced  a  similar  dut' 
if  they  had  liked ;  instead  of  doing  this  they  hav' 
taken  the  present  action  and  are  levying  the  10  per  cent 
tax  on  goods  that  are  in  course  of  transit,  not  onl; 
to  their  own  countries,  but  also  to  America,  the  Unitec 
Kingdom,  and  elsewhere  overseas.  It  is  perfectly  obvioui 
that  if  the  Franco-Belgian  authorities  were  only  con 
cerned  in  getting  payment  of  Reparations  they  have  tli. 
power  to  put  a  26  per  cent,  levy  on  all  imports  o 
German  goods  into  their  respective  countries,  whicl 
would  bring  them  in  much  more  than  the  present  action 
and  would  not  be  interfering  with  the  trade  of  othe 
nations.  So  long  as  the  present  position  lasts  spot  price 
seem  certain  to  advance,  and  may  reach  very  high  rate 
if  the  position  is  not  relieved.

It  is  true  that  stocks  are  running  low,  but  buyers 
are  holding  back  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  chiefly  on  account 
of  the  absence  of  confidence  in  the  effectiveness  of  the 
recently  achieved  stabilisation  of  the  mark.  The  export 
trade  has  lost  its  recent  briskness  coincidently  with  the  appre- 
ciation in  the  value  of  the  mark,  and  the  further  increased 
railway  charges  have  had  an  adverse  effect  on  business  and 
industry.

quinine  hydrochloride  and  sulphate  are  offered  below  con- 
vention price  at  £4  10s. ;  salicylic  acid,  2s.  8d.,  2s.  9d.,  and 
§1.25;   santonin,  £83;   sodium  benzoate,  while  Is.  5d.  per 
lb.,  is  quoted  by  one  wholesale  house,  other  advices  stale 
that  in  regard  to  this  article,  the  shortage  of  raw  materials 
makes  itself  very  much  felt,   and  prices  are  a  matter  of 
negotiation,  even  offers  of  Is.  9d.  per  lb.,  f.o.b.  Hamburg, 
being  at  the  moment  no  inducement  and  below  the  co?t 
of  production ;    another  quotation  is  18.50  lire  per  kilo : 
tartaric  acid.  fl.  1.40  to  1.50;  vanillin.  45s.    With  reference  to 
the  export  and  import  difficulties  resulting  from  the  fiscal 
measures  recently  introduced  in  the  Rhineland  and  Ruhr  by 
the  Franco-Belgian  authorities,  the  British  High  Commis- 
sioner at  Coblentz  reports  a  decision  taken  on  March  3  with 
a  view  to  facilitating'  the  exportation  from  the  territory  ; 
occupied  under  the  Rhineland  agreement  of  goods  which 
firms  in  Allied  countries  had  agreed  to  purchase  under  con- 
tracts dated  before  January  25,  and  during  the  next  threo 
months  genuine  cases  of  hardship  may  be  settled  on  the 
following  lines: — 1.  The  purchasing  firm  in  the  country  of 
destination  may  itself  apply  to  the  licence  office  at  Bad  Ems 
for  the  issue  of  an  export  licence,  or  if  an  Ems  licence  was 
issued  before  January  25,  may  apply  for  such  licence  to 
be  stamped  in  recognition  of  its  validity.      2.  Goods  in 
respect  of  which  the  licence  formalities  have  been  complied 
with  may  be  exported  on  payment  of  the  export  duty  in 
force  when  the  purchase  contract  was  signed,  instead  of  the 
new  export  duty  of  10  per  cent.    3.  The  firm  in  the  Allied 
country  which  is  to  receive  the  goods  will  be  exempt  from 
the  obligation  to  deposit  a  proportion  of  the  purchase  price 
in  the  form  of  foreign  valuta  with  a  bank  in  the  occupied 
territory.    Further,  a  decision  was  arrived  at  on  March  6 
to  release  immediately  all  goods  for  British  firms  on  which  i 
the  export  duty  at  the  rates  previously  in  force  has  been 
paid  either  to  the  German  or  to  the  Allied  authorities,  and  J 
which  were  sent   forward  before  February  20.    In  cases  J 
where  such  export  duty  has  not  already  been  paid,  payment 
must  be  made  to  the  Allied  authorities.    This  arrangement 
applies  at  present  to  the  territories  occupied  under  the 
Rhineland  Agreement,  and  also  to  Emmerich,  Duisburg.  and 
Ruhrort.    It  is  expected  that  the  authorities  in  the  Ruhr  I 
district  will  adopt  similar  measures,  but  their  decision  has 
not  yet  been  given.      British  traders  who  desire  to  take 
advantage  of  the  above  arrangements  should  forward  full  \ 
particulars  of  the  goods,  name  and  address  of  the  supplier, 
and  dates  of  the  orders  to  the  British  High  Commissioner,  i 
Inter-Allied  Rhineland  High  Commission,  Coblentz.     The  :j 
fact  must  not  be  lost  sight  of  that  the  German  Government  I 
refuses  to   recognise   the   validity   of  the  fiscal  measures  I 
imposed  by  the  occupying  forces,  and  persistently  exhorts 
its  nationals  to  ignore  the  new  regime,  and  to  continue  to  I 
pay  the  German  dues  to  some  convenient  German  bureau,  J 
observing   at    the   same   time    all    the   export  or  import  i 
formalities  prescribed  by  the  German  authorities.    In  this  A 
connection  it  is  significant  that  the  Wolff  telegraph  bureau  ;< 
should  disseminate  the  following  note: — It  has  transpired  1 
that  some  firms  in  the  occupied  territory  have,  without  any  |i 
justification,  approached  the  licensing  offices  illegally  created  I) 
by  the  French,  and  after  paying  to  them  the  10  per  cent.  I 
tax,  have  attempted  to  convey  the  goods,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  French,  to  unoccupied  Germany.    It  is  the  intention 
' '  I  the  German  authorities  to  confiscate  all  goods  belonging  I 
to  persons  or  firms  endeavouring  to  introduce  them  into 
unoccupied  Germany  by  means  of  French  export  licences,  or  1 
who  have  paid  taxes  to  French  authorities  in  respect  cr 
such  goods.    These  goods  will  be  forfeited  in  the  interest  1 
of  the  Reich,  and  criminal  proceedings  will,  in  add.'.ion,  be  | 
instituted  against  the  offenders;  further,  the  names  of  the  I 
treasonable  forwarding  agents  will  also  be  published.

Sib,— The  iniquities  of  the  chemist  have  been  much  in 
the  public  eye  of  late,  and,  in  consequence,  a  very  general 
topic  of  conversation.  I  wonder  what  the  man  in  the 
street  would  think  could  his  lay  mind  appreciate  what 
has  been  shown  to  me  this  week,  on  the  reverse  side  : — 
(1)  Three  N.H.I,  scripts  (carbon  copy),  "  T£.  Supposit. 
Morph.  gr.  4  "  (carefully  altered  by  the  dispenser  to 
gr-  i)>  (2)  "9  Acid,  acetic,  glac.  si.  The  application. 
5ss  t.d.s." — the  patient,  on  being  asked,  said  that  the 
doctor  told  him  how  to  use  it;  (3)  "9  Mist,  ferri  aper.iens 
(a  local  stock  mixture  containing  ferri  sulph.,  acid,  sulph. 
ail.  and  mag.  sulph.)  8  oz.,  the  worthy  doctor  adding 
sodii  bicarb.  2  dr. ;  (4)  a  private  script  for  infant, 
12  doses  in  1^-oz.  bot.  (rhubarb,  soda,  etc.),  and  "  Acid, 
hydrocyanic,  dil.  6  dr.  "  fortunately  altered  by  the 
dispensev  to  6  minims. — Yours  truly,

Sir, — Your  correspondent  "  Naretev  "  reports  at  length 
on  the  subject  of  "  Dispensing  Errors."  I  should  like 
to  say  that  man  is  not  perfect,  and  mistakes  will  always 
be  made,  even  in  our  "  profession."  I  suppose  the 
gentleman  who  contributed  to  a  Sunday  paper  his  article 
on  "  Careless  Chemists  "  is  one  among  many  who  are 
at  present  being  tackled  with  regard  to  a  reduction  in 
salary  from  the  Panel.  If  this  is  the  case,  naturally 
hff  thinks  he  will  take  it  out  of  the  poor  chemist. 
Respecting  dispensing,  I  have  had  experience  of  doctors' 
dispensing  (which  is  not  liable  to  being  analysed  for 
accuracy),  and  I  should  say  the  balance  of  carelessness 
in  dispensing  goes  to  the  doctor.  ...  I  dispense 
faithfully  because  I  was  trained  to  do  so,  not  because 
N.H.I,  cheques  are  building  my  fortune. — Yours,  etc.,

Sir, — In  that  part  of  your  editorial  article  on  the  dis- 
pensing question  (G.  &  D.,  March  3,  p.  304)  in  which  you 
discuss  the  capacity  of  bottles  I  note  that  you  say  it  is 
doubtful  whether  a  dispenser  would  be  absolved  when 
an  8-oz.  mixture  is  supplied  in  a  7^-oz.  bottle,  even  if 
all  the  essential  ingredients  were  present  in  full  amounts. 
I  would  point  out  that  in  such  a  case,  the  dose  (let  us 
suppose)  being  a  tablesgoonful.  if  the  patient  took 
sixteen  doses,  he  would  get  the  correct  quantity  of 
medicament,  the  only  shortage  being  15  minims  of  water 
per  dose,  whereas,  if  the  mixture  is  made  up  to  8  oz. 
by  measure  and  sent  out  in  a  7^-oz.  bottle,  the  dispenser 
would  actually  have  delivered  less  drugs  than  were 
ordered.  If,  therefore,  the  question  of  accuracy  of  con- 
tainers is  going  to  be  enforced  to  such  an  extent,  it  will 
entail  making  up  all  mixtures  in  a  graduated  measure 
and  sending  out  8-oz.  quantities  in  10-oz.  bottles  and  so 
on,  which  is  reducing  the  matter  to  absurdity.  With 
regard  to  filling  up  the  customer's  bottle,  if  he  presents  a 
smaller  size  than  required,  there  are  many  insured  per- 
sons who  bring  their  own  bottle,  and  flatly  refuse  to  pay 
a  deposit  on  another  one ;  and  in  such  cases  the  pharmacist 
can  only  return  the  script,  which  invariably  leads  to  an 
unseemly  altercation.  It  is  a  pity  that  some  of  the 
officials  who  criticise  us  so  heedlessly  do  not  have  a  few 
of  this  type  of  person  to  deal  with  daily ;  it  might 
moderate  their  attitude.  As  to  this  being  the  commence- 
ment of  an  organised  campaign  against  pharmacists,  I 
have  heard  of  two  other  suggestions  besides  yours  as  to 
its  object ;  one  is  that  on  the  termination  of  the  present 
agreement  we  shall  be  met  by  a  drastic  cut  in  dispensing- 
fees  down  to  pre-war  rates,  on  the  ground  of  these  com- 
plaints, and  the  other  is  that  it  may  be  a  move  to  secure 
the  whole  service  for  the  doctors. — Faithfully  yours,

Sir, — If  you  will  allow  me,  I  think  my  few  remarks 
may  be  useful  to  the  soi-disant  profession  of  pharmacy. 
I  have  had  over  fifty  years'  experience  in  compounding 
prescriptions  in  London,  the  provinces,  and  on  the  Con- 


tinent, and  I  am  convinced  it  is  practically  impossible 
to  be  mathematically  correct  and  satisfy  a  quantitative 
analysis  so  long  as  we  continue  to  use  the  present  anti- 
quated system  of  measuring.  In  a  leading  German 
apotheke,  where  I  was  engaged,  we  compounded  about 
200  prescriptions  daily,  and  a  measure  was  never  used. 
All  the  ingredients,  including  water,  were  carefully 
weighed,  the  bottle  being  first  balanced  (by  means  of 
small  shot)  on  the  scales,  and  the  drugs,  water,  etc., 
carefully  poured  into  the  bottle  in  their  proper  order — 
no  concentrated  "  stock-mixtures  "  or  solutions  or  con- 
centrated infusions  being  allowed — and  I  never  remember 
a  complaint  from  the  exacting  public.  The  decimal 
system  was  used  in  pricing  the  prescription  (as  per 
N.H.I.),  and  the  metric  system  for  weighing  the  ingre- 
dients.— I  am,  etc.,

Sir, — ■"  Eternal  Vigilance  "  is  a  phrase  I  have  written 
under  more  than  once.  It  is  a  motto  worthy  of  being 
prominent  in  every  pharmacy.  Subjects  like  the 
"  Accuracy  in  Dispensing  "  and  "  Pharmaceutical  Per- 
centages "  always  arrest  and  interest  me.  My  object 
in  writing  is  to  thank  you  for  the  two  very  comprehen- 
sive editorial  articles  in  the  C.  <£■  D.  of  March  3.  Your 
remarks  are  full  of  plain  justice  and  logical  common 
sense,  especially  those  about  containers  and  the  methods 
adopted  by  analysts.  There  is  one  suggestion  of  yours 
I  think  is  improved  upon  by  my  own  practice.  You 
say  the  correct  way  to  make  a  mixture  is  to  make  it 
in  a  graduated  measure  and  adjust  it  accurately,  and 
then  transfer  it  to  the  container.  If  the  container  is 
accurate,  all  is  well  and  good.  The  chances  are  it  is 
not;  it  may.  not  contain  the  whole  of  the  mixture,  or 
the  whole  of  it  may  not  fill  the  bottle.  What  will  you 
do?  There  may  be  just  fifteen  graduated  doses  instead 
of  sixteen,  all  of  which  will  be  too  strong,  and'  the 
patient  one  dose  short.  If  you  fill  up  the  bottle  the 
number  of  doses  will  be  correct,  and  accurate  also  so 
far  as  dose  of  medicaments  are  concerned ;  but  the 
analyst  will  report  you  as  to  6  to  7  per  cent,  deficit 
of  what  was  demanded.  I  suggest  the  better  and  most 
accurate  method  is  to  discard  all  graduated  containers 
and  use  nothing  but  plain  bottles.  Before  use,  measure 
each  on©  and  accurately  mark  the  point  required.  In 
this  operation  I  think  a  good  counter  scale  is  quicker 
and  more  accurate  than  a  measure.  Having  now  a 
corrected  container  and  the  prescription  accurately  dis- 
pensed, the  only  thing  remaining  is  to  put  such-  direc- 
tions on  the  label  as  will  throw  upon  the  patient  the 
onus  of  measuring  the  correct  dose.  I  enclose  you  a 
label  I  have  continuously  used  for  some  forty  years. 
[The  label  reads  :  "  Household  spoons  should  not  be 
used  for  measuring  Medicines.  This  bottle  contains  — 
doses." — Editor.]  It  has  never  been  complained  of  by 
doctor  or  patient,  but  sometimes  has  required  explana- 
tion. The  plan,  however,  has  its  drawbacks.  From  a 
strictly  ethical  standpoint  of  good  dispensing  the  direc- 
tions should  correspond  with  the  written  instructions  of 
the  prescriber — i.e.,  by  spoonful  or  part  or  otherwise. 
A  vice-versa  translation  sometimes  causes  annoyances. 
Also,  it  is  quite  evident  many  people  prefer  graduated 
bottles  and  object  to  purchase  medicine  measures.

For  a  medical  man  to  state  that  he  had  never  heard  of 
oil  of  almonds  and  syrup  of  violet  being  given  to  children, 
and  that  he  was  under  the  impression  that  the  almond 
oil  contained  hydrocyanic  acid,  was  an  admission  of  total 
ignorance  of  the  usual  practice  of  home  remsdies  and 
also  of  materia  medica,  and,  as  such,  it  is  not  necessary 
to  enlarge  on  it.  A  live  publicity  department  for  phar- 
macy would  draw  the  attention  of  all  concerned  to  the 
true  facts.

Legal  Queries 

W.  D.  (8/10). — Ihe  name  "  Pharmacy  "  as  a  place 
name  is  not  at  present  protected  in  this  country. 

F.  N.  (5/3).—  You  will  find  in  The  Chemist  &  Druggist, 
Diary,  1923,  information  regarding  the  methods  of  obtain-, 
ing  a  patent  and  of  registering  a  trade-mark. 

•V.  B.  T .  (6/3). — The  sale  of  "  medicines  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances  "  is  permitted  after  shop  closing 
hours.  There  is  no  official  list  of  what  constitutes  medi- 
cines, etc. 

B.  S.  (5/3). — The  qualification  of  apothecaries'  assistant 
is  not  one  entitling  the  holder  to  any  exemption  from 
the  curriculum  for  the  Qualifying  examination  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

X.  Y.  Z.  (2/3). — It  is  presumed  that  the  change  in  the 
methods  of  sale  of  the  limited  company  to  which  you  refer 
was  approved  by  the  majority  of  the  shareholders  and 
carried  out  in  the  legal  manner.  In  this  case,  as  a  minority 
shareholder,  you  will  have  to  submit  to  the  change  of 
policy. 

S.  M.  (4/3). — An  unqualified  person  cannot  legally 
carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  by  em- 
ploying a  qualified  chemist.  The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1908,  provides  for  the  carrying  on  of  a  chemist's 
business  by  a  limited  company,  the  share  capital  of 
which  may  be  owned  by  unqualified  persons. 

Interested  (26/2)  asks  wnat  length  of  time  must  elapse 
before  an  insane  person  becomes  legally  "  dead,  so  that 
his  estate  can  be  administered.  [So  long  as  a  lunatic  lives 
he  is  not  presumed  to  be  dead ;  nor  can  his  estate  be  dis- 
tributed during  his  lifetime.  If  an  insane  person  has 
means  more  than  sufficient  for  his  own  requirements,  the 
Court  may  make  provision  for  his  dependents  out  of  the 
balance  of  his  income.] 

Quandary  (17/2)  employs  his  wife  to  assist  him  in  the 
shop,  dressing  the  windows  and  showcases  and  serving 
at  the  counter,  and  he  pays  her  £52  per  annum  for 
these  services.  He  claims  that  he  ought  to  be  allowed 
to  deduct  the  money  paid  in  this  wray  from  his  profits 
for  income  tax  as  a  trade  expense,  and  also  that  an 
fjlowance  of  £45  from  his  income  should  be  made  on 
account  of  his  wife's  income.  The  inspector  of  taxes 
refuses  to  agree  to  either  claim,  and  "  Quandary  "  asks 
if  the  inspector  is  right  and,  if  not,  what  should  be 
done.  [The  inspector  is  right.  The  £52  paid  by  the 
husband  to  the  wife  in  these  circumstances  is  on  the 
sime  footing  as  so  much  drawn  out  of  the  profits  of 
the  business  for  the  husband's  own  personal  use.  It 
continues  to  be  part  of  the  profits  of  his  business  for 
ii.come-tax  purposes.  And  it  follows  from  this  that  the 
£45  also  cannot  be  allowed,  as  the  allowance  of  nine- 
tenths  up  to  £45  granted  on  account  of  a  wife  is 
granted  only  out  of  her  earned  income,  and  this  £52 
is  not  in  income-tax  law  her  income  at  all.] 

Perplexed  (5/3)  has  for  several  years  been  assessed 
for  income-tax  on  the  three  years'  average,  but  this 
year  the  local  income-tax  official  informs  him  that  he 
must  pay  on  the  single  year's  income.  "  Perplexed  " 
asks  if  this  is  so,  and  whether  the  privilege  of  the. 
three  years'  average  assessment  for  salaries  was  not 
retained  by  the  Finance  Act  passed  last  year.  [What 
the  Finance  Act,  1922,  did .  by  way  of  change  was  to 
provide  that  profits  or  gains  coming  to  any  person  from 
an  office,  employment  or  pension,  and  previously  assess- 
able under  Schedule  D — that  is,  on  the  three  years' 
average — should  in  future  be  assessable  under  Schedule  E, 
that  is.  on  the  single  year's  income.  The  only  material 
concession  given  with  this  by  the  Act  is  the  right  of 
the  taxpayer  to  apply  to  have  the  assessment  adjusted 
if  it  turns  out  at  the  close  of  the  year  that  his  income 
in  the  year  was  less  than  that  at  which  he  was  assessed. 
This  applies  to  employment,  other  than  as  a  weekly  wage 
earner,  under  any  public  department,  company,  society 
or  other  body  of  persons.  The  concession  granted  for 
the  year  1922-23  would  not  benefit  "  Perplexed,"  as  the 
tax  must  still  be  calculated  under  the  rules  for 
Schedule  E.]

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago 

Reprinted  from 
"  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  March  15,  1873. 

New  By-Law 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council   of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  on  Wednesday,  March  5,  the  draft  of  the  proposed 
by-laws  was  submitted  by  the  Society's  solicitor.  Whatever 
merit  the  proposed  alterations  may  possess,  they  certainly 
ai-e  not  overdone  with  perspicuity.  .  .  .    The  only  alteration 
which  seems  of  importance  occurs  in  clause  16  of  section  10. 
which  enacts  that  "  after  the  31st  day  of  December,  1874, 
no  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Major  or  the  Minor 
examination  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  full  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  after  the  31st  day  of  December.  1876,  i 
no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  the  Major  or  the  Minor  I 
examination  unless  he  shall  satisfy  the  examiners  that  for  I 
three  years  he  has  been  registered  and  employed  as  an 
apprentice  or  student,  or  has  otherwise  for  three  years  been 
practically  engaged  in  the  translation  and  dispensing  of 
prescriptions."      Of  this  clause  Mr.  Hampson  moved  the  h 
rejection  in  toto,  contending  that  the  hard  and  fast  line  of 
restriction  to  three  years  was  unnecessary,  and  was  not  the  j 
intention  of  those  who  framed  the  Acts  of  Parliament.   For  I 
himself,  he  relied  upon  the  increasingly  practical  character  ji 
of  the  examinations,   denying  that  the  statute  gave  any  jl 
power  to  the  examiners  to  inquire  into  the  antecedents  of  j 
the  candidates  before  them.    The  amendment  was  supported  \ 
by  Messrs.  Urwick   and   Frazer,  the  former  maintaining  I 
that,  although  in  their  private  capacity  they  might  insist  I 
upon  an  assistant  having  three  years'  experience,  what  they 
did  in  their  individual  establishments  must  not  be  made  the 
foundation  for  a  formal  by-law  when  opposed  to  the  Act  ot 
Parliament.    The  other  members  of  the  Council  opposed  the 
amendment,  Mr.  Schacht  observing  that,  inasmuch  as  the 
regulations  came  from  the  Board  of  Examiners,  upon  whom 
the  responsibility  rested   of  testing  the  candidates,  they 
needed  some  very  strong  reason  to  refuse  to  adopt  them 
The  new  by-law  was  therefore  adopted.
